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NINETEENTH CENTURY CATHOLIC SERIALS 

INTRODUCTION 

Since September, 1954 the undersigned has been preparing for the RECORDS 
of the American Catholic Historical Society of Philadelphia a bibliographical 
survey and union list of nineteenth century Catholic serials in the U. S. 

This project originated because both historians as well as librarians 
realized the need of a comprehensive reference work to cover the more 
than 1,200 Catholic titles which had appeared throughout the nineteenth 
century Gregory f s UNION LIST OF SERIALS and AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS included 
fewer than 50% of the titles now know and do not provide anything 
beyond the briefest bibliographical descriptions* For the librarian 
the articles in the RECORDS have offered a guide for the preservation 
of materials at hand, the location of titles in other institutions, 
and a stimulus to provide micro-reproductions of source materials in 
American history. To date the following articles have appeared or are 
scheduled for early printing in the RECORDS: volume, page and date 
references are given for each state; in addition are listed the 
volumes published as separates since 1959 by the Catholic University of America 
Press:

Since we have completed more manuscripts than can be accomodated 
within the RECORDS, the Catholic University of America Press has begun 
a ’’Second Series” which includes those states with an extensive history, 
such as Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, New York, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and others. The RECORDS, in the series we now 
designate as ’’First,” has carried the articles on those states with 
briefer histories as listed above. Thus, there are now two series, 
with cross-references to each other. 

New features of the Second Series are alphabetical and chronological 
charts for each state to enable the researcher to determine quickly 
what publications were in existence at any given period. There is 
also an index of personal names and of titles for each state. 

Other features which are continued from the First Series are the 
notes on frequency, the type and degree of Catholicity; these are 
indicated as follows: 

1. ’’Catholic by purpose”: 

a. official organ of a diocese; 

b. originated by an Order; 

c. conducted by a priest or Catholic layman. 

2. ’’Catholic by attitude” basically but with other primary purposes. 

3. ’’Catholic by national tradition”, which is used chiefly for 


foreign publications whose primary aims were national or patriotic. 
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References to library holdings are given in National Union Catalog symbols. 

In each part of this Second Series we are repeating the General 
Bibliography, revised from its original appearance in Sept. 1954 issue 
of the RECORDS. A special bibliography continues to precede the 
description of entries for each state. 

Finally, it should be clearly noted that the compiler regards these 
articles as preliminary rather than definitive and that the emphasis 
is on bibliography and format rather than contents of the publications. 

We request users to furnish us with corrections on either the descriptive 
matter or the library holdings. We are also anxious to join any 
cooperative movement toward the preservation of these source materials 
for American church history.

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HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


The history of Catholic Maryland began early when George Calvert who, with 
his son Cecilius, had converted to Catholicism in 1625? obtained from the 
King of England a charter (1651/2) to found a colony in America, where, as 
Lord Baltimore, he wanted religious tolerance to reign. When under his 
second son Leonard, the first colonists, all Catholics, arrived in 163^, 
with them also came Rev. Andrew White, S.J., who celebrated on Mar. 25, 

163^ the first Mass in the colony of St. Mary's. Later the Jesuits also 
took care of the Catholic colonists. But when the Church of England became 
the Established Church (1692), and the colony a '’Royal” colony, the 
practice of the Catholic religion was forbidden; priests could officiate 
only secretly at services. Catholic groups began to move to Pennsylvania, 
to Kentucky, and to the mountains in Maryland, especially to the area 
called Mt. St. Mary's, later Emmitsburg. 

In Baltimore, in 1752, of 200 inhabitants only 2”3 families were Catholics 
from Ireland. When, in 1770, a hundred Acadians arrived a congregation 
was built with a little church, St. Peter, with a pastor only in 1786. 

Only a few priests were left when, in 1773, the Society of Jesus was 
suppressed. 

Maryland achieved statehood in 1776; its capital, Baltimore, then had about 
6,000 inhabitants. 

After the War of Independence in which the Catholics also had taken part, 
slowly they were recognized as citizens with equal rights. When Rev. John 
Carroll, having become Prefect Apostolic in I 78 L, had moved from his home 
(see more about him with the history of the District) to Baltimore in 1786 , 
he was soon made (Nov. 1789 ) the first Bishop in the U.S.; St. Peter's 
(I 79 O) was his pro"cathedral. Maryland had in 1785 an estimated 15,8000 
Catholics, including 3,000 Negroes, and 35 priests. In 1796 one~fifth of 
Baltimore's inhabitants were German. Sisters began to arrive since 1790, 
and also French priests, most of them refugees from the revolutions in 
France and San Domingo. With the latter (1793) also came a Mme. Petit 
who founded an academy for girls in Baltimore (see with ANNALS OF PRQPAGA- 
TI0N OF FAITH). The Jesuits were able to work again as missionaries and 
teachers semi"officially in 1805/6 and officially in I 8 I 5 . A hundred 
Catholic schools existed in 1805 in the State; since l?8l there was a 
seminary which became St, Mary's of the Sulpicians; Mt, St. Mary's College 
was started in Emmitsburg (see THE MOUNTAINEER school-paper), a girls' 
academy, St. Joseph's was also there, where Mother Seton had in 1809 
established a convent. In 1821 the Cathedral was dedicated; for 1822 a 
CATHOLIC DIRECTORY was printed for Baltimore only; describing churches and 
schools. As Archbishop, Bishop Carroll got ( 1808 ) as coadjutor, his 
friend Professor Rev. Leonard Neale from Georgetown (q.v.) who followed 
him in 1815 but died already in l8l?» During his reign and that of two 
other Archbishops (to I 83 M more Irish Catholics arrived at the time when 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad was being built, Maryland counted then 
( 1828 ) 409,000 inhabitants, of which 8,000 were Catholics for whom 52 
priests cared. When the first Provincial Council was held in 1829 already 
5 bishops took part. 
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HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


Secular papers existed in Baltimore since l8l6, in Frederick from 1792, in 
Hagerstown since 1897« AN has 12 papers listed until 1830, the time when 
the first Catholic METROPOLITAN existed for a year (with it see Peter 
Blenkinsop as publisher and Rev. C. C. Pise as editor). Another Catholic 
publisher, James Myres, started in 1833 the first of the national 
CATHOLIC DIRECTORIES (see with "Am. Catholic Directories") to 1837» when 
the publisher, Fielding Lucas, took over to 1857. Under Archbishop 
Samuel Eccleston (l834~5l) Maryland counted in 1839 70,000 Catholics and 
74 priests; in Baltimore Germans founded the congregation of St. John's. 

In 1842 the Sulpicians had started the Metropolitan Press for the dissemina¬ 
tion of Catholic books; in 1843, for some years, existed a Catholic Tract 
Society with able contributors who also wrote articles for the magazines; 
see the RELIGIOUS CABINET and U.S. CATHOLIC MAGAZINE (1842-49) for which 
Rev. Charles I. White (see with the REL. CAB.) played a great role which 
included starting the first newspaper, THE CATHOLIC MIRROR (1849). During 
these years Catholics had to suffer under anti-Catholic attacks and against 
which Catholic journalists had to fight. Maximilian Oertel had started 
the first German paper in 1846 but disappointed at lack of support,he took 
his KATHOLISCHE KIRCHENZEITUNG to New York in 1851. Already since 1838 the 
Catholic publisher John Murphy had begun with books; now’.he took over the 
DIRECTORIES from l857“6l, and at the same time a juvenile periodical, the 
CATHOLIC YOUTH'S MAGAZINE (cf. note with REL. CABINET). 

The first U.S. Plenary Council, held under Archbishop Francis P. Kenrick 
(1851-63), was attended by 5 archbishops and 24 bishops. He, a writer 
himself, was interested in the METROPOLITAN of 1853, a magazine, once with 
J.V. Huntington (biog. sketch there) as editor. Since 1855 the Redemptorists 
in Maryland began to care for the Germans. With the help of those priests 
the GebrUder Kreuzer began the KATHOLISCHE VOLKSZEITUNG (1860-1914), also 
the ROMANA, a pastoral magazine, still forbidden in 1864 by the new 
Archbishop Martin John Spalding (l864~72) who had been the founder of a 
newspaper himself in Kentucky, was an author of books, and wrote articles 
for his official organ the CATHOLIC MIRROR. In his time the Jesuits built 
a college at Woodstock, Md. ( 1869 ). We know that the next Archbishop, 

James Roosevelt Bayley wanted a "Baltimore Ecclesiastical Review" (see there) 
to have started (1873) but it seems in vain. In his time existed in 
Maryland 122 churches, many chapels, and 195 priests. The last Archbishop 
in the 19th century, James Gibbons (1877), was made Cardinal in 1886. In 
1880 one counted 200,000 Catholics in Maryland. He wrote in 1916 A 
RETROSPECT OF 50 YEARS also a "Diary" (pub. in the CATH. WORLD), and many 
articles in leading reviews, including his own MIRROR. Under him started 
(N 1889 ) the first Catholic Laymen's Congress and also one of 25 editors 
of Catholic papers. He was much interested in the opening of the Catholic 
University in Washington. His diocese had grown in 1890 to 220,000 members 
with l4l churches and many chapels and stations, and 322 priests, still 
rising in number to 245,000+398 by 1899, when Baltimore alone had 42 
churches, including 5 German and 3 Polish ones, and more for other foreigners. 

In Leonardtown, Md. is today a paper: SAINT MARY'S (County) BEACON, or 
ENTERPRISE, which was listed by Middleton in 1908 as Catholic but. 
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The editors of today did not answer a letter 5 we suppose, as a local paper, 
it brought also the Catholic news; still the CATHOLIC PRESS ANNUAL of 1961 
had in an article about "Father LaFarge", that he contributed as pastor for 
15 years to this paper in Leonardtown before he started in 1926 with AMERICA. 
We do not include it as a Catholic paper. 

FOREIGNERS 


Of Maryland's GERMANS in Baltimore we know that a first community was 
founded in 1799 as St„ John's. Secular newspapers started from 1?80 onward, 
a daily in 1821; rather anti-clerical was the DEUTSCHE CORRESPONDENT (see 
with KATH. VOLKSZEITUNG), 1841-1918. Many Catholic Germans arrived in 
Baltimore after l8l5, the Germans outnumbering the Irish in 1880. The 
Catholics in Md. were cared for since 1855 by the Redemptorists, including 
Re Vo John No Neumann; Fr. Stelzig had supported the KATHOLISCHE KIRCHENZEI- 
TUNG (1846751); other priests helped the KATHOLISCHE VOLKSZEITUNG (i860 ff.) 
to flourish as a national German Catholic paper 0 The Germans, very active 
in social life (music, theater, opera, and the Catholics in Catholic 
societies), had the Deutsche Central Verein, an affiliation of many 
societies (later in St c Louis) started in Ap 1855 in Baltimoreo In 1868 
existed the BALTIMORE KATHOLISCHE VEREINSZEITUNG, we don't know how long? 

The POLES in Baltimore were a fairly large group in i860 but had a church 
of their own only in 1880; more arrived in 1886 ff. Finally in 1895, be - 
sides some secular Polish papers,there was also a Catholic PRZYJACIEL DOMU 

(1895-I908)o 

The FRENCH who, in the beginning had played a certain role, did not produce 
a Catholic periodical 0 

The IRISH, so important for the Catholic population in Maryland “since 
English is their language, too - did not try to get a paper for their own 
Catholic affairs 0 Early papers, EMERALD (l8l0“ll) and EMERALD AND 
BALTIMORE LITERARY GAZETTE (1828-49), were not "Catholic". 

For the BOHEMIANS we did not find a Catholic paper. There was an old 
settlement of theirs (near Warwick, Md.); in 1704 the Jesuit Fathers had 
their headquarters with a church and in 1745 a higher school which could 
be a forerunner to Georgetown College. 

The NEGROES in Maryland made up in 1850 28% of 165,000 inhabitants; in 1890, 
19% of 255,000. They had not published a paper but missionaries like the 
Josephite Fathers and the Sisters of the Mission Helpers did it for them. 
From l889“92, there were three remarkable gatherings of Catholic Negroes 
in the Catholic-Afro-American Congresses.

THE AGNETIAN MONTHLY (Ja 1891-1909) 

THE AGNETIAN QUARTERLY (1909-D 1916 or ?19l8?) 

This "Catholic :1c", (monthly-1909, then quarterly to the end), school paper 
was established on Ja (we saw a copy v.l, no 2 of Feb.) 1891 and was con" 
tinued to D 1916 (maybe to 1918, but no copies were kept in its college). 

It was founded, published and edited by and for the students of Mount St. 
Agnes 0 Collegiate Institute becoming, in 1899, Mt. St. Agnes College which 
was in charge of the Sisters of Mercy in Mt. Washington, Baltimore. It 
carried the motto: "Virtue in Infirmitate" and on its cover a picture of 
the school buildings. Its purpose was given in its first issues, that 
class essays, prose and poetry, biographies, travel descriptions, school 
events and extra curricular activities will be prepared by the students, 
arranged by student editors, and published during 10 months per year. 

After the J1 number in 1897, v .8 was published within the schooiyear: 

Oct. to July. With v. 10 , no 2, it represents the Mt. St. Agnes College. 
With the change of its frequency: v .20 (1909) it also necessarily has to 
change its title : THE AGNETIAN QUARTERLY. It is rather sure that it ended 
with v.27 in 1916 when college classes were discontinued. "The Agnetian" 
as a title was around 1921 , was used for a yearbook of the high school of 
the same Sisters. 

THE AGNETIAN MONTHLY had carried on a lively exchange with other school- 
papers, (their titles given but not the places and names of their schools - 
therefore those lists helped our search for papers only when another source 
could give us the location). We know that other school-papers praised the 
"Agnetian" for the "neatest Christmas number with learned and humorous 
matter" (HOLY GHOST BULLETIN, 1896 ), as "well written" (ABBEY STUDENT,1893), 
or "written with editorial boldness, wanting women's votes" (ST. JOHN'S 
RECORDS, l897); we saw holdings at PPCHi. 

Details: 1891/92:1 2-20 pages, 9x1 2 inches, $ 1 . 00 , in a cover; as a 
quarterly:24“30 pages 6x9 inches, the latter already since 1904/5, going 
on while the pages grow even to 80 ( 1909 / 10 ); the circulation we know only 
for v.l: 500 .

Baltimore (1833; 1834-375 1838 - 57 ; 1859 - 61 ) 

The titles (see above) of the years above were "Catholic :1c" (although no 
approbation of the bishops is printed in the books), annual directories. 
Three different firms (see a,b,c,d) were responsible for publishing. The 
contents, besides a calendar and an article with a biographical sketch of 
a founder of Catholicity in the U.S. and a portrait, included all dioceses 
of the U.S. with a list of churches, priests, monasteries and convents, 
schools, colleges, seminaries,and other institutions, an obituary section 
and also brief information about the U.S. Government, plus advertisements, 
mainly of Catholic books. 

a. (1833) THE CATHOLIC ALMANAC OR LAITY 8 S DIRECTORY was published in 
Baltimore by James Myres, "near the cathedral;"the printers were Sands & 
Nelson: Market and Calvert Sts., the introduction was signed by "The 
Editor" who as his aim gives: to provide "some useful information to his 
Catholic brethren...this almanac...with the festivals of each day, the 
holidays, astronomical changes, a "Life of Archbishop Carroll" and the 
conditions of the dioceses." Myres added a 5 page list of his books for 
sale. 

b. (183^-37) THE U.S. CATHOLIC ALMANAC , by the same publisher, and printers 
with the prefaces signed by "The Editor" who responded to suggestions by 
adding in 1837 a "Table of Contents" to the last page; Mott:MAG. I, 716 
wrote that Rev. Charles, I.A.White (q.v. biographical sketch with RELIGIOUS 
CABINET) was helping with his special gift for compiling, "since 1836 ," but 
it was not said how long(it would be possible, it seems to us, as late as 
l857, when he was transferred to Washington, D.C.). The articles with 
biographies are continued: Pius VII, Archbishop L.Neale, Archbishop J. 
Whitfield, etc. Important for our work was a "List of Catholic Periodicals" 
which was started in 1835 (continued to 1913)» The number of pages grew 

to 188, with Myres adding 4 1/2 pages of his books; in 1837 the editor 
promised a better arrangement of the matter for 1838 , but for some unknown 
reason another publisher took over. 

c. (1838-57) THE METROPOLITAN CATHOLIC ALMANAC AND LAITY'S DIRECTORY FOR 
THE YEAR OF OUR LORD... was published for 20 years by Fielding Lucas'" 

Fielding Lucas.Jr., born in I. 78 I, learned his trade in 1795 in 
Philadelphia, settled in Baltimore in 1806, became a partner of 
the publishing firm of Conrad, Lucas & Co., also bookseller and 
printer; a few years later he was the sole proprietor and added 
to his firm a new stereotype foundry, used to his death. Around 
1829 he specialized in Catholic books, then almost exclusively, 
taking over in 1834 the "Catholic Directories" until 1854 under 
his own direction, after his death in Mr 1854 by his firm, 
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Lucas Bros. He had multiplied good and tasteful Catholic books 
in the U.S. The METROPOLITAN, Baltimore, 1854, p,258 wrote a 
page, "The Late F. Lucas"; q.v. also R. Tommey: F. Lucas... 
(M.A.Cath. Univ., Washington, D.C., 1952.) 

138 Market St.; 1855 ff.: 170 Market St, The printer was at first Murphy 
and Spalding, no 1 Light St., in 1839° John Murphy (q.v. biographical 
sketch with RELIGIOUS CABINET, Baltimore), same address, 1844 ff.: 146 Market 
St.; his firm's name was printed in the Directories to 1849; then no printer 
so we suppose Lucas did it in his own plant. The number of pages grew from 
162 to 316; it still contained biographies of important priests, Lucas had 
added in 1840 ff. a "List of Clergymen", alphabetically acc, to dioceses, 
the prefaces were, 1848 ff., replaced by "Notice of the editor" telling in 
1844: "to render a faithful exposition of the Catholic religion in this 
country", so urgent with this "rapid increase of Catholicity"; with 1846 
the engravings are stopped; in 1850 ff. the "Table of Contents" was moved 
from the last page to the front, and Lucas expanded advertisements to 100, 
even 150 pages, his own section from 10 to 36 pages, the other pages now 
also open to other Catholic publishers, e.g. in 1851 ' Cummiskey (Phil.), 
McGrath (Phil.), Copes (Bo.), O'Brien and Hedian (Balt.), Quigley (Pittsb.), 
O'Donnell (N.Y.), Dunigan (N.Y.), Murphy (Balt.). After 1854, the firm of 
Lucas Bros, finished the volumes to 1857. 

I 858 - 6 O: We do not know the reason why Lucas Bros, did not 

continue with 1858 . Suddenly, perhaps not to miss a directory, 
a firm in New York took over and published: DUNIGAN'S AMERICAN 
CATHOLIC ALMANAC AND LIST OF CLERGY . Edward Dunigan rescued that 
way the sequence in 1858 , 1859,and i860 with the idea to continue 
it. He was surprised that in Baltimore another 1859 and 60 was 
published "sanctioned only by one province." He did not continue 
in 1861 . 

d. (1859-61) THE METROPOLITAN CATHOLIC ALMANAC AND LAITY'S DIRECTORY 
of Lucas was (with 1858 missing) continued under the same title by John 
Murphy again, - as it was said - by requested "the Council of Baltimore" 
for 1859 from Murphy & Co. He began after v.25 in 1859 with a new series, 
v.l, finished 2 and 3 (l86l). He made some more changes, especially 
different items in alphabetical order and added to the U„S. section in 
1869 ? Canada, and in l86l: The British Provinces. To his own book lists 
he also added some advertisements of jewelry, even whisky, and book lists 
of other Catholic publishers. Murphy had just finished the printing of 
the METROPOLITAN magazine and was still doing that of CATHOLIC YOUTH'S 
MAGAZINE, also to l86l. 

With this volume 3, n.s. (l86l), Baltimore's partnership in the publishing 
of the "American Catholic Directories" is closed.

ANNALS OF THE PROPAGATION OF THE FAITH * 

(Re-published in Baltimore (1854-1919) " then to New York - 1925. ) 

*The Society for the Propagation of the Faith was founded on My 
5 1822 in Lyons, France, to develop the Catholic missions. The 
U.S. indirectly took part in its start because one of the differ¬ 
ent founders, Mme. Petit, had fled a massacre in San Domingo in 
in 1794, came to Baltimore, opened there a school for girls and 
made the acquaintance of French priests, especially Fr. Flaget 
and Fr. DuBourg. Learning from them the need of supporting the 
missions, she returned to Lyons, and took part in the efforts to 
unite associations with that purpose to one with more power. Fr. 
DuBourg had founded such an association in Lyons in 1815, the 
year when he was made bishop of New Orleans, La. Out of it and 
others came La Soci^trf de la Propagation de la Foi in 1822 which 
distributed the first collection in that year. With the appro- 
bation' 4 'of the Holy Father it was made a universal institution; 
most of the European countries had joined it,but the U.S. only 
after 1840. What the U.S. had received in 70 years was equalled 
only in 1918 by the total given _t£ the Society. 

LES ANNALES continued, according to their title page, LES LETTRES 
BDIFIANTES ET CURIEUSES (1702 ff.), often reprinted to 1875. The 
first issue of LES ANNALES (1822) is interesting just for the U.S. 
because it contains the letters of Fr. Badin about the missions 
in Kentucky, where Mme. Petit's friend Fr. Flaget had become a 
bishop in 1808. Published annually, some years irregularly put 
together into volumes, LES ANNALES became after 1836 a bi-monthly 
society paper, spread around the world; in 1839 in Paris it was 
translated into English and other languages, too, in the follow¬ 
ing years. 

In the U.S. began this "Catholic:2", semi-monthly re-printing and re¬ 
publishing society paper in English: THE ANNALS OF THE PROPAGATION OF THE 
FAITH in 1854, in Baltimore, as we know from the magazine THE METROPOLITAN, 
Baltimore (v.2, 1854, p.309/10): 

"THE ANNALS are now printed and published in this country, by John 
Murphy & Co. and sold for the benefit of the institution. ...v.15, 
no 89 , is Mr 1854, a bi-monthly, only 12 1/2 cents... (its contents) 
are the most interesting„„.reading." 
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We know further from Schlegel's study, that Murphy "printed" the ANNALS 
until 1871 (in reality to 1866), and. having checked our (DCU) holdings of 
1866 (v.27)s the signing of the title page is still the same as in 1854. 

It is a re-printing; in the text nothing "American" is added. The signing 
is different in 1867, v„ 28 : Kelly and Piet, 174 Baltimore Street (the pub¬ 
lishers of the CATHOLIC MIRROR, the official organ of the Archdiocese of 
Baltimore): "published for the Institution" to 1872. With v.62, no.422, 
in Ja 1899 an address is given on the title page (but not said: "published 
by" 00 .): St. Mary's Seminary, N.Paca St., Baltimore. Still the contents 
consisted of reports of the work done in the missions of the world. 

In 1902 the imprint is: "Baltimore,"published "by" the Society, and also 
in 1903 , but in its volume are added for the first time: 10 pages, called: 
SUPPLEMENT TO THE AMERICAN EDITION (with some of the early history, lists 
of special American donations, and an obituary of U.S. missionaries. This 
seems to be what Fr. E.J.Hickey in his book about the society stated:" An 
American Edition started in 1903 (v.66), when the National office of the 
Society was opened and moved in 1904 to New York." But the ANNALS remain 
published in Baltimore to 1906 and in "Baltimore and New York" up to 1919; 
definitely in 1920 at 343 Lexington Ave., New York, City. These SUPPLEMENTS 
were continued after 1903? to the contents were added the reports of the 
branches of the society in the States and the letters of American mission¬ 
aries from other countries. 

The publication was often reviewed in many magazines, always favorable 
during all those years. In New York THE ANNALS merged in 1924 into another 
periodical of the Society, CATHOLIC MISSIONS, which under this title expired 
in 1951. 


Details: The reprints 1854-1901 of 5x8 inches, then: 6x9, each semi-monthly 

item with 52“75 pages, illustrated, in a cover (regretably not bound with 
the books^. The SUPPLEMENTS grew from 10 to more pages, added sometimes 
to each copy.

OF ST. JAMES HOME FOR BOYS or 1885-1890) 

II MESSENGER OF ST. JAMES HOME FOR BOYS (1891-1948) 

The MESSENGER under both titles was a "Catholic :1c", annual magazine, 
devotional in character, published by the Xaverian Brothers. 

I The first title was used in 1885; we saw this copy which was not marked 
with a volume number, therefore it is possible that the first issue was 
printed in Ja 1884 because the "Union" named in the title was founded in 

N 1883. The Home, named in the subtitle, was always in charge of Xaverian 
Brothers; its address until 1897/8 at the corner of High and Low Sts. The 
Union's directors were Rev. Edmund Didier, rector, then Rev. Thos. E. 
Stapleton, assistant of St. Vincent of Paul's church; Fr. Didier wrote the 
introduction to the magazine in 1885 , about the Union and the Home, Fr. 
Stapleton in the issue of 1890, a copy held at (DCU). The financial and 
other reports of the Home which cared for 30 boys were given in 1885 by 
Bro. • Hubert. The 25 cents for the MESSENGER gave the subscriber also 
membership in the Union. In I 89 O it was Bro. Bernardine in charge of 
caring for 80 boys, glad that the Home could give them a good business 
training and that five of them had become converts and two wanted to become 
priests. The illustrated magazine had grown from 8 to 16 pages, carried 
an editorial, tales, a legend, poems, and in 1890 also an article "Christ¬ 
ianity and Modern Scoence" by Cardinal Gibbons. 

II After the 1890-copy we saw no other, but Hoffmann listed already a year 
later (1891) the magazine with the short title, above. Perhaps the Union 
was separated from the Home's interests, the first purpose of which was 
procuring financial aid through the magazine. A letter of Brother De Paul 
gave us different information, that the Home existed only to 1948 (also 
acc. to CATH. DIRECTORIES), the date when the magazine also disappeared. 
Since 1898 there was built a new Home at 301 N High St. From our German 
sources we have to conclude that for a time besides the English language, 
German was also used.* Perhaps around 1899 the magazine changed its 

*Not in the sense that there has been a German edition, only 
that a part of the text was translated into German aside the 
English. Timpe lists: "Eng.+German", 1898 -?; but Hoffmann 
added already in 1896 to his listing: "Eng.+German" and kept 
it so to 1910; Keiter, Piusverein and Arndt-Olson list only 
German items, therefore not the main edition. 

appearance: 10-20 pages of 4x9 inches, so to 1948, price not known, 
circulation in Baltimore and nearby. Its contents similar to the earlier 
ones; articles written mostly by outsiders, e.g. Fr. Ayd,S.J., a social 
worker for boys; numerous reprints from other magazines; it was mostly 
printed in the Xaverian Brother's St. Mary's Industrial School, Baltimore. 

Details: 1885 : 8 pages, 4 columns, 12xl8 inches, 25 cents; in 1890: 16 
pages, 4 columns, 10x12 inches; around 1899 ff.:10~20 pages of 4x9 inches; 
price after 1885 not known to us, always illustrated; circulation of a more

THE BALTIMORE ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW 
projected in 1873 hut not realized 

This to-be "Catholic:2", professional or ecclesiastical quarterly 
was planned, acc. to a PROSPECTUS preserved in the Cathedral 
Archives in Baltimore. 

According to the first source AM. CATH. RESEARCHES, (25,(1908) 9^) 
a notice written by its editor, Martin I.J.Griffin under ^'Period¬ 
icals and Priests" said he referred to the editor (Dr. Heuser, of 
the ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW, Phila., est. in 1889), that the latter 
wanted to explain the need of his pastoral magazine by the fact 
that Rev. P.L.Chapelle already had seen this need earlier and had 
written a letter to his bishop (Bayley' of Baltimore) with an added 
PROSPECTUS for a BALTIMORE ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW. Griffin adds 
to this comment,"in 1873", which is important, because the 
documents are without date; Griffin, as a contemporary, who 
started in that year his own I.C 0 B„U.Journal in Philadelphia, 
must have remembered 1873 as the year of Chapelle's letter, when 
he later saw the PROSPECTUS in the archives and gave Dr. Heuser 
the text of both documents. 

Somewhat prior to 1929 Rev. Peter Guilday, too, saw them in 
Baltimore and asked Dr. Heuser to print a little article about 
them in his ECCL. REVIEW: 80 (1929) 9^“96. Msgr. Guilday, not 
knowing that Griffin had known the date, speculated the attempt 
must have been made during Archbishop James R. Bayley's reign: 
1872-77; none of these reviewers believed that the magazine 
existed in reality. 

Fr. Chapelle (from France, ordained in Baltimore, in I 87 O ff. at 
St. Joseph's, Baltimore) says in that PROSPECTUS that in the U.S. 
there did not exist an English review for priests, the Catholic 
papers being only useful auxiliaries, not for the clergy, not 
treating "contemporary errors...in subtle forms...not difficult 
cases of conscience... . The undersigned (Chapelle) has deter¬ 
mined to publish an ecclesiastical review.,.for his brother 
priests. Archbishop Bayley...has vouchsafed to encourage one 
(him) of his priests...to this task and given his official 
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approbation to the plan.o. Official documents from Rome, 

Dogmatic and Moral Theology, Canon Law, Liturgy, Church History 
.ooWill be treated and discussed, also foreign articles carefully 
selected and translated. It will be quarterly, each issue with 
about 200 pages, octavo, $5,00 per annum. Answers to the 
PROSPECTUS are supposed to encourage the editor.” 

Fr. Chapelle, later Archbishop of New Orleans, La. (1898) seems 
not to have received this encouragement; in the U.S. had been 
published earlier two German pastoral reviews; the first, ROMANA, 
in Baltimore only from Ja to Oct. or Nov. 1864, because begun 
without approval, and criticizing too much, was therefore forbid¬ 
den; but in 1866 in St. Louis, Mo. was started the PASTORA.LBLATT, 
successful to 1925. The first English magazine was THE PASTOR 
(1882-89), in New York followed by the AM. ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW 
( 1889 ), Philadelphia, Pa., still alive in 1965 Washington, D.C, 


DIE BALTIMORE KATHOLISCHE VEREINSZEITUNG (around 1868) 

It was a German "Catholic:2" (probably monthly) society paper, published 
aroung l868 0 From Neher we know no more. From Pekari we know that the 
German national Catholic Central Verein (later in St. Louis) was started 
in Ap 1855 in Baltimore, being an affiliation of many German Catholic 
societies and having the approval of Rome in 1868.

II THE CATHOLIC MONTHLY (Ja-D 1898 ; Ja 1899-1912) 

(this publication like that of THE CHIMES was connected with the 
CATHOLIC MIRROR to 1908) 

I THE CATHEDRAL MONTHLY was a "Catholic :1c" (even had the approval of 
Cardinal Gibbons), monthly parish paper. It was founded in Ag 1897 and 
lived 6 months to Dec. 1897* Its manager was W. J.DeBlaquiere of the 
"Catholic Club", given as address, under Rev. C. F. Thomas, the rector of 
the Cathedral, He introduced the first number "to the members of the 
parish as a reminder of what is going on, and to serve as an impulse to 
zeal...and piety." Its contents brought - as we saw in the holdings of 
PPCHi - besides parish, school and society news, also an editorial and a 
miscellaneous column. 
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II THE CATHOLIC MONTHLY continued as v.2 on Ja 1898 with 7 numbers and 
as v.3 with 3 from Ag~D 1898 , then continued to 1912, Its first number in 
Ja 1898 had as addition to the title: "Formerly The Cathedral Monthly". 

It is not the cathedral's parish paper anymore, though it has kept some- 
think of that character, a liturgical calendar, the church feasts, even 
local funerals; in the second half of the periodical, the pages are filled 
with the schedules of seven churches of Baltimore (St. John's, St, Patrick's, 
St. Pius, Corpus Christ!, St. Charles, St. Ignatius, St. Peter) and some 
parish news attached, or little stories, poems, "Tid-bits" and advertise¬ 
ments*. The first .16 pages of each issue are a "Catholic :1c", monthly 

*This kind of general parish-paper we have not found in the 
other states besides THE CATHOLIC CALENDAR in Washington, D.C., 
founded a year earlier (F 1897), being perhaps the pattern for 
this one, combined with a magazine. 

magazine, on the masthead as editor and publisher W.J.DeBlaquiere with his 
business address: 106 E Saratoga St., still with the approbation of Cardinal 
Gibbons. The contents of the first half consists of an article and a 
story, between smaller sketches explaining details of the doctrines or 
Catholic problems; the topics change to biographical, educational and 
historical interests, the latter especially from Maryland's church history; 
twice Cardinal Gibbons contributed an article, Rev. C.F.Thomas one; most 
of them written by priests, are "Special for the Catholic Monthly". 

Articles, e.g. also "A cablegram and its results" grow in number and pages 
to 48 pages per issue in 0 and N 1898 . But in the December number (v.3, 
no 5, p.28) De Blaquiere wrote a notice: 

To our advertisers and subscribers:...after 18 months of a pro¬ 
gressive and successful career, at the suggestion and recom¬ 
mendation of his Eminence Cardinal Gibbons, we have decided to 
merge into the CATHOLIC MIRROR. - the MIRROR will be under our 
control...the Cardinal has requested that we assume the manage¬ 
ment of the MIRROR... 

According to that text we believed "merge into" meant the magazine ceased; 
but it did not. While De Blaquiere was the manager of the official organ 
of the Archdiocese, he kept his magazine alive. Rowell lists it from 1899 
ff., with De Blaquiere 9 s address (not the MIRROR's) in 1903 a new one 
(406 N Howard St.) and only in 1905, when DeBlaquiere had taken a co-editor 
into the staff of the MIRROR: A.W.Lewis, these two together signed also as 
publishers and editors of the CATHOLIC MONTHLY, with the MIRROR's address: 

326 N Howard St., in the same way as also the juvenile magazine THE CHIMES 
was finally adopted, both to 1908 when the MIRROR died. 

Still the CATHOLIC MONTHLY did not die 0 . Ayer lists it from 1909 to 1912, 
published and edited by the Catholic Monthly Publishing Co., so did The 
Chimes Pub. Co. live on: both shared the last office of the CATHOLIC 
MIRROR until 1912: 326 N Howard St. Maybe De Blaquiere still cared for 
the two. We have not seen a copy. Was it still protected by the Cardinal? 
Still partly a parish paper? Its number of subscribers went down since its 
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high 4,200 (1900) to 1,600 (l912)o It expired just before the new official 
archdiocesan paper started, in 1913 THE CATHOLIC REVIEW then being without 
any rival English publication in Baltimore. 

Details: THE CATHEDRAL MONTHLY: parish-paper of 16 pages, 6x9 inches, 50 
cents. THE CATHOLIC MONTHLY, a magazine of 32“48 pages, 7x9 inches, $1.00 
in 1898 , up to 52 pages of 6 1/2 x 9 1/2 inches to $ 1.00 (l 899 " 1908 ), 48 p., 
6x9 inches, 50 cents ( 1909 " 1912 ); circulation: in 1899 • 1,000; in 1900: 
4,200; in 1904:3,000; in 1909:2,500; in 1912: 1,600. It produced 3 
s-annual volumes (1897"98) and 18 year-volumes.

directly following the U.S.CATHOLIC MAGAZINE (l843~D 26 1849) 

& CATHOLIC MIRROR ANNUAL (1886-?) 

It was a "Catholic :1a" (official organ of the archdiocese of Baltimore and 
nearby dioceses), a weekly newspaper. The staff of the U.S.CATHOLIC 
MAGAZINE had decided a newspaper would be more up-to-date and therefore 
published with the approval of the Archbishop a PROSPECTUS in D 1849 
(therefore 1849 is often given as the establishing date for the paper) and 
started the CATHOLIC MIRROR in Ja 5 I 85 O. The old staff was headed by 
Rev. Charles Ignatius Aloysius White (q.v. biograph, sketch with RELIGIOUS 
CABINET, Baltimore) who, with good contributors, had already managed the 
magazine during 1849 and now continued the paper until Ja 1852, but with 
financial sacrifices as proprietor and editor. It is not clear who the 
publisher was. We believe P.J.Hedian who is given with his address: 2 N 
Gay St. as office in the PROSPECTUS, In the latter (reprinted in the 
paper) we learn of the purpose in the subtitle: "Journal of Religion, 
Literature and General Intelligence" and its wish to bring "a greater 
variety, a fuller report of foreign and domestic intelligence,.., the 
proprietor also being the editor-in-chief will be ably assisted by con¬ 
tributors of clergy and laity," making a "family paper" of the C.M. its 
contents included "critical reviews of recent publications, doctrinal and 
controversial expositions, extracts of ecclesiastical history and edifying 
narratives, poetry, useful general subjects and a juvenile department. 

The Rev, clergy will act as agents; the office is P.J.Hedian's bookstore," 
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(signed) Rev. White and Archbishop Samuel Eccleston, on December 1849. 

Thus the C.M. with v. 1-2 became a Catholic newspaper with a survey of 
contemporary events, and included obituaries, market news, catalogues of 
the Catholic bookstores of Hedian and Murphy, advertisements of the 
Catholic academies and colleges, etc. 

V.3 Ja 3 1852: P.J.Hedian and Owen O’Brien are the publishers; no editor 
is given after a notice on Ja 10 said; 

"Rev. White not being a resident of Baltimore city,...being 
occupied with many charges...had to give up the editorship... 

But he will remain a regular contributor,.., a pleasure for 
his friends.” 

Until 1897 no editor's name is printed on the paper. In the number of Ja 
3 1852 already the problem of a Catholic University is opened. The paper 
had won 1500 subscribers although the German RELIGIONS FREUND in Baltimore 
begun in June 1852, kept another 2,000 German Catholic . readers away. 

V. 4:l853* on the masthead as office; 82 W. Baltimore St.; size enlarged 
from 15x23 to 17x24 inches. Archbishop Francis Patrick Kenrick judges the 
paper as, "conducted judiciously and with strict regard to Catholic 
principles”, the bishop of Richmond as, "able and industrious”. 

V.751956; changes to smaller type to get more material in the 8 pages; a 
story of Mrs. Dorsey is printed; 3 pages used for advertisements. At 
least from 1857 onward Martin Joseph Kerney must have become manager; we 
know that he founded in S 1857 the CATHOLIC YOUTH'S MAGAZINE (q.v.) and 
kept it to l 86 l; he became also editor from F 1858-59 of the METROPOLITAN 
magazine [of 18533 (q.v.), both in Baltimore. 

V.10; 1859 • first Hedian alone is publisher and proprietor, but soon are 
given as associated M.J.Kelly, P.J,Hedian and John P. Piet, with a new 
office at 174 W Baltimore St.. The approval of the Archbishop is joined 
also by the bishop of Wheeling, W.Va. In J1 1859 two papers recognized 
it as having, "improved appearance, right spirit” (METROP. RECORD, N.Y.) 
and; "excellent exponent of the Cath. Church in Maryland, enlarged and new 
type, very handsome” (N.Y.FREEMAN•S JOURNAL). 

V„12;l86l; In i860 another German paper was founded (q.v. KATHOLISCHE VOLK 
SZEITUNG) which even outlived the MIRROR. In Ag l86l the manager Kerney 
died; we do not know who replaced him. During the Civil War the MIRROR 
was, for practical reasons, not for a radical change at the moment "though 
slavery is an evil”. Because of an article thought to be in favor of the 
South, the C.M. was for a time suppressed by the Federal government. 

V„l6; 18655 Of the three publishers Kelly and Piet remained, still being 
proprietors and owning the bookstore at the same office. The bad times 
brought a raise to $4.00 for the paper. It praises itself as a good family 
journal, not of the sensational class which is constantly true in contrast 
to the later KATHOLISCHE VOLKSZEITUNG), safe in morals and doctrine, no 
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party politics. It tried to recover, by bringing more news of the District 
of Columbia; it had long sketches about Catholic colleges which also had 
to build up after the war. The Archbishop, now Martin John Spalding, in¬ 
cluded his messages and wished, in December, for the paper a greater 
patronage. 

V„17;l866; the paper was in great financial difficulties; in May a 
collection for it was taken. It carried in number 44 the records of the 
Second Plenary Council with illustrations in a 12-page special issue. In 
December Kelly and Piet announced the enlargement of their establishment 
at 174 Baltimore St 0 ; from around 1862 until 66 Martin I.J.Griffin, as a 
very young man (born 1842), had become the correspondent for Philadelphia 
and a contributor before he began in 1873 his I.C.B.U. JOURNAL in his home 
city o 

V.l8:l867: the Archbishop stated his lively interest in the paper; also 
Rev 0 J.A.Walsh of St. Patrick 5 s in Washington called it "one of the best 
Catholic papers" and other pastors join with good wishes (Ja 12 l867,p.4)» 
The publishers Kelly and Piet undertook to republish the ANNULS OF THE 
PROPAGATION OF THE FAITH (q.v„) from l867"l872d 

V.21;l870: a 4-page SUPPLEMENT was added on Ja 8 about the SYLLABUS OF 
ERRORS condemned by the Pope, together with a Pastoral Letter of Archbishop 
Spaldingo The discussions about the Pope’s infallibility took much space 
as did news about the Vatican Council; on S 3 another SUPPLEMENT of 4 pages 
treated both topics. 

V«22:l871: with the publishers 5 long booklists is also carried "The 
Roman Monthly" regularly advertised, up to 1875, then only with its real 
Latin title of ACTA SANCTAE SEDIS, published in Rome since 1868 for priests. 
At $3.50 alone, it is given cheaper with the C.M., both for $5«00» There 
exists no translation or re-publication of the A.S.S. 

V.24:l873 5 called by the LITERARISCHE HANDWEISER "one of the most read 
papers". There was new trouble; from l870“73 a rival was published, the 

U. S.CATHOLIC REGISTER; when it had ceased the BALTIMORE SUN - it seems - 
tried to get its subscribers by bringing local Catholic news and 
ecclesiastical affairs with its secular news, about which the C.M,com¬ 
plained in August. Also, in 1873» when James R. Bayley was the Archbishop, 
he favored the founding of an ecclesiastical review but the Prospectus 
published did not bring enough encouragement; the BALTIMORE ECCLESIASTICAL 
REVIEW (q.v.) never came to life. 

V. 25:1874: "Clubbing" with other magazines was a new means of getting 
subscribers; besides 4 Catholic American periodicals, THE LAMP and THE 
MONTH from London were chosen. Vols. 29"42 change to the publication 
year of April to March. 

V. 31 ; I88O/I: of the two publishers one remains, John B„ Piet & Co. who 
was also the sole proprietor, at the same office, 174 Baltimore St. Prior 
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to Ja 1883 Mr. L.W.Reilly must have been editor because the AVE MARIA (Ja 
6 1883 ) wrote that he resigned because of ill health. He seems to be the 
same Reilly who was in Ja 1880 a co-founder of THE CHIMES (q.v.) in 1886 
ff. published with the C.M. 

With v. 36 5 1883/6 a great change; on the masthead the Baltimore Publishing 
Co„; not on the first page but moved to p«5 are the approvals of the 
bishops, to which was added one of Pope Leo XIII; a new address: 116 E. 
Baltimore St., the paper larger with 7 columns, a Washington Bureau at 715 
15th St., N.W. opened (, Huge P. McEirene, the editor (acc. to CITY DIRECTORY) 
The new company was severely criticized because three of the five members 
were Protestant but the paper remained Catholic. A change from the old 
volume numbers to a new series, beginning in Ap 1885 , makes the numbering 
for some years confused. 

THE CATHOLIC MIRROR ANNUAL OF 1886 

DCU has this "Catholic sic" calendar, published by the C.M., 
as "Annual" certainly meant to be repeated each year but we did 
not see another copy; it was not even announced in the paper as 
being available. Probably it was only an idea of this new pub¬ 
lishing compnay and ceased with 1886. The title page of this 
almanac shows the facsimile of the title page of the paper of 
Ag 29 1885; it has 64 pp., many advertisements besides the 
calendar which is richly illustrated, mostly with landscapes, 
a few poems, and small sketches, few religious topics (is that 
because of the three Protestants in the compnay?), no Catholic 
book lists besides Sadlier's Catholic Directory, no ads of 
Catholic colleges, only of THE CHIMES, published by the C.M,, 
still with the old address:174 W Baltimore St., and the premium 
list of books given to new subscribers after paying in advance. 

No price is given; it was probably a gift to each subscriber. 

The address in 1888: 120 E Baltimore St. changed in 1889 to 106 in the same 
street. The paper announced for N 1889 "The Catholic Centennial" as a 
special issue. 

We did not see it but the SOUVENIR VOLUME (pub. in Detroit, 1890 ), 
also the OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC CONGRESS, BALTIMORE,N 11 
and 12, 1889, Detroit, 1889 and saw that the Centenary of the 
Church in the U.S. was followed by "The First American Catholic 
Laymen Congress" ( 30,000 at a torch-parade in Baltimore), "under 
the highest ecclesiastical approval", "the active interest of the 
Cardinal", with lectures and papers given about themes like 
social problems, education, temperance, labor and capital, etc., 
also "The Catholic Periodical Press," for which George Dering 
Wolff of the CATHOLIC STANDARD, Phil., and Milton E. Smith of 
Washington's CHURCH NEWS spoke. The third part of the celebration 
was the inauguration of the Catholic University of America in 
Washington, D.C. 
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V.40:l890 the paper says of itself: ’’stands in the front rank of the 
Catholic journals, received the strongest indorsement from the highest 
authorities (since 1877 Archbishop, since 1886 Cardinal Gibbons)...is 
recognized by the most intelligent classes of Catholic and non-Catholic 
readers 

V.43:l892: a great change: The Catholic Mirror Co., composed of leading 
Catholics who are also the proprietors; the appearance completely different: 
16 pages, 12x17 inches, down to $ 2 . 50 , and more literary in character. 

The volumes run again from Ja - Dec. As before 1886 the approvals of the 
church authorities are clearly shown from Baltimore, Wheeling, Wilmington, 
North Carolina, Charleston and Savannah, the latter two are new. Address: 

35 S Gay St. 

V.45:1894: Professor Maurice F. Egan of Notre Dame wrote a bi-weekly chat 
on books and current literature. In 1895 the CITY DIRECTORY gives Gallery 
and McCann as publishers, 5 W Mulberry St. In 1896 the first page begins 
with a detailed table of contents and the paper says in 1897 of its new 
experiences: ’’Under its new management remodeled, enlarged (to 13x18), 
improved, with new attractive features especially for the youth: bright 
original or carefully selected matter; full report of Catholic news, a 
"Woman’s World". THE CHIMES, the juvenile magazine (q.v.) is offered to 
a cheaper rate taken together with the C.M. for $3.00. 

V.49:l898: again a big change. The publisher is the Catholic Mirror 
Publishing Co., print is larger; only 4 columns. For the first time an 
editor is mentioned: Rev. M.O'Keefe; with him as manager, Wm. J.DeBlaquiere, 
who strongly stressed that the paper is the official organ of the Arch¬ 
diocese; the office was at 419 N Howard St. We know from the CATHOLIC 
MONTHLY, Baltimore (q.v.) D 1898 , 28 that its business manager W.J. De 
Blaquiere "at the suggestion of his Eminence Cardinal Gibbons" has decided 
to merge the CATHOLIC MONTHLY into the MIRROR of which the Cardinal had 
"requested" him to be the business manager (Ja 1898 ). There also De 
Blaquiere says of Fr. O'Keefe that he has "long been known as an able and 
learned writer and a diligent worker for the furtherance of Catholicity." 
Both wanted to make a special effort to bring the paper to the highest 
possible standard. 

V,50:l899: Cardinal Gibbons gave a long appraisal of the paper. Msgr. Ellis 
in his book about Gibbons (11,67) says: "“it seems that with the Mr 11 
issue the C.M. became Gibbons' archdiocesan paper". And yet he knows that 
in Nov. 1899 1 when an editorial had censured the American College in Rome, 
that the Cardinal warned the editor that he did not feel responsible for a 
"so-called Catholic paperl" Ayer called the paper in 1899: "the oldest 
and most popular Catholic weekly of the South". The DCU copy of the 
microfilm we used did not have included a Golden Jubilee edition, certainly 
with a history, of the paper. 

V.52:1901: it begins with an article by the Cardinal; the editor Fr. O'Keefe 
is not named anymore, De Blaquiere did his work, too, or had an unnamed 
editor. From 1896 until 1903 THE CHIMES was advertised each January; these 
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numbers were missing in the microfilm of 1903 ? when the address had changed 
to 406 N Howard St., and in 1904, with the address 326 N Howard St., there 
was no CHIMES to be seen, though it still existed. In 1904 De Blaquiere 
acquired Albert W. Lewis as advertising manager. Both together are given 
as publishers and editors of the CHIMES. From 1892 onwards the C.M.’s 
circulation remained stagnant; it seems the readers did not feel very- 
satisfied and desired more literary matter because in 1892 the CATHOLIC 
UNION was founded, a monthly magazine for a year. Murphy’s co-published 
London MONTH had 5*000 readers; his TABLET (1889) had 14,000; the MIRROR’s 
publication, CATHOLIC MONTH (1897), had 3,000; in 1898 even a new paper 
was founded, the CATHOLIC TIDINGS, surviving the C.M. 

V.59»1908: Je 13: "Notice of Suspension"; 

"Closing down the publication plant of Wm. J.DeBlaquiere Co., 
the C.M. will suspend for a short period. Steps have already 
been taken by his Eminence and,..a number of priests who want 
to organize a stock compnay...for a new Catholic weekly, probably 
under another name." 

This "short period" became four years, The old MIRROR, once a paper of 
national reputation, ended "after a checkered career"(Meehan CATH. 
BUILDERS, IV, 225) in 1908. 

The CATHOLIC MONTHLY and THE CHIMES survived somehow, each with its own 
publishing compnay but both in the MIRROR’s last office: 326 N Howard St., 
both died in 1912 as did all the periodicals written in English; the only 
Catholic German paper (VOLKSZEITUNG) continued. In 1913 the promised new 
English paper appeared, THE CATHOLIC REVIEW, as the official organ of the 
Archdiocese of Baltimore, edited by Rev. C.P.Thomas who as rector in 1897 
had introduced the CATHEDRAL MONTHLY (q.v.), and after a change in manage" 
ment in 1935 still lives today (1965+)o

circulated 1,500 copies, in 1875 : 5 , 000 , in 1886 suddenly 11 , 000 , in 1892 : 
15,000, in 1896 ; 16,500, its highest, which it kept to the end. It pro" 
duced 59 volumes of a Ja ~ D year publication until 1875, then Ap to Ap, 
then (l892 to the end) Ja to D again.

CATHOLIC TIDINGS (1898-1912) 

It was a "Catholic :1c", monthly magazine, started in 1898 and was listed 
for the last time in 1912. With the listings of Ayer and Rowell in 1904 
ff. there was given 1901 as opening date but it existed certainly in 1898 “ 

99 when two different editions of Baltimore's CITY DIRECTORIES listed it, 
with an address at 32 S Holliday St. It was not listed again until 1904, 
as started in 1901, which makes us think that it was too weak to live after 
1899, waited a year and tried again under the same title but at another 
address: Monument and Wolfe St. In 1904 ff. Ayer gave as publisher and 
editors: Tiding Publishing Co. When the CATHOLIC MIRROR had died in 1908 
one may wonder why it did not get more subscribers but on the contrary 
fewer. It died itself just before the new official organ of the Archdiocese 
was introduced in 1913, the CATHOLIC REVIEW.

THE CATHOLIC YOUTH 0 S MAGAZINE (S l857~Ag l86l) 

It was a tf Catholic:1c",(published with the M Approbation of the Archbishops 
of Baltimore and Cincinnati" ), monthly juvenile magazine and existed 
through 4 volumes from S l857~Ag 1861; it was founded, managed and partly 
edited by Martin J 0 Kerney who was also at the same time manager of THE 
CATHOLIC MIRROR and in l858”Ja 1859 editor of the last volume of the 
METROPOLITAN magazine [of 1853 J ? where his name is printed as above, not 
Kes^rney, as some sources have it 0 His name is not printed on the youth 
magazine; only as publisher and printer is given John Murphy and Co., 182 
Baltimore St 0 Kerney died in l86l and with him the YOUTH'S MAGAZINE 0 

According to its Preface in v.l, it was an "experiment" to determine 
Catholic acceptance £ its aim was "to supply useful and pleasant reading 
(to the children of "graver years"), to cultivate the affections and to 
chasten the fancy" 0 ©*also as an "antidote against 0 *oseductive publications" 
its price was low at 50 cents, or as a bound book, $2 o 50« At the end of 
the first year the publisher was not satisfied with the number of sub¬ 
scribers o At that time THE METROPOLITAN, Baltimore (n e s., v.l: 1858/9, p« 
505) regretted that parents and Sunday + day-school teachers did not see 
the value of the juvenile magazine; their indifference paralyzed the 
efforts of people interested in the youth~reading"probem<, 

The magazine°s contents, illustrated with about 60 good engravings per 
volume, shows that Kerney kept his promises; long and short tales, legends, 
sketches of religious, historical, and educational value in prose, also in 
poetry* games and riddles 0 In the CATHOLIC DIRECTORY of l86l an advertise¬ 
ment says: "in a year 384 pages cf innocent, plain, instructive and moral 
tales, biographies, and travels, are offered 0 " 

The magazine was mentioned in contemporary newspapers like THE CATHOLIC 
HERALD, Philo, the NEW YORK CITIZEN ("suited to the roving fancies of

youth, a little gem"), the NEW YORK TABLET (Ap 10 1858 ) "A choice little 
monthly.. .should be in every Catholic home", the AM. OATH. HIST. RESEARCHES. 
Phil, (Ag 14 1859)• "excellent,o.admirably adapted", (on Oct 16) "there 
can be no better companion"; the METROPOLITAN RECORD, N.Y. often in 1859/60 
(e.g. S 1 i860): "a large amount of interesting reading matter; we see with 
pleasure that the subscription list has greatly increased; it is unusually 
varied." Nevertheless nobody dared to continue it after Kerney died.

THE CHIMES (Ja 1880-1912) 

(connected with the staff of THE CATHOLIC MIRROR to 1908; similar to 
THE CATHOLIC MONTHLY). 


It was a "Catholic :1c" (approved by the Archbishop of Baltimore)# weekly 
juvenile magazine, especially for Sunday-School purposes, founded in Ja 
1880 by the "Messrs. Wentworth and Reilly, 53 Lexington St." (AVE MARIA, 

D l879)o From the Baltimore CITY DIRECTORY we know that T.W 0 Wentworth 
was its manager and also that he was at the same time the publisher and 
proprietor of a weekly ®cular paper EVERY SUNDAY, 2 N Holliday St,; that 
means that Reilly probably was the Catholic editor. Since the CATH. MIRROR 
had an editor, L.W.Reilly who resigned in 1882 because of illness, we 
suppose it is the same man; also because in 1883 the two names are not 
named anymore, only the Chimes Publishing Co. (already printed on the 
first issue, which we saw in PV) had gotten a new address: 174 W Balt. 

St. which is the office of the CATH.MIRROR, From now onward all of about 
7 new addresses are the ones of the CATH. MIRROR. We do not know if 
THE CHIMES had editors of its own; it always kept its own publishing 
company. But we think the staff of the newspaper, did also its editing, 
naturally with special contributors for the "juvenile" periodical. From 
1886 onward to 1900 each year in January the CATH, MIRROR advertized the 
CHIMES with the space of some columns saying that it was made to be bound 
as a book after a year as "an agreeable book for later years", printed on 
good paper, illustrated, for children in Sunday and parochial schools and 
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in the home, also for teachers to use in giving additions to school work . 
The WESTERN HOME JOURNAL, Detroit, had judged it on My 22 of 1880 already 
as "steadily improving and deserving to be used, being so cheap, by 100 
copies, one only for one cento" The circulation had remained in the 1900's 
about 1000 o In 1899 W„J 0 De Blaquiere became the manager of the CATHOLIC 
MIRRORo Was it he or some specially gifted writer for children that by 
1903 raised the total: 22,500 copies circulated? The MIRROR'S advertisement 
of the CHIMES in 1900 had already praised it as "Unique; its religious 
instructions written by capable persons", but no writer:® s names were given. 

In 1904 De Blaquiere signed with his MIRROR co-manager, Albert W. Lewis, 
together as publishers and editors of the CHIMES. The number of the sub¬ 
scribers did not grow higher but went slowly down to 12,000 to 1912. When 
in 1908 the CATH. MIRROR, had died, its last address, 326 N Howard St., 
was kept by the CHIMES and by the magazine CATHOLIC MONTH, which had been 
published and edited in a similar way by De Blaquiere since 1898 , and we 
suppose he still took care of them, each one had its own publishing company 
to 1912. Both terminated to make room for a new Catholic paper, THE 
CATHOLIC REVIEW, starting in 1913 0 

Details: 8 pages, 9x13, in 1892, enlarged to 10xl4, also starting a new 

series; its price always Si .00 and cheaper by subscribing to a larger 
number of copies; it was illustrated. After circulating only about 1,000 
copies to 1901 , suddenly going up to 22,500 in 1903 , but 1908 : 21 , 000 , 
1909:17,000, 1911:12,500? and ending with 12,000 in 1912. It produced 
32 volumes.

THE COLLEGIAN (D 1891-1917) 

It was a "Catholic :1c", monthly school paper, established in D 1891, 
lasting to 1917, when the Mt. St. Joseph's College was closed and became 
a High School (today at 4403 Frederick Ave„), still in charge of the same 
Xaverian Brothers; in 1891 at. Carroll Station and Carroll P.O.. Publish¬ 
ers and editors were the students (in 1.892:130, in 1898:120, in 1913:185) 
under the direction of a Brother Moderator. The purpose is given in the 
D 1891 editorial: "to keep the students aware of the goings on around the 
school." Some students had already by themselves written articles to the 
local Catholic and secular papers what gave the students courage. THE 
COLLEGIAN became quite scholarly with articles about current literature 
and poems, besides school, clubs, and societies activities up to 1900, 
then the latter were stressed. It circulated to students, alumni, and 
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friends. One number became a special issue for Cardinal Gibbons' golden 
jubilee as priest and silver jubilee as Cardinal. 

The Collegian was reviewed by the ABBEY STUDENT, Atchison, Kansas (Ap 1892): 
"Essay on Cardinal Manning is of no mean merit"; of the MONTHLY BULLETIN! 

OF CURRENT LITERATURE (Ja 1893) "very neat and attractive"; of ST. JOHN'S 
RECORD, Collegeville, Minn. (1893 and up to 1899)? "good articles", "good 
essays" on French Literature; and of HOLY GHOST BULLETIN, Pittsburgh 
( 1898 ) "progress and improved, in a new garb, literary articles quite 
wholesome 

Details: 18 pages in light cover, 8x11, at $1.00; after 1900: in a stiff 

cover of 6x9, also $1.00.

There existed a German: DIE FARBIGE ERNTE and a French edition in the l890's) 

*See first ST. JOSEPH'S ADVOCATE, Baltimore ( 1883 ) by the same 
publishers and editors and see there the history of the Society 
of the Josephite Fathers in the U.S. 

The publication for the Negro missions was and is a "Catholic :1b" (publish¬ 
ed by a religious society and approved by ecclesiastical authorities), 
devotional magazine, having often changed its frequency: annual (l888 - 94), 
quarterly (l 895 “ 1921 ), bi-monthly (1922-4?)» monthly (1948-61) and bi¬ 
monthly since to 1965 +. It was founded by Very Rev. John R. Slattery, 

S.S.J. in 0 1888, is current in 1965. It was and is published by the 
Society of St. Joseph of the Sacred Heart, shorter: of the Josephite 
Fathers, who in 1893 became a distinct American Society. The Fathers also 
were the editors. Fr, Didas wrote, us that there does not exist a complete 
list of their names, because since the major seminary was founded ( 1887 / 8 ) 
professors and editors helped sometimes if needed here or there. Fr. 

Slattery seems to have been the editor still in 1901; later it was from 
1928-42 Rev. John T„ Gillard (see his book). 1943“1960 Rev. James F. Didas, 
since 1856 with an assistant: Wm. J. Philipps, who then was editor, and 
now in 1964: Rev. Francis M. Hull. The office was first at 401 Courtland 
St., and around 1891? 1130 N Calvert St. until 1965 . The magazine was 
printed at the Josephite Press. The volume numbers given later (v.22, 

1924) do not count all years back to 1888 , because in the first years only 
after each 12 th issue was a new volume started. 
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The purpose of the magazine is expressed in its subtitles; "devoted to 
support, education and training of priests for the Colored Missions,"or 
"official organ of the Josephile F.rs 0 ", or "dedicated to America's 'Number- 
One' mission field ." That included reports of the work done, or proposals 
of what needed to be done, the attempt to interest the readers in that work 
and to spend the means for if„ All subscribers also became affiliated 
members of the Society» The contents kept up to these aims, tried to en¬ 
courage boys to become missionaries showing that, only a far-reaching 
training gives hope of success« New interests, new methods, a modern make 
up had to be offered. In My/Je 1943 a special Jubilee number was devoted 
to the Am<> Society's 50th anniversary. Looking over the pictures of old 
and new volumes, we noted the "success" springing into our eyes; the 
poorest people in dirty housing, one-room schools at first; now people 
nicely dressed, clean houses and schools, high schools, colleges, feasts 
and weddings with all comfort, educated adults in good positions, just 
a pleasure to see," Still work is to be done, the SSJ-priests are working, 
and the magazine, too, perhaps having changed its title (1961) to JOSEPHITE 
HARVEST (which was announced in GATH. JOURNALIST in D 196l) not to stress 
the separating work "Colored", 

The magazine had once published a French and a German edition„ Fr. Didas 
wrote us that nothing else is known, no copies preserved, and that they 
probably J, existed in the 90 's. For the German we found some sources, 

Timpe gives it as a bi-monthly, if that is right, it must have still exist¬ 
ed 1922“; the Piusverein listed it in 190?; Hoffmann has it from 1896-1901 
as "Engo+ G 0 "; Keiter listed it as quarterly, that would fit for the years 
l895”1921; the German Baltimore newspaper; KATHOLISCHE VQLKSZEITUNG gives 
the translated title: DIE FARBIGE ERNTE, has it an annual, each October, 

25 cents, Revo JoR.Slattery as editor on N 15 1890 , 264. ” See also the 
school-paper; SURSUM, Baltimore 0 

Different comments about the HARVEST admire the missionaries and their 
work, but forgot the magazine? they tell that in 1889 4,000,000 of un¬ 
baptised Negroes in abandoned conditions wait for help, etc,, but also that 
114 priests and 123 nuns in 1922 had grown to 500 and 16000 of them in 1948 , 
though also the Negroes had doubled their number in those years.

THE FAIR JOURNAL (Ap 19 - My 1 1897) 

It was a "Catholic :1c" daily fair-paper for two weeks (Ap 19~My 1 1897) 
published by the St. Patrick's Parish under Msgr. James F, Donohue to 
support a Fair which was held in the Parish Hall to get more money for a 
new church building*. The Fair-paper brought such news: as that Cardinal 
Gibbons opened the fair, that all societies had arranged their "Tables", 

*In 1792 mostly Irish Catholics in Fell's Point (Baltimore) 
needed a priest, got a French one, who found from 1792 - 96 an 
apartment for his new congregation, a simple church in 1796, 
a real building in 1807 . Too small, another pastor began to 
collect a fund in 1895° 

music and songs entertained, an X-ray apparatus was shown, etc., the 
result: $13,525.

THE MISSION HELPER (71964/5+) 

It was under all these titles, for the aid of Colored children, a "Catholic 
lb" (published by a religious Community, with the approval of Cardinal 
Gibbons and the archbishops following), a quarterly (My 1894-), or annual 
(?1907“), again quarterly (1938-) devotional magazine. It was published

and edited by the "institution of the Mission Helpers" with the addition, 
"for the Negro Mission", later, "of the Sacred Heart", in charge of a con” 
gregation of religious women, established in 1890, who cared for deaf and 
handicapped children, first only negro, then also other children. The 
Sisters became later especially cathetical teachers of a "pontifical" 
Institute. In the 90's the editor was Mother M. Joseph who tried to teach 
negro girls "the duty of labor by industrial work in the home". The pur¬ 
pose of the magazine was to get means for their enterprise; it was written 
"for the family", explaining the Catholic doctrine, and bringing poems, 
stories, articles, all of educational and entertaining character, and also 
reports of the school. Of the 18 issues under the first title, from My 
1894-N 1898 we saw some, exceptionally well done. 

Under the second title to 1938 it seems to have continued in a similar 
way, but around 1907 published only as an annual magazine. With new 
spirit it began with the third title in 1938, the Sisters (M.H.S.H.) being 
the editors, listed for Towson, Md. (a suburb), then Baltimore again, but 
always with the same address: 1001 W Joppa St. 1964/5 the title was short” 
ened to THE MISSION HELPER. Circulation was good, being read by 7“9 iOOO 
people. 

For the years l895“99 we have found some notices in contemporary magazines 
(ROSARY (1893) p.112), telling us that the Order was one of Colored Sisters, 
the convent being in 813 N Calvert St., that the magazine contained pleasant 
reading matter, and (OUR PEOPLE, Milwaukee, D 14, l895» p 251) that it was 
"neat", "doing good work with well written articles", "well illustrated".

IRISH-BALTIMORE CITIZEN (? l878”l879) 

We suppose as an Irish paper it may be "Catholic :3", it was a weekly news¬ 
paper; we saw it listed only once, in 1879* in the Baltimore CITY DIRECTORY 
of that year, it may have started earlier. Chas. O'Conor was its editor; 
a publisher not given, only an address: NE, corner Baltimore and Holliday Sts 

Details: none given.

The Josephite Fathers' Epiphany Apostolic College in Baltimore, 
Walbrooke (q.v 0 its SURSUM) published this "Cath.:lb" monthly 
devotional and missionary magazine for the St. Joseph’s 
Catechetical School, teaching young Negro men how to be catechists 
to Colored people; the school was closed in 1917* After our 
article about Catholic periodicals in Alabama appeared in 1956, 
we found a clipping of the above magazine of My 1900, v.2 no 5i 
where Rev. J.M.Kellog, SSG. was named as editor in Walbrooke, and 
the purpose that of wanting not only a school-paper but needing 
a larger circle of readers for its contents about the Negro 
missions.

JOURNAL OF ST. IGNATIUS' CHURCH (S 1894-1907“?) 

It was a "Catholic :1c" monthly parish paper, established in S 1894 and 
still existed in 1907; if longer, we do not know. It was published for the 
parish of St. Ignatius of Loyola, edited by Jesuits in charge of the church 
since it was built in 1856 ; Loyola College had been built a year earlier. 

In 1894 Fr. John Morgan was the pastor who had in 1891 started a St. Agnes' 
Reading Circle and now founded the JOURNAL; he was born in Maryland, ordain¬ 
ed at Woodstock, 1872; from Baltimore he was transferred in 1900 to St. 
Aloysius' in Washington, where he died in 1906. Fr. William P. Brett was 
his successor for the JOURNAL (1900-1901), then Fr. F. Quirk (1901-1907). 

In 1906 the church's Golden Jubilee was celebrated, in its history, pub¬ 
lished in 1907, the JOURNAL was mentioned as a source, but here and in the 
history of the centenary in 1956 there was no word about the church's 
parish-paper. From the copies we saw at PPCHi, we know that it was just 
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giving the local communications of church and college, new books advertised 
by Murphy and Co., but no sermons, explanations, nor instructions.

It was a "Catholic :1a" (approbation by archbishops and bishops), weekly 
newspaper, established on Friday, My 1 1846 in Baltimore* moved to New 
York and Jamaica(see dates above) and expired in Ag 1882 with the death of 
its founder, publisher, editor and proprietor: 

John James Maximilian (called Max) Oertel, born in Germany in 
l8ll, became a professor and minister of the Lutheran Church, 
then went to America. There he converted in 1840 to Catholicism, 
gave his reasons in a 34-page booklet; he taught German for a 
time in Fordham College, New York, and was called by Fr. Henni, 
founder of the WAHRHEITSFREUND in Cincinnati, to be his successor 
as editor. But he wanted to have a paper of his own and founded 
in My 1846 in Baltimore the KATHOLISCHE KIRCHENZEITUNG, believing 
a rather strong congregation of Catholic Germans would be able 
to support it. He tried for six years, ended with debt's, made 
a second attempt in New York with better results, and finally 
moved his office to Jamaica, Long Island..During those years he 
had formed his one-man journal according to his ideas, debated 
furiously and wittily in controversial arguments but was a 
jovial character (Wittke, 178 - 9 ), one of the picturesque, 
unusually able and genuinely interesting journalists of that 
time » 

The data of most of our sources were insufficient because they usually did 
not include New York, or if so, then not Jamaica, as even ULS which has 
end date of 1877. We were fortunate to see the holdings at St. John's, 
Collegeville, Minn, and to examine personal notes from Frederick Kenkel 
from the holdings of the Catholic Central Verein (MoSV). 
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In Baltimore, Archbishop Samuel Eccleston had recognized in Oertel an able 
Catholic journalist; he protected his paper and gave his approbation. The 
Baltimore U.S.CATHOLIC MAGAZINE wrote in 1846: (5 .'348): 

Mr 0 Oertel, publisher and editor of the weekly K.K,, just started 
o«.will be an interesting channel of intelligence for the German 
Catholics of the Eastern States.. .from the ability of the editor 
we have no hesitation (in stating) it will prove a valuable... 
periodical• 

Oertel styled it first along the pattern of the WAHRHEITSFREUND but soon 
found his own style of composing and writing. He had said in a PROSPECTUS: 
"...to say the truth is the aim of the faithful to their enemies...We (will 
bring) for the Germans in America (showing that did not mean his paper to 
be localS) interesting news about the Church, (and) also political (news) 
especially from Germany." Oertel brought articles of literary, didactic, 
philosophical, historical and critical character, sparkled with humor 
though, sometimes coarse; he wrote poems, essays of highly spiritual 
content and a column criticizing the events of the day. He won good con” 
tributors; on Mr,,25 184? he announced an intent to bring all ads into an 
extra ANZEIGER FUR BALTIMORE, free for subscribers, but it seems not for 
long. With v.2, no 36 (Ja 1 1848) he added to his name on the paper "under 
the special cooperation of a connoisseur of literature", still adddd that 
way on v.5. But it was not Fr. Ignaz A. Stelzig, C.SS.R., who wrote very 
much up to 1851 for the K.K., mostly serial stories. Oertel also announced 
that he has in his office books for sale and printed a list of them. Since 

Mr 1847 he had his own printing press. He published a KATHOLISCHER HAUS- 

KALENDER (q.v.), once in 1848. But he was in financial trouble; on F 7 1850 
a mass meeting was arranged to boost the K.K.; it was successful in so far 
that Oertel got 500 more subscribers; in S 1850 , 1800; he thanked the sub¬ 
scribers and alsothe‘CATHOLIC MIRROR and the CATHOLIC HERALD of Philadelphia 
for reporting it but the people did not pay. Oertel complained in v.6 
(My I 85 I) he was in need of $1,000, because only 250 readers had paid in 
advance, of 2,500 annual subscribers a total of 4,000 were in arrears for 
vols. 5 and 6. Therefore he decided to go to New York; the last number 
in Baltimore was the one of N 27 1851? v.6, no. 30. 

In New York, Oertel must have prepared the change very well so that on D 11 

I 85 I already no 31 of v. 6 appeared. He had been encouraged by Archbishop 
Hughes of New York who also gave his approbation; the Bishop of Milwaukee 
recommended it. Soon the K.K. ranked highly in German literary circles; 
besides the many sided contents the people liked Oertel 5 s unique editorials, 
discussions and polemics, and enjoyed the column: "Plauderstubchen" 
(Chatter-dorner) where he freely expressed his opinion in the mouth of 
characters of choleric, sanguinic« and phlegmatic moods. A famous contri¬ 
butor for theological articles was (later "Venerable") John Nepomucene 
Neumann, at that time bishop of Philadelphia, and also Rev. I.A,Stelzig. 

In Baltimore, it seems, for the leftover Catholic Germans without a paper, 
in 1852 DER RELIGIONSFREUND was founded, happy to begin with 2,000 of 
Oertel's subscribers. In New York Oertel’s v.6 ended in A 22 1852; the 
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months and dates of each volume were not regularly kept, Since Oertel had 
no help or substitute when tired, he took some vac&iion in each year during 
which no paper appeared? he also was obliged to make collection trips; 
again people did not pay, but from 1854 onwards he was satisfied with 4,000 
and more subscribers, That way the publishing year had changed from My-Ap 
to S“Ag„ He also saw to the printing, buying new typed in 1851 and 1853° 
Only for the years l865"69 he was not the publisher; for those five years 
Benziger & Bros, New York, were the publishers, On Ag 19, 1868 ff. Bishop 
J 0 H 0 Luers of Ft, Wayne recommended the K,K, During the fifties and sixties 
his paper meant to the Germans what the FREEMAN'S JOURNAL was to the Irish, 
It was regarded almost as an obligation to subscribe to the K 0 K 0 , to dis- 
cuss its editorials where things were said in a bold and dynamic way* 
Oertel, in the best sense, was concerned about the readers, to overcome the 
influence of bad literature; he praised Hecker's, Benziger's and Kenedy's 
publicationso In the Civil War he was against slavery, wrote hundreds of 
pieces against it, He fought against Nativism and Know-Nothingism, He 
pleaded for Catholic schools 0 He also was the author of a book; ALTES 
UND NEUESo 

In Jamaica, Sharp (245) believed that Oertel lived privately already since 
1866 in Jamaica, N 0 Yo when the paper was still published in New York, 
Finally on Ag 26 1869 the office was removed to Jamaica and Oertel pub¬ 
lished the K,K, there. On S 1 l8?0 Jamaica was printed as the publishing 
place on the paper, with v,25? no 1, Oertel wrote himself on the masthead: 
"Der Alte von Jamaica" says,"he celebrated quietly the 25th birthday of 
his paper and thanks friends and agents," None of the original papers 
1870 ff, says clearly who published it, but it was no longer Benziger, 

With 1869 it had reached its highest circulation; fro® 10,000 it went 
down to 2,500, even to 1,500, "Papa Oertel's KREUZBLATTCHEN" (called 
that way from the design of a Kreuz (cross) on top of the paper) had held 
the monopoly in New York, Only in 1878 began another German Catholic 
paper, the KATHQLISCHES VOLKSBLATT, Oertel's age, hie failing eyesight 
and a lung ailment made it more and more difficult for him to do this work, 
alone, especially towards 1882, Still in 188.1 the AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, 
Ind, wrote: 

*Qur excellent German contemporary, the K,K 0 , Jamaica, N,Y, 
completed the 35th year with the issue of N 3° Maximilian 
Oertel, skillful and vigorous in the Catholic cause, is the 
editor. Among all our German exchanges there is none we value 
more highly than the K,K," 

When he died in Ag 1882, the paper died with him. Only some months before 
he had the satisfaction in receiving the Knighthood of St, Gregory for his 
zeal for his faith, recognizing him as a good missionary. He was not the 
best businessman; he had not, gathered a fortune,* 

*DER WANDEREHXSt, Paul, Minn,) has a notice on Sep, 6 , 1882 : 

"Fur die Hinterbliebenen Max Oertel's: Verlag Benziger in New 
York and Cincinnati," who wrote in the WAERHEITSFREUND that 
Mr, Oertel did not collect a fortune, that his family is left 
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poor., All his gifts, his ability and work he had sacrificed for 
forty years to defend the rights of the Catholic Church, - there¬ 
fore it would now be the duty of the Catholics to help the family 
in the following way: Papa Oertel°s book ALTES UND NEUES, ZUR 
GEISTESERFRISCHUNG UND HERZSTARKUNG DES LIEBEN DEUTSCHEN VOLKES 
IN AMERIKA, 456 p., will be sent to everyone who sends $2 o 00 to 
Benziger..«

Baltimore’s KATHOLISCHE KIRCHENZEITUNG AS A GERMAN CATHOLIC WEEKLY NEWSPAPER, 
starting on My 1 1846, IS THE SECOND EARLIEST PUBLICATION, after Cincinnati’s 
DER WAHRHEITSFREUND, begun in 1837.

About its supplement from Ja~ 0 or N l 86 h see ROMANA . 

*The word VOLKSZEITUNG is written first as two words: VOLKS¬ 
ZEITUNG, later (l864 ff.) in one word on the top of the paper. 

We use the abbreviation: KVz. This history is based to a large 
extent on the almost complete file available at DCU „ 

KVk with the subtitle: "ein Wochenblatt im Interesse der Kirche" (a weekly 
in the interests of the Church) was always a German ’’Catholic :1c” national 
weekly newspaper, established on My 8 i860, discontinued on 0 31 1914. It 
was founded.and published at the right moment. Baltimore’s German Catholics 
were fortunate to have had an early Catholic paper in their language, the 
KATHOLISCHE KIRCHENZEITUNG (q.v.) guided by Maximilian Oertel from My 1 1846 
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=N 1851 when it was transferred to New York City, Immediately a group of 
German Catholics started DER RELIGIONSFREUND which lasted from 1852 to 
I 858 , or June 1859. 

Two brothers Joseph* and Christoph** Kreuzer? or Gebruder Kreuzer (Kreuzer 
Bros.) were its publishers, editors and owners. The first office was at 
114 W Baltimore St» The motto was "Faith, Hope and Charity", their 

♦Joseph and Christoph Kreuzer (acc, to KV 2 , Mr 14 l8?4 and J1 
13 1878 came with their mother from the Palatinate, Germany to 
Buffalo| both learned there the trade of printing in Christian 
Wiekman’s office of the Catholic paper AURORA (q.v.); Joseph was, 
at 21 years, its typesetter. Both moved in 1859 to Baltimore, 
worked there for the DEUTSCHER KQRRESPONDENT in an atmosphere of 
anti-Catholicism until they had gathered enough money to found a 
paper of their own, the KVz. Joseph secured in the first years 
10,000 subscribers by traveling as agent in the nearby states 
and to the Middle West, Christoph did the most of the editing, 
publishing and printing, both working together very diligently 
under great difficulties? but attaining success. They had 
opened a book store? especially for German school-books at 30 
North St.? opposite the City Hall. Joseph died at 40 on My 5 
l87^o Christoph? having improved his equippment from a handpress 
to a better outfit, had also begun to print books with all his 
energy, though in bad health. He died in J1 1878 at the age of 
360 The paper brought on J 1 13 ani eaillacgy,"of.% Redemptorist Father; 
many of the paper®s friends and readers sent letters to Christoph’s 
widow Barbara? who continued the paper to 1914. 

symbols on the top of the paper. Of its make-up around 1863 we give an 
example.

This division of the paper was kept in general until 1914. 

The KVz, a family paper, was very strongly anti-Republican, opposed to 
Abraham Lincoln, in such vehement terms that in My 1863 Joseph Kreuzer was 
imprisoned; soon released, he wrote again about the "nigger-nonsense" and 
"defended slavery on the basis of t-he Bible" (Cunx,312). Popular in tone, 
often unrestrained in its criticism, the KVz was liked by the people; it 
advertised itself for subscription in German speaking countries at $1.00 
for three months. It won well-known contributors; for poems F.X.Sailer, 

O.P.; for hiatblry and education, Rev. Oswald Moosmiiller, O.S.B., founder 
of DER GESCHICHTSFREUND. Savannah. Ga., 1882, und DIE LEGENDE, Wetaug, Ill., 
1892 . The pastor of St. Michael’s, Baltimore, Rev. P. Frischbier, wrote 
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many articles'? as did Rev. F.X.Wenninger, S.J. A very popular contributor 
was Brother Damian Lity, once teacher in that St. Michael's school; his 
first name of Joseph in dialect gave the penname "Sepp"; of the Society of 
Mary, he wrote between 1850 and 1903 for all leading German Catholic 
papers, for the KVz weekly columns; "Unter Uns" (Among ourselves) or 
"Gedankenspahne" (Splinters of thoughts); from the latter was compiled a 
book, published in Baltimore in 1884. The Redemptorists, esp. the ones in 
Baltimore, supported the paper with their writings up to 1914; Fr. Giessen 
was one of the paper's co-founders and its promotor; Rev. Elias F. Schauer, 
who also wrote for the BUFFALO VOLKSFREUND, added, e.g. on D 31 1864 an 
article on Clemens Maria Hofbauer. The office had changed in 1864 to 144 
W Baltimore St. A premium was promised to all subscribers paying in 
advance. In v.4, no.37, p«7 1864, the Kreuzer Brothers announded a 
supplement, the 

ROMANA (q.v. as an item by itself), a monthly for Catholic 
priests, beginning with the next week (Ja 23 ) under the editor¬ 
ship of a priest (name not given, but it was Rev, J. Benedict 
Smeddinck), and asked for subscriptions. It became an interest¬ 
ing but unhappy affair; it began without permission of a Church 
authority, was too critical towards the bishops, so that the 
Archbishop of Baltimore stopped its publication in Oct. or Nov, 
of the same year. 

This Rev. Smeddinck then wrote a book about Anna Katherina Emmerich, the 
stigmatized visionary, to whom he and his mother once had been next-door- 
neighbors; this book was, in 1869 , given to subscribers as a premium. In 
1867, the office was At S E corner Baltimore and Gay Sts.; the paper was, 
with its 8 pages, enlarged in size from 5 to 6 columns, and put in "a 
better dress". Since 1868 the KVz was recommended by the Archbishop; more 
and more prelates joined him up to 1908. Thus the paper was brought, 
through agents, to all German-Catholic congregations, in 17 states (Cunz, 
356); spread out to all parts of the Union and Canada, it became one of 
"the three most read German Catholic papers in the U.S." (LITERARISCHER 
HANDWEISER, 1869 ). Again a new address in I 87 O; J>0 North St., there also 
a bookstore, esp. for German schoolbook. The two brothers stuck to a 
"conservative Catholicism, battled against error, unbelief and godlessness, 
also against liberalism in any form"; they were against the German liberals 
of 1848 as much as against Protestantism" (Cunz, 358,361,567), were "full 
of hatred against freethinkers and Jews"; in 1876 the paper brought a long 
anti-Semitic novel; "Der Talmudjude" by August Rohling and in the editorials 
Jews were found guilty of everything bad in the world, also of the Kultur” 
kampf in Germany 0 

Around I 87 O the KVz engaged positively in the discussion about the in¬ 
fallibility of the Pope at the Vatican Council in Rome and was satisfied 
with the declaration (Je 25 in KVz), Having been among the few completely 
loyal supporters of the case, the KVz was rewarded by a letter from Rome 
and was congratulated by letters from friends, reprinted in the paper. As 
most of the Germans? the paper did not join the movement of "Total" tem¬ 
perance. The success of the KVz seems to have encouraged the Protestant 
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Garmans in Baltimore to found a papers VOLKSZEITUNG in l8?3o From 1872-77j 
the KVa was full of the "Kulturkampf 08 in Germany, against the ’'Tyranny in 
Prussia", and Bismarck, reprinting a letter of complaint by the entire 
episcopate in Germany about the closing of monasteries, persecution of 
priests, nuns and Catholic laymen. When Joseph Kreuzer died (1874), 

Christoph hired in l 8?6 an assistant editor, Johann N. Schmidt, born in 
Eichstatt. The paper announced now the arrival of persecuted Catholics from 
Germany, to the good of America. But the paper itself brought in almost 
each issue anti-Semitic articles (only the Jews started the Kulturkampf) 
and stories and remarks in a low, popular style. A serial Church and state 
article was printed in 1877/78. After Christoph Kreuzer*s death (Jl 1878 ) 
the paper declared on Jl 13 that nothing will be changed in the KVz: 
the whole business remains in the hands of the family; on the top of the 
paper marked "Wittwe Kreuzer", on the masthead "Kreuzer Bros." up to 1914. 
Schmidt remained, as main editor now, though no editor's name was printed 
on the paper; he was, at least in l892“95 aided by Louis J. Schmidt (Batten). 
St. Damianhitz became now especially active for the paper, his popular 
writings kept a large number of the readers(Cunz, 360 ). Nationwide, pro¬ 
pagated by many agents, the paper did not show first great changes, but 
slowly it became less political, if not neutral, then Democratic. In 1893/ 

4 Rev. Dr. J. Joergen took part as a popular reviewer and reporter (his 
name is not in the Cath 0 Directory). From Ja 31 1880-1914 a BEILAGE 
(supplement) was added each week, beginning with v.l, of 2 pages, in the 
same size, or for a short time smaller (10x15) with 6 or 4 columns, giving 
at first only 2 columns of text, everything else ads; in 1885 a serial story 
was followed by ads. It became in 1898 the Organ of the Catholic Societies 
(German) in and around Baltimore, with advertisement of German storekeepers 
only, following; finally (1904 ff.) it was like an abridged newspaper, 
from everything a bit, in the last years even piano music, composed by 
Professor Singenberger whom we know so well from the magazine CAECILIA 
(Milwaukee, 1874+). Since l88l the office of the KVz had changed to 38 
N Calvert St and it moved again to 212 of the same Street in 1886. In 
1883 the paper reached its highest circulation of 25,000, keeping that 
figure to 1894/5. In 1884 the KVz joined other German papers in the 
complaint that the German immigration was badly organized, and that the 
Raphaels-Verein should do better in the U.S. 

When in 1894 Johann N. Schmidt needed to be replaced, Dr. Jakob Jacobi 
became editor and manager from My 1895 to 1914; he was helped by M. Hain; 
we do not know when exactly. After 1900 there is no recommendation of 
bishops anymore below the headline, only after the masthead its 
Archbishop and "several" bishops are named. Wittke's (177) remark that 
the paper brought all scandals in the Church with details, was anti- 
semitic to a high degree, did not completely fit for its last years; the 
paper had calmed down, or been directed to another aim, with a war in 
sight: pro-German and anti-English, asking the readers to feel it "a task" 
to have "a sharp eye on Washington so as not to break neutrality in favor 
of England." It was still advertised in Germany, Switzerland and Austria 
as, the "most influential paper in the East", with a "wide national cir¬ 
culation". As premium advertising in 1914 (in English) it offered "a 
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sick-call outfit" and had to ask subscribers to pay debts. It warned 
American papers not to believe what the enemies write about Germany and 
to protest against lies until the paper felt forced to bring a notice :on 
0 24 1914: "After 55 years there are important reasons ( 
the ones given: the widow Kreuzer is old and in bad health, her children 
not living in Baltimore) for discontinuing the KATHOLISCHE VOLKSZEITUNG 
with the next issue, v.54 no 35®" Barbara Kreuzer had prepared for all 
subscribers who had paid in advance would get instead her paper the 
NORD-AMERIKA of Philadelphia for which Dr. Jacobi became the Baltimore 
correspondent, he died in 1914. The KVz was one of 6 German Catholic 
papers giving up because of World War I.

Most of these calendars at 
that time were still imported from Europe (Herder Pub. House had to see in 
1911: 25 German calendars). This one is an early, original, American 
publication, published and edited by Maximilian Oertel (see biog with his 
paper) for the subscribers of his KATHOLISCHE KIRCHENZEITUNG, or also sold 
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separately. The Baltimore U.S.CATHOLIC MAGAZINE, v.7 (1848,111) wrote: 

"KATHOLISCHER HAUSKALENDER, v.l, 36 pp. edited and published by 
Maximilian Oertel.„.the esteemed author, contains unusual infor 
mation relative to the astronomical phenomena of the year. ap~ 
pended...is an abstract of the condition of Catholicity in the 
U.S."

THE METROPOLITAN [of I 83 O] (Ja~D 1830 ) 

With the subtitle added: or CATHOLIC MONTHLY MAGAZINE it was in the U.S. 
the first, "Catholic :1c", monthly magazine, established in Ja 1830 but 
lived only to D of the same year. It was published by Peter Blenkinsop*. 

*He came from Dublin in 1826 to Baltimore and began with a 
bookstore and publishing business at ^5 North Charles St., corner 
of Saratoga St., especially for Catholic matter. He had just pub" 
lished Dr. Pise°s 5 vols. of a HISTORY OF THE CATHOLIC CHURCH 
(I 827 -I 83 O). It was he who projected the magazine and secured 
Dr. Pise as editor e We saw in the July number an advertisement 
of Blenkinsop*s store, Catholic books and music for sale 0 We 
found later a Fev. Peter Blenkinsop, S C J^ 1.846 at Georgetown 
College? in 1857 pastor in Massachusetts where also a Rev 0 Wnu 
Blenkinsip was a pastor, in i 860 pastor of St Q Johnfs in 
Frederick, Md 0 Did the publisher become a Jesuit? 
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. The printer 

**He was born in l 801 in Annapolis, educated in Georgetown College 
and in the Seminary in Baltimore; he became a priest in 1825. 
Attached to the cathedral of Baltimore, he edited THE METROPOLITAN 
(1830), was transferred to St. Patrick's, Washington; also 
chaplain to the Senate, he received his D.D. in Rome ( 1832 ). 
Handsome and popular, known also among Protestants, he had become 
a scholar and writer in prose and verse, and was also an eloquent 
preacher. Since 1834 he lived in New York and Brooklyn, N.Y. 

(see more there about his writings). 

was a J.D.Toy, his shop at the corner of St. Paul and Market St. Dr. Pise, 
in an introduction to the first number, explained how (especially after the 
Council of 1829 as an direct result, says Guilday) the need of a publication 
was felt in Baltimore with an Archbishop, being a center of Catholicity, 
a metropolis - therefore the title ~ and enough well educated priests, able 
to write. He gave as good example the U.S.CATHOLIC MISCELLANY in the South 
(1822), the CATHOLIC PRESS in Hartford, Conn. (1829) and THE JESUIT in 
Boston, which had announced and encouraged THE METROPOLITAN in its vol 1 
( 1829 ), 96. All these papers were forced to answer attacks from the non” 
Catholic papers, to correct their misinterpretations. Dr. Pise wanted to 
do that with sympathy and patience, giving the real facts to many well 
educated "separated brethren" (2) excluding personal fights. One hoped 
to win a patronage to support the magazine. Agents were found until 
July in 10 States, also in Canada. The motto consisted of a Greek and a 
Latin quote, stressing the identity of the Faith at all times. 

In the 12 numbers Dr. Pise signed only 2 essays: "Divinity of Christ" 
and "Ecclesiastical Research", but opened each issue with a theme of a 
few pages; perhaps others were unsigned; 90 out of 130 writings are 
original, their authors signed with letters, some contributed six times; 
one of them "XZ" was very scholarly with notes and Greek quotes, and 
another wrote 20 items; "YJ Y." reported 16 times about his trips in 
Europe and about schools in U.S. We were not able to identify the abbre - 
vaitions with names of priests given in the Cath. Directory of Maryland 
1833/4. 

The contents were varied, mostly theological, in the frame given above. 
Extracts of an encyclical letter, of Bishop's sermons and of books were 
added; instructions are given in form of dialogues; subscribers were 
allowed to send in their opinion and received an answer; there are even 
some domestic and foreign news, reprinted from CATHOLIC PRESS, or NEW 
YORK FHEEMAN'S JOURNAL. Foik (125) says the periodical was graced with 
the approbation; it is easy to believe it, but on the magazine itself is 
no remark about it, nor in the introduction. It might be the approbation 
was on a cover which was not bound into the volume we own. The volume 
contains 559 pp., an INDEX of nine pages was added. The December number 
has no notice that it is to be the last one published. 
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Details; The "religious"' or "eclectic" magazine had monthly 40 pages of 
4 3/4 x 9 , was priced at $4.00; circulation not known. 

"A First"; Baltimore 5 s THE METROPOLITAN CATHOLIC MONTHLY MAGAZINE of Ja 
(to D) 1830 is the FIRST MAGAZINE in Maryland and THE FIRST of that kind 
IN THE U.S., having precedence over the New York PROTESTANT ABRIDGER AND 
EXPOSITOR of Rev. Felix Varela, also a Catholic monthly magazine, which 
lived for 6 months during I 83 O, because - even if it began in Ja which we 
do not know - the METROPOLITAN lived longer.

THE METROPOLITAN [of 18533 (F l 8 l853“Ja 1859) 

With the subtitle: "a monthly magazine, devoted to Religion, Education, 
Literature and General Information", it was a "Catholic :1c" (it had no 
approbation of the archbishop as the U.S.CATH. MAGAZINE had, because THE 
CATHOLIC MIRROR had it at this time), monthly magazine, founded on F 1$ 

1853> and lived to Ja 1859. Its publisher and printer was John Murphy Co. 
(q.v. biographical sketch with RELIGIOUS CABINET), as before for the U.S. 
CATHOLIC MAGAZINE, his office at 178 Market St., later, 1856 at 182 Balti¬ 
more St., Marble Bldg. He had published an PROSPECTUS in D 1852 to announce 
the magazine. It was founded by Rev. Charles I. White (see biography with 
RELIGIOUS CABINET, infr.) for different reasons: to revive the first 
Cathchlic magazine of Baltimore, THE METROPOLITAN [of I 83 O], to continue his 
magazines, the RELIGIOUS CABINET (1842) and the U.S. CATHOLIC MAGAZINE, 

(to 1849) and to have, besides a Catholic newspaper, a magazine with more 
reading matter, which also as a monthly was for him more easily managed 
than the weekly CATHOLIC MIRROR (sincd 1850). He was also the magazine 5 s 
first editor in the first year (F l853”Ja 1854). Though not all contri¬ 
butions are signed, one knows some of the writers by name: James McSherry, 
one of the ablest in the Catholic press; Rev. Tobias Mullen (then bishop 
of Erie, Pa., founder of THE LAKE SHORE VISITOR and co-founder of the 
CRUSADER, Summit, Pa.)writing whole series; Charles H. Stonestreet, S.J., 
in v.l "The Church"; Dr. Edward Dampnoux, rector of the Baltimore 
Cathedral (l838“59)-« a very talented French priest who wrote biographies 
on Bishops David, Brut#, Kenrick, Hughes, Purcell, etc. Then J.V. 
Huntington’ 1 ' took over. 

*Dr. Jedediah Vincent Huntington (q.v. about him also in St. 

Louis) was an Episcopalian minister, and (acc. to J.T.Smith: 

CATH. CHURCH IN N.Y., 1905,1,254) "the most brilliant of the 
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converts (in 1842) from the High Church", a poet, lecturer 
(with the new New York Evening Courses and in parishes), 
novelist (Rosemary), and journalist; he was with this METROPOLITAN 
for a year (Ja - N 1854), then with his newly founded Catholic 
newspaper, the LEADER, in St 0 Louis (Mr 10 l855~Ap 1858)1 in¬ 
cluding a daily edition (J1 l856“D 1857); again with the 
METROPOLITAN, Baltimore, to its end in Ja l859> for a time he was 
editor of the NEW YORK TABLET (maybe between l 86 l and 1882), 
and besides being a contributor to the NEW YORK FREEMAN'S JOURNAL 
also "once" editor of the METROPOLITAN RECORD in New York which 
existed from Ja l859“My 1864. 

Huntington wrote a notice in his magazine of November 1854, p.644:"With the 
present number our editorial connection with the METROPOLITAN terminates"; 
and the publisher's notice said, that the committee of literary gentlemen, 
one clergyman (still Fr. White) and two laymen will continue in the same 
way. No editor was given with his name. A change was made in F 1858 with 
v. 6 , or n.s.v.l, when Martin Joseph Kerney's name was printed as editor on 
the title page, but still Murphy as publisher. However, Kerney, being the 
manager of the CATHOLIC MIRROR, and of the CATHOLIC YOUTH’S MAGAZINE at 
the same time, soon gave “ it seems” his editorship up to Huntington, 
whose LEADER in St. Louis had ceased publication in Ap 1858 *. We think it 

♦By chhnce we learned that from a notice in THE MORNING STAR 
in New Orleans, Ap 12 1858 : "H. of St. Louis»..removed to Balti¬ 
more to become managing editor of the METROPOLITAN; subsequently

possible that he remained to the end of the magazine, Ja 1859. 

In D 1852 a PROSPECTUS was published, reprinted in the PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC 
(Ja 8 and Ja 11 1853), from which we know that one missed in Baltimore a 
Catholic magazine which aimed to entertain as well as to instruct by giving 
a variety of reading matter. According to an advertisement in the 
CATHOLIC DIRECTORY (1853) the magazine wanted not only to "vindicate the 
doctrines of Catholicity,"but also bring" chiefly extracts from the most 
respectable publications of the day". When the METROPOLITAN appeared:'in 
F 1853 in a green cover with a motto around the title; "Literis, Religioni, 
Patriae, Ecclesiae", it was divided, like the U.S.CATHOLIC MAGAZINE before, 
for articles first, religious, biographical, historical in kind, some 
continued for several months, poems in between, then foreign and domestic 
intelligence, editorial remarks, book notices, and obituaries. 

In v.l the INTRODUCTORY repeated partly the PROSPECTUS; it wanted to discard 
the "light reading" but not exclude amusing matter, and filled 64 pages with 
interesting articles, especially "The Flight of the Pope"(p. 849) in 1848/49 
to Gaeta; it treated state education, the Society of Jesus, and answered 
popular objections. 
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In v.2 "The New Editor's Introductory" (Huntington) wants a magazine to 
stand between a quarterly: but more popular, and a weekly: but more thought¬ 
ful, a greater variety as the first, and besides "depths" also "life and 
its reality". He says that about 100 magazines exist in the U.S., for the 
three millions of Catholics but only one quarterly besides 16 newspapers; 
therefore he wants ' the METROPOLITAN to show the triumph of the Catholic 
religion, in tales, poetry. Catholic and general information fine arts, 
with some political remarks added. He reviewed BROWNSON'S QUARTERLY REVIEW, 
spoke theoretically about Catholic journalism (p 378, 453)» brought descrip¬ 
tions of "Irish Excursions" (illustrated) articles as "Was Shakespeare 
Catholic?" etfc. In v.3 the new, unnamed editors want-to stress more "morals 
and virtue", try to find material between "scholarly" and "light"; they 
reprinted pastorals, articles such as "Individualism and the Catholic Church" 
Memoirs of Chateaubriand", a "New American Literature", etc. In the 
advertisements Huntington's LEADER of St. Louis is announced. In the vols 
4 and 5 THE METROPOLITAN ADVERTISER was added, a monthly, F 1856 ff., 
mainly filled with book lists of Murphy, (who in this year moved to 182 
Baltimore St., the Marble Bldg.), but later also of other publishers; 
there^ were many ads of Cath. colleges. The magazine began with a series 
of biographies, partly with portraits, canother series of converts, making 
the monthly grow to 72 pages. The v.6 or n.s.no.l introduced by KEENEY 
remained essentially Catholic, added even the monthly Church Calendar; 
the magazine "has merited the confidence and gained the general approbation 
of the Catholic community" Nothing is said in the last number (Ja 1859) 
that it will cease publication.

It seems that the above mentioned "small circulation" was the 
reason for the METROPOLITAN'S discontinuation.

REPORTS OF MISSION WORK AMONG THE NEGROES AND THE INDIANS (1904-24-?) 

It was a "Catholic :1c", annual "magazine" (called also a "pamphlet" with 
reports, the issues not numbered), published and edited from 1889 to 1903 
(if longer we do not know) by a "Commission" charged with distributing 
funds of an annual collection to missions, for which signed: Cardinal 
Gibbons, Baltimore, Archbishop Ryan, Pbila.„and Bishop Kain, W„ Va. It 
was printed by different firms in Baltimore until in 1889 St. Joseph’s 
Industrial School, Clayton, Del. took over. The periodical brought, be¬ 
sides statistical accounts of getting and using the funds, descriptions 
of all the needy missions, of 12“30 pages, sometimes the "Commission" 
appealed to the members of the hierarchy; only twice a small article was 
signed by Jesuit Fathers. To the 1892 issue was added a slip with the 
address of Rev. E.R.Dyer, SS., secretary of the Commission, St. Mary’s 
Seminary, Baltimore, in case somebody wanted extha copies. We asked 
there for more information but did not get an answer; probably the library 
has no copies after 1903 either. 

The publication with the changed title, beginning with "Reports" shows that 
its writers stressed the aim in that direction; we found original copies up 
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to 1924, of the same kind, 16 pages, only the bishops, patronizing it, 
meanwhile had changed names; Bishop Kain had been transferred and signed 
it still as Archbishop of St. Louis until in 1904 the Archbishop of New 
York took his place as signer of the annual«

THE MONTH *, re-published in Baltimore (F 1890-1896 or 1907) 

"■This leading Catholic monthly magazine (established in J 1 
1864) was edited by Jesuit Fathers in London, published first 
by Simpkin, Marshall & Co., later ( 1890 ) by Longmans, Green 
& Co.; several months made a volume, 2“3 vols. per year; 1890 
began with v. 68 ; its size was 6 x 9 , later 7 x 10 inches, each 
issue about 144 pages. 

Whether THE MONTH really was "re-published" in the U.S. may be 
doubted. The title pages give no direct hint, they show: in 
1882 the first time an agent was named for the U.S.: The Inter¬ 
national News Co., New York, City; in 1884: Agents J. Murphy 8c 
Co., Baltimore, to 1896 ; in 1897 no position is given to Murphy 
to whose name is added Benziger 8c Co. in New York, Cincinnati 
and Chicago, to 1907; in 1908 both firms were replaced by B. 
Herder, St. Louis, Mo., to 1913 5 in 1914 ff. only "distributors" 
are printed on the title page for New York, then only New York 
is added to other foreign cities after London. That Murphy had 
"tipped in " new title pages with his firm, as Bro. Joseph M. 
Connor, S.J., Woodstock, Md. suggests, seems acc. to the kind of 
paper and binding not the case. Thetmagazine wa&"e@ld or "sup¬ 
plied" also by other publishers and bookstores. 

To take THE MONTH as a "Catholic :1b" (by Jesuits), monthly 
religious magazine into our list, though only as a cross re¬ 
ference, depended on other sources. THE CATH. BOOK NEWS says 
of 1890: "is NOW PUBLISHED SIMULTANEOUSLY" in England, Ireland 
and America"® Rowell listed it from l891~1906 for Baltimore: 
Murphy, 44 W Baltimore St-.; he and Ayer (l890“1912), doing the 
same, do not mention London, but give the London establishing 
date 1864 or 1865 . So do all newspaper directories listed below, 
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Batten even gave Murphy as "publisher and editor"; Middleton: 
without London or year, Hoffmann no mention of England; Lucey 
"suggests": it may be an American edition of London's MONTH, 

The AVE MARIA reviewed the magazine favorably in the 90's, 
meaning the London text; the CATHOLIC MIRROR does it from 1865 
onward, recommends it "to Catholics everywhere" saying that 
"its ability and claim for patronage cannot be exaggerated. 

Every Catholic will be proud of his grand old Faith when read¬ 
ing this noble periodical," 

7 x 10 inches, in 
1890 $4.00, later not given; with the introduction to America 
in I 89 O, v .68 circulating only 150 copies, quickly growing in

PRZYJACIEL POMP (Friend of Your Home) (l895~1908) 

It was a Polish, "Catholic;lc", weekly newspaper, established in 1895 and 
lasted to 1906, maybe somewhat longer, because Hoffmann listed it to 1913, 
but he often forgot to take items off his list. The Polish sources were 
confusing: Olszyk (8l) lists three papers of this title, of 1895, 1897, 
1899; Osada (28,30) of 1897, and 99, both gave no details; Kruska (V,75) 
has for 1895 Barabasz as publisher; Rowell and Ayer give the years 1897“ 
1906/7; with Zieliifski (ll6) we believe to be able to combine the details 
to the story: The "Catholic" paper was founded and published by Rev. Dr. 
Milczyslaw Barabasz (to 1904). We know from Osada ( 58 ) that he was Pro¬ 
fessor at the Polish Seminary in Detroit, also once a parish priest in 
Baltimore; he was a writer of dramas and poetry, contributor to newspapers, 
especially to the NIEDZIELA in Detroit. That Rowell and Ayer have the 
paper started in 1897 may have its reason in a change, the Polish Pub¬ 
lishing Co. as publisher; the office address was 512 S Bond St at least 
in 1899 ff.; towards the end: 1727 Canton Ave. Rowell gave only in 1904 
as editor, George W. Siwinski, who was named by Zieliifski already 1895 
6 nward, but he has the name: J. Sliwiifski, certainly right in his book \ 
written in Polish; on p. 275 we saw that Sliwiifski was not writing for 
any other Polish paper. Then in 1905 or 1906 the paper was published 
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and edited by Adam F. Bautro, the paper perhaps becoming less or not 
Catholic, because Zielirfski has listed him earlier with the non-Catholic 
paper: POLONIA in Baltimore. Ayer cited the paper as politically indepen” 
dent. 

Details: published first Thursdays, 1904: Fridays, 1906: Saturdays; of 
4 pages, 15 x 22 to 1905; 1906 : 16 pages of 7 1/2 x 11 ; Price first 50 
cents; 1904: $ 1.00 to the end; no circulation figures given.

PER RELIGIONSFREUND * (? June 1852** - 1858/59) 

•For the same year 1852 two contemporary sources: Kennedy, and 
Roorbach (in v.l), both in New York, list the GERMAN CATHOLIC 
in Baltimore, Roman-Catholic, weekly; the first gives a cir¬ 
culation of 2,000. The title cannot have been in English, 
translated it would be DER DEUTSCHE KATHOLIK, but we could not 
find such a title anywhere. Two German papers founded with the 
same time and city seems improbable, too. We feel rather sure 
it was a substitute for the complicated word: "Religionsfreund" 
(we had the same case with the Baltimore City Directories list¬ 
ing the "Katholische Volkszeitung" for 40 years as "Germ. Cath. 
People's Gazette"). 

•♦Baltimore already had since My 1 1846 a German Catholic news¬ 
paper, the KATHOLISCHE KIRCHENZEITUNG, published and edited by 
Maximilian Oertel who decided in 1851 to move with his paper 
to New York, to continue there in 1852. It is easy to see that 
the German Catholics tried to keep a paper in their faith and 
language. 

DER RELIGIONSFREUND was a "Catholic :1c" (listed in the contemporary 
Catholic Directories), weekly newspaper, founded by an Association of 
German Catholics, shortly before J1 3 1852 (the PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC wrote 
on JL 3 of 1852 that it has seen the first number of a new Baltimore 
paper, founded by that association; it was listed in the Cath. Directories 
from 1853-59, meaning that it produced 7 or perhaps 8 volumes to about My 
l859» We searched in THE CATHOLIC MIRROR of those years, but did not 
find it announced nor declared out of existance. On My 8 I960 another 
German paper followed, (q.v.) the KATHOLISCHE VOLKSZEITUNG (to 1914) 

The high number of 2,000 subscribers astonished us (since the English 
MIRROR had only 1,500 in that year); it can only be explained that Oertel, 
known as a good journalist, had so many and the new paper inherited most 
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of them since there were few others available, besides DER WAHRHEITSFREUND, 
in Cincinnati only in Buffalo (AURORA), in St. Louis (HEROLD DES GLAUBENS 
and the TAGES CHRONIK), in Milwaukee (SEEBOTE) and far away in the South 
(ECHO VON NEW ORLEANS); there were none in Philadelphia nor New York,City 
where Oertel was then.

Since the failure of the METROPOLITAN magazine in I 83 O the need was 
strongly felt to have a Catholic publication. Rev. James Dolan, Rector 
of St. Patrick's Church and Rev. Charles I. White, rector of the Cathedral* 
attempted THE RELIGIOUS CABINET. 

*Still more correctly, Rev. Dr. Charles Ignatius Aloysius White, 
born (1807) and educated in Baltimore and Emmitsburg, with the 
Sulpicians in Paris, ordained in 1830; assigned to Maryland, 
esp. the Baltimore cathedral; he took his doctoral degree from 
St. Mary's Seminary (1848), and became a pioneer of Catholic 
journalism. From 1834~57 he had been the compiler of CATHOLIC 
ALMANAC, when J. Myres of Baltimore was its publisher. He then 
used this gift for compilation as editor of the R.C. (1842), 
and its continuation THE U.S.CATHOLIC MAGAZINE (l843“49) as 
well as for two more years with the weekly CATHOLIC MIRROR,(Ja 
l850-Ja 1852 ) and sustained it under sacrifices at his own risk, 
as proprietor and as editor, too. Since 1844,having his resi“ 
dence in Pikesville, Md., made it too complicated to edit a 
weekly, he resigned in D 1851 (see CATH. MIRROR, Ja 10 l852,p.l2), 
but besides being a Professor at Mt. St. Mary's in Emmitsburg, 
he revived the METROPOLITAN magazine and edited it from 1853" 

54, and perhaps again for a short time in 1857/8. In 1853 
appeared his.'popular book about MRS. ELIZABETH SETON; he trans - 
lated books and worked on a HISTORY OF THE CATHOLIC CHURCH IN 
THE U.S. Since 1857 he had become pastor of St* Matthew’s 
_ in Washington,, D.C. where he introduced various societies and 

founded daughter parishes, and schools, esp. St. Augustine's 
parish for colobed Catholics. Also gifted in music, he directed 
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the choir at St. Matthew 5 s. He died in Washington in 1878 . 

Fr. Dolan had suggested the magazine and became the manager with White 
the editor; both probably were the proprietors because Middleton wrote in 
(1908) that John Murphy*, the printer of the R.C. purchased it at the end 

*John Murphy, born in Ireland, came with his parents to Delaware, 
at 16 as apprentice in printing to Philadelphia; then as a skil¬ 
ful and artistic worker to Baltimore, a printer to 1835 when 
he opened a shop of his own, adding in 1837 a publishing depart¬ 
ment and in 1840 a book store; as publisher he was first associa¬ 
ted with Spalding; in 1839 he alone printed his first books of 
a Catholic character. His offices changed from 1 Light St. in 
1838 , to 146 Market St. in l839“44; 178 Market St. in l845“55; 

182 Baltimore St., in 1856 ff., which was the five-floor 
Marble Building with his complete business.

energy and acknowledged taste"; his office was at 146 Market St. On the 
title page still was added: "Containing chiefly selections from the best 
Catholic Reviews and other Publications". As the Motto was taken: "You 
shall know the Truth and the Truth make you free" 0 A vignette shows the 
symbols of truth. The first page of the text is addressed "To the 
Reader", to the "enlightened Public" (so in CATH. DIR., 1842, 172) that 
it will give "such information as may tend to confirm the Catholic in 
the principles of his religion", but also some miscellaneous matter and 
a summary of ecclesiastical intelligence. Fr. White found~enough learned 
contributors: Rev. M 0 JoSpalding from Louisville, Ky. with original articles, 
Rev. J.P.Donelan pastor of St. Matthew 0 s in Washington, on the Holy Eucharist, 
Wm. Geo. Read writing the Memoir of Bishop England who died in 1842, Wm. 

Axon Strokes about the Pilgrims of Maryland, and B.U.Campbell, Esq. about 
the Catholic Church in Maryland in seven different sketches. 

Besides the articles the contents contained theological explanations, 
stories, 32 poems, statistics about religious, foreign and domestic news, 
the latter mainly of the Baltimore. Archdiocese, also texts of the Arch¬ 
bishop °s circulars, etc.; literary notices and obituaries were not lacking. 
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The reprints were often taken from the DUBLIN REVIEW, from the ANNALS OF 
THE "PROPAGATION OF THE FAITH, from L'UNION CATHOLIQUE, or hooks like 
Butler's HELP FOR PARENTS, translated from French, "Letters on the In¬ 
quisition" in 5 parts, etc. The CATHOLIC HERALD announced the R.C, as 
being printed by Murphy for the proprietors (in May), that each monthly 
issue is a pleasure, being ably sustained, "without allpy", its choice and 
talented matter "must bespeak a very wide circulation".

magazine to D 1848, a weekly to D 1849. It was continued under this and 
a slightly changed title (with the addition "and Monthly Review" from Ja 
1844-D 1848), still edited by Rev. Charles I. White (sketch supra), 
published and printed, probably also owned in its beginning by John 
Murphy; his address still at 146 Market St., in 1845: number 178. Rev. 

M.J.Spalding* became an aide to Fr. White. 

*He, as professor of St. Joseph's College (where he had been 
the founder of the ST. JOSEPH'S COLLEGE MINERVA from 0 1834- 
S 1835? done by the faculty and students)and St. Thomas Sem¬ 
inary in Bardstown, Ky, was already editing there THE CATHOLIC 
ADVOCATE ( 1836 - 38 ), then its contributor in Louisville (l84l). 
There as coadjutor of Bishop Flaget, he became his successor 
(1854-60) before he was made Archbishop in Baltimore. From 
1844^48)his name appeared on the cover of the USCMAG, after 
Fr. White, as co-editor.

"champion of religion and letters, who died in 1846; or B.U.Campbell, 
who wrote in 1844: ARCHBISHOP CARROLL AND HIS TIMES; or James McSherry, 
professor at Mt» Si., Mary’s College, Emmitsburg, one of the ablest con¬ 
tributors to the Catholic press, also lecturer and writer of historical 
topics of Maryland (1848); John C. Devereux, editor of the later paper 
NORTHWESTERN CHRONICLE, St, Paul, who was a good Catholic writer of 
ability; other historians: Wm. Geo, Read and John Gilmary Shea, also 
Rev. Dr. Ch. C. Pise (after his CATHOLIC EXPOSITOR in New York had failed 
earlier 1841-44), 

The PROSPECTUS in 1843 explained why the title was changed, because the 
old title did not show that it was an ecclesiastical and literary journal 
with the aim of defending and advancing Catholicity, giving information 
on the interests of religion, controversial and moral essays, takes 
illustrating of Catholic practice, also historical sketches, poems; the 
matter was more varied than in volume one, with 64 pages monthly, at $3*00 
per year. 

Volume Ilff. are less eclectic, Catholic in nature, articles are even over 
a complete volume, interesting questions of the day are introduced in more 
pages of "Foreign and Domestic and 1 Intelligence", much more important be¬ 
came the "Literary Notices"; from v.4, no. 3 ff. there was added a U.S. 
CATHOLIC ADVERTISER of 4 pages (in 1849 only 2), bringing mostly lists of 
book and church goods; also added occasionally are music sheets. 

Volume II (1843) has in its subtitle a change: "contains original and 
selective (v. I had it vice versa) articles", having sufficient contri¬ 
butors; it has a special agent in New York; the NEW YORK FREEMAN’S 
JOURNAL also reviewed the contents now and later; the records of the 5th 
Provincial Council are carried and discussed; Professor Walter treated 
Fenelon and St. Bernard, Mr. Read: Thomas of Canterbury. 

Volume III (1844) -VI has begun with the larger title and the ADVERTISER; 
Campbell: the Memoirs...of John Carroll; in June began the records of 
the anti-Catholic riots (Phil, etc.), going on to 1845} Dr. Spalding: 
"Early Catholicism in Kentucky"; the volume was praised by its archbishop 
for its "800 pages, embellished with splendid engravings.*.and critically 
examined literature"; topics of great variety in the following volumes IV- 
VII: the Irish, idolatry, supremacy of the pope, the Mormons, the spirit 
of the age, the confessional, Benvenuto Cellini, the Vatican Library, etc. 

Volume VII (1848) appeared again with the short title; its "Intelligence" 
had grown to 14 pages with much news about the new dioceses; p .109 had 
theoritical articles about "Religious newspapers", Rev. Dr. Pise contri¬ 
buted about St. Vincent de Paul, B.U,Campbell about the "Missions in 
Maryland" and with "Miscellaneous" (p.485) we find statistics of U.S. 
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newspapers. On D 30 1848 the N,Y.FREEMAN 8 S JOURNAL wrote of the magazine 
being in a crisis, needing support or else forced to discontinue. 

V .8 (Ja 6 1949) must have had this support; it answered the wish to get 
"news" more quickly by a weekly publication. Fr. White, still the editor, 
writes in a PROSPECTUSl 

"A new arrangement by the Rev. Clergy of Baltimore substitutes 
the monthly by a weekly; the proprietorship will be vested in a 
clergyman (White) who will conduct it under the special dir¬ 
ection and patronage of his Rev. brethren; the profits will be 
given to charitable objects. The editorial department will be 
under the charge of the proprietor, supported by a corps of 
contributors of talent and learning and literary ability...The 
content is similarly arranged as before..." 

Actually the articles and poems were shorter, for the "family"; the main 
character is somewhat changed, a "Juvenile Department" is added to the 
other topics. The U.S.CATHOLIC ADVERTISER exists, still with 2 pages. 

The last number, no. 32 (D 26 1849) left the way free for development 
from a magazine to a real newspaper (besides the CATHOLIC EXPOSITOR, 

New York, by Fathers Varela and Pise, in 1844 also the CATHOLIC CABINET 
in St. Louis, by its Bishop P.R.Kenrick in 1845 had died). It seems 
that Fr. White retired during the year, but certainly he was back when, 
in Ja 1850 , the newspaper, the CATHOLIC MIRROR, began its career (q.v.). 
His 1849 volume was praised by THE CATH. NEWSLETTER, St. Louis as 
"admirably compiled", "containing a great variety of topics" treated "on 
a high standard", by Dunn: being "a mine rich in intelligent wealth".

ROMANA; EINE MONATSBEILAGE ZUR KATHOLISCHEN VOLKSZEITUNG (KVz), FUR 
KATHOLISCHE PRIESTER (Ja 23 1864-Oct 29 or Nov 6 1864). 


It was a German, "Catholic :1c" (no approval given by Church authorities) 
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ecclesiastical monthly magazine, written in German and Latin, established 
as a supplement to the KVz in Baltimore on .Ja 23 and struggled along only 
to Oct, 29 or Nov. 6 of 1864, Since its story never was completely given, 
from both sides we add first the statements of its publisher as one side 
of the story: 

KVz, v 0 4,no 37* Ja l6,p»7: "...because wanted by several priests, 
we are publishing a monthly, ROMANA, for Catholic priests, a 
supplement to our KVz for a very cheap price beginning the next 
week [is Ja 233 under the editorship of a priests everywhere 
known as very reliable [no name], also as journalist; it is 
destined only for priests or well educated persons. Please, 
soon write an order if you are interested;’’[signed] Kreuzer Bros. 

Ap 16 1864, p.5: Statements of priests about the ROMANA: much 
friendly encouragement has come to us [reprinted are nine of 
different cities, none says anything valuable about the contents, 
just good wishes]. 

My 21 1864,p.7: "Unforseen events made it impossible to publish 
the ROMANA in My, will be done double in Je.” 

Ag 13 1864,p. 3 : in an reprinted article: ’’Deutsch “ Romana “ 
Unionkrieg" done by a German in Germany who says: ’’You, with 
your ROMANA, you have it easy to write [he means it critically]; 
here one does not allow such strongly flavored food." 

S 24 1864,p.7: "With this date is also sent no 8 of the ROMANA, 
which has a better appearance than ever before, what makes it 
especially valuable for the future." 

Oct. 29 1864,p.7: "Number 9 is sent, interestingly done". 

We are sorry to have th^* next number of KVz missing in our 
collection, we do not know if the no .10 of Nov 6 1894 was pub¬ 
lished; furtheron the KVz does not mention the enterprise any¬ 
more, the editor 8 s name was never mentioned. 

From other sources we know that the editor was Rev. J.B.Smeddinck*, who had 

*His name written that way in his book, but in letters or 
directories also: Smedding, or Smeddink. He was born in Munster, 
Westphalia in 1820, became a priest went to America in 1854, 
worked as pastor mostly in Wisconsin, doing also missionary work 
among the Indians, was able to preach in German, English and 
French, wrote in 1869 a book: ST. PETER IN THE RELATIONS OF ANNA 
CATHERINA EMMERICH [a stigmatic]; his mother and he had been in 
Germany next-door neighbor to her. In later years he lived as a 
good pastor, also in peace with his bishop; he died in l 88 l. 
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lived in 1864 in Chippewa Falls, Wis » Now, we bring "the other side of 
the story" in the following texts# Fr. Blied, who had seen the copies 
preserved nos. 3"7 in MoSC, says about it that its contents consisted of 
"decrees from Rome, reproduced in Latin, in this language also the answers 
of the editor to the questions of the priests; Smeddinck’s writings showed 
a scholarly flavor, increased by occasional footnotes; also that he made 
"critical" remarks about the "Feast of the Purification", and the "Flight 
to Egypt", that he wrote about American Masonry", the "Catholic Press and 
the Clergy", Biblical Discoveries on Babylonia Bricks", etc. Furthermore 
he brought a lengthy review of THE FOUR GOSPELS, in 1863 written by his 
future bishop, Michael Heiss, in a "dry way censuring" it, and an article 
on St. Peter, "his hobby"(he wrote & book in 1869 ) and, though he had 
stated in his August number he would avoid politics, against the pro-Union 
activities of Archbishop Hughes and Purcell in New York and Cincinnati. 

Fr. Blied had seen a letter at Notre Dame, in which Archbishop Spalding 
(Baltimore) wrote to Purcell, "denouncing" the ROMANA. Msgr. Peter 
Johnson in his book about Bishop Henni believed, that the ROMANA existed 
already earlier under another name in Cincinnati (we were not able to 
find a title to fit it prior to 1864) and that soon after Ja 1864 "the 
ROMANA became a target of the displeasure of several bishops", also that 
"Bishop Junker of Alton, Ill. had criticized it’s role as mentor for 
priests and a teacher for bishops"; he was joined by Bishop Luer6 of Fort 
Wayne, both asking Bishop HenniLto"discredit" the ROMANA and warn the 
Catholics, we see as early as F 16 1864. But Bishop Henni found it better 
to go to Baltimore and to speak with the publisher, Kreuzer Bros. 

Afterward Smeddinck apologized for the censoring of Bishop Heiss, but still 
made remarks in his editorials, e.g. against Archbishop Purcell, so that 
Purcell wrote a letter to Bishop Henni on 0 7 1864. 

Meanwhile,complaints gathered against the ROMANA were enough; it was ended 
by action of Archbishop Spalding, in first place, because it was begun 
without authorization. Against Smeddinck was also the fact that he had 
not had the magazine published in his own diocese. 

Partly the result of that failure was the starting of a truly wanted 
ecclesiastical magazine, THE PASTORALBLATT in St. Louis in 2)866 (to 1923), 
says Fr. Holweck, its editor. There did not exist one in English; a 
BALTIMORE ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW was only announced by a PROSPECTUS in 
1873, hut did not come to life; finally THE PASTOR was founded in New 
York in N l88l.

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HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CATHOLIC ECCLESIASTICAL MAGAZINES FOR PRIESTS IN 

THE 19TH CENTURY. IT IS THE FIRST ATTEMPT IN Ja 1864 to publish an 

ECCLESIASTICAL MAGAZINE IN THE U.S.; THIS ROMANA WAS IN GERMAN. 

1864 A first attempt was made through a German pastoral magazine in 

Baltimore, Md„, unhappily begun without the Archbishop’s ap¬ 
proval, as ROMANA, in Ja 1864, by Rev. J.B.Smeddinck, living in 
Chippewa Falls, Wis., who found the Kreuzer Bros®, publishers 
of the KATHOLISCHE VOLKSZEITUNG in Baltimore, as publishers also 
of his monthly magazine. With his strong criticism he offended 
several bishops; the ROMANA was forbidden in Oct. or Nov. 1864. 

1866 To some degree the failure of the ROMANA was the reason for 

starting the German PASTORAL BLATT, St. Louis, Mo., in 1866, 
as a pastoral monthly magazine, edited by very able priests, 
as Frs. Muehlsiepen, Farber and Holweck, up to 1925. 

1873 An unsuccessful attempt for an English periodical was made by 

THE BALTIMORE ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW, when in l8?3 Rev. Dr. P.L. 
Chapelle of Baltimore wrote a letter to Archbishop J.R.Bayley 
followed with a Prospectus (both preserved in Baltimore Cathedral 
Archives) for a quarterly magazine for priests, each item 200 
pp., octavo, $5*00. It did not come to life. 

1882 The first English magazine for Catholic priests was created in 

New York, City, THE PASTOR, a monthly, by Rev. W.J.Wisemann, 
not always regularly, but during seven years, to 1889. 

I 889 Finally Rev. Dr. H.J.Heuser founded in I 889 the AMERICAN 

ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW in Philadelphia, Pa. which was in 1944 
transferred to Washington, D.C., where Professors of the 
Catholic University had charge of it; Msgr. Fenton resigned in 
1963; now ( 1965 ) Rev. Patrick Granfield is editor.

ST. JOSEPH’S ADVOCATE (1883;* Ja 1884-1897) 

*ST. JOSEPH’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY ADVOCATE; RECORD OF LIFE AND 
SUFFERING IN HEATHEN LANDS was a magazine of the English St. 
Joseph’s Foreign Missionary Society of the Sacred Heart, its 
college and headquarter in Mill Hill, London, N.W., England. 

When the Society began to send not only missionaries to the 
East, but also to the U.S., ( 1878 ) they added to their magazine 
an AMERICAN SUPPLEMENT in Ja 1883 for their new province in 
Baltimore. The American community became independent of Mill' Hill 
in 1893 
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The American publication was a "Catholic :1b" (Approbation of the Arch¬ 
bishop of Baltimore) quarterly devotional magazine for Negroes, as an 
AMERICAN SUPPLEMENT during l 883 having some American topics, 1884 ff, mainly 
American matter, was founded by Rev. John H, GreenefSSJ ,5 it was published 

*a journalist of Dublin, in 1865 already contributor to the 
CATHOLIC TELEGRAPH, Cincinnati, met a priest who impressed him 
and entered his community in England, returned to America to 
become a missionary for the Colored people. The Diamond edition 
of the Cincinnati paper has his biography. 

in 1883 by Murphy & Co,, Baltimore, 182 Balt. St., or the address of Rev. 
John H. Greene given as : 51 Courtland St., St. Francis Xavier's churcho 
From its contents in 1883 we see how the new missionaries studied the 
conditions of the Colored people in the U.S. for whom before esp. the 
Jesuits had worked, to mission them now their exclusive task also in the 
future. The superior of the new province was Rev. John R. Slattery, with 
4 priests in Baltimore, 3 in Washington, 2 in Charleston, 2 in Louisville. 
This pioneer periodical in that special field became in 1884 with the 
title ST. JOSEPH'S ADVOCATE an American magazine with the subtitle: "a 
Record of the Mission among the Colored Peoples of the U.S.", independent 
in its contents from the English magazine. In 1887 the office had moved 
to 401 Cortland St., the magazine was printed on the Josephite Press. It 
"did much good with instructive reading matter and its fine illustrations", 
"was full of interesting incidents and thought*,clearly expressed", "a 
model of its kind", say other periodicals of it. From Fr. Didas, SSJ., we 
know that the ADVOCATE, probably ended in 1895? though the CATH. DIRECTORIES 
list it the last time in 1897. Since the Society had started-another 
magazine, THE COLORED HARVEST, annual up to 1894, in 1895 becoming a 
quarterly, more specialized in the Colored missions, the ADVOCATE, slowly 
from 1890 ff. changed its appearance and contents to a more magazine like 
publication of 68 pages (1890 ff.) with much reading matter, more general 
in its topics. Fr. Greene seems to have been its main editor to the end.

Chapelie® There was a history of the church, the first built already in 
1839 ? and its priests, poems, society notes, a story, locals, puzzles, 
etc® following and about one page of advertisements® In number two the 
editors were able to reprint some remarks fromtthe city papers, the 
CATHOLIC MIRROR: (had) "editorial ability", THE BALTIMORE SUN: "neatly 
printed", the BALT® LABOR FREE PRESS "excellent, not strictly sectarian", 
and the BALT® HERALD "good"® On the masthead even the names of the boards 
of editors and the board of business managers were given® They began an 
exchange with other papers, soon came to 10, from Baltimore also with 
ST® JOSEPH’S ADVOCATE® The Christmas number with a good editorial for 
the season was enlarged from 8 to 12 pages® With January 1887 began v®2, 
continued in a similar way, mostly filled with original matter® To the 
April number two four-page-issues were added for the beginning and the 
end of a FAIR OF THE ST® JOSEPH’S PARISH, held between Ap® 18 and Ap. 25 
of 1887 , simple in kind, just the news and results, with many advertise¬ 
ments® The last held at DCU was Ap 1887 ®

It was a "Catholic:1c", quarterly (F,Ap, Oct, D) school-paper,published 
and edited by the students of Epiphany Apostolic College, founded in 
1898 in the suburb of Walbrooke of Baltimore, in charge of the Society of 
St® Joseph of the Sacred Heart, or Josephite Frs®, SSJ.; v.l and 2 of 
1899-1900 are preserved in PPCHi, and Hoffmann listed it from 1900-1905. 

In the COLORED HARVEST of the same Fathers, the one of S 1929, is to be 
seen that "Rev® Vaugham..®began in 1898 the college with 35 young men (who 
intended) to become Josephites," their task to work later for the colored 
missions in the U.S®(q»v. also another magazine of the Society: ST. 
JOSEPH’S ADVOCATE, with the history of the Josephites); the College 
published also THE JOSEPHITE for a mission school of the Fathers in 
Montgomery, Alabama, q®v®

given John Murphy 8c Co., 44 W. Baltimore St., Batten also lists Frank 
K. Murphy as its editor (1892,95)? the son of John, who had already died 
in l880. It existed from 1889 to 1912, when Ayer listed it the last time. 
Its contents seems to have been mainly the Murphy Publishing House's 
advertisement of books for sale (if other firms' lists were included we 
do not know) and some literary and religious items 0 We found an evaluation 
of its vol, no 1 , 

♦The Tablet, a little paper, will find a high place among 
Catholic journals, an eclectic journal of Catholic literature, 
quarterly; also some "Acts of the Holy See" and selections from 
the best representatives of Catholic thought". 

Certainly, it was successful, circulating from 400 copies in 1891 up to 
14,000 in l895”ff, It seems that perhaps Church authorities of Baltimore 
had advised stopping all English Catholic periodicals in Baltimore, pre¬ 
paring for the new CATHOLIC REVIEW, as an official organ, Murphy had al¬ 
ready stopped his re-publication of the London:M0NTH; the survivors of 
THE CATHOLIC MIRROR (to 1908): THE CHIMES and the CATHOLIC.MONTHLY also 
ceased to be published in 1912,

CATHOLIC REGISTER (1873-4 3 

Under both titles it was a "Catholic :1c", weekly newspaper, established' 
in 1870, changed its title during 1873 (Rowell), died in 1874. Its 
publisher was Moses A. Stewart Co., who was also its first editor, then 
(Rowell) in 1872/3 together with an co-editor, W.H.Cole, besides still a 
business manager, J.J.Kennedy; in the last year he did everything. From 
the Baltimore CITY DIRECTORY we know the addresses: 1872: N W, corner 
Holliday and Second, and 1873 s 80 W Baltimore St. Only Steiger (1873) 
added something of its character: "education and temperance", little for 
a newspaper. We did not find the REGISTER mentioned during those years 
in the contemporary CATHOLIC MIRROR, but we found that the MIRROR 
oomplained about the BALTIMORE SUN that it "recently furnished its readers 
with Catholic local and ecclesiastical affairs" perhaps to press the 
REGISTER down, and the MIRROR as well, not to lose its own Catholic read¬ 
ers. The reduction from 1,300 to 960 subscribers of the REGISTER may have 
been the result.

It was a "Catholic :1c", weekly (Sunday) juvenile magazine, established in 
1883 and was listed by Rowell only once, in 1884; from him we know it was 
published and edited by the "Companion Publishing Co." in Carrollton; 
there was only one parish of the Passionists in 1884, but there was the 
Xaverian Bros.'s St 0 Mary’s Industrial School for boys who learned the 
trade of printing and practically did printing of periodicals, perhaps 
also this one for some one in Baltimore city.

is first spelled Emmetsburg in the Catholic Directory of 1833, 
having one priest; similar to a place is given "Mountain Church" 
with a college near Emmitsburg, for the college a one-page ad¬ 
vertisement. In 1843 the village has a St <> Joseph's Church with 
a priest, in i 860 in addition the Srs. of Charity are mentioned 
and in 1873 the college, now called Mt. St. Mary's. Emmitsburg 
had in 1904 only 849 inhabitants and one newspaper. 

THE MOUNTAINEER (1892/3") 

THE MOUNTAINEER ECHO (l922/3”1964/5+) 

Under both titles it was a "Catholic :1c", monthly (1892-1922), a bi¬ 
monthly ( 1922 - 32 ), again monthly ( 1952 ”) school paper, established in 
1892; the title changed in 1922; it was still alive in 1964/5. It was 
published and edited by the students and alumni of Mt. St. Mary's College*, 

*When the early Catholics in Maryland were'oppressed by the 
English laws and driven to leave the places near the harbor 
of Chesapeak (since 1692), some went to the Blue Ridge Mountains 
and settled in 1728 in St. Mary's Mount where a first Mass was 
said in 1734, a log church built in 1741, and a pastor resided 
from 1794 onward; Here Fr. Du Bois began with a preparatory

see any copy nor get information from the college, only from the sources 
below. In the school 6 s program of 1899/1900, where it was advertised, we 
saw that it was the "recognized organ of the students and alumni, its 
object the literary improvement and chronicling of interesting events". 

It seems not to have kept up a large exchange with other school papers; we 
found only one of D 1896 , calling it of "excellent character, done by an 
intelligent and critical staff." According to Ayer’s listing from 1914 ff. 
its appearance must have bfeen almost that of a newspaper (5 columns).

The U.S.Edition of that name (l893“1965+) 

*In Valfleury, France, Diocese of Lyon, Hippolyte Nicolle founded 
a fraternity in l86l which then published a BULLETIN DE CONFR^RIE 
DE LA SAINTE AGONIE in J1 1864 (we saw a quarterly of Ja 1866, 
being no.6). Moved to Paris in I. 87 I, the fraternity and its 
periodical got a higher rank: BULLETIN D e ARCHCONFR^RIE ..,(1870 
ff.). When French Daughters of Charity came to the U.S. to 
continue the work begun by Mother Seton in Emmitsburg, they 
also brought with them the French bulletin. In 1893 they decided 
to publish an American edition in the English language. 

It was a "Catholic :1b" (published by a religious congregation), quarterly 
devotional magazine, an American edition, first partly translated from 
French into English, then more and more independent in its text, for the 
Archconfraternity in the U»S„, but still remaining in contact with Paris. 

We saw the first number of 1893 in which Rev. Leon Bernard, the sub” 
director in the U.S., announced that the BULLETIN would bring "besides 
reports and news of the work done, devotional articles..., at a very low 
price." And on p.7 we found the history of the fraternity’s founder.

The BULLETIN’S publishers and editors since 1893 were the Daughters of 
Charity, St. Joseph's Provincial House in Emmitsburg. We saw no. 60 of 
1907, in which the sub-director, now Rev, Nicolas Laus, C.M„, believes the 
BULLETIN to be "a powerful instrument of propaganda." Its contents needed 
half of the 32 pages for reports of ali the branches of the Archconfrater¬ 
nity and was filled for the rest with poetry and prose containing devotion¬ 
al thoughts, prayers and counsel 0 Of later copies we saw the year 1958, 
done in a more modern way by Sister Isabel, and the year 1964, really 
modernized, good looking with excellent illustrations and well selected 
texts, done by Sister Genevieve.

1896 ) of the Academy of the Visitation, in charge of the Sisters of the 
Visitation*. THE ALPHA "reflects great credit on the institution, was

conducted with considerable ability, articles,.., poems of exquisite 
rhymeoo. 9 freshness and liveliness" (Stanton, 172). We can believe this 
having seen v 0 l, no 1 and v.3 no 5» the introduction gives as purpose: "to 
aid in literary improvement, to stimulate research, to be an organ of 
intercommunication of the alumnae".

HEART, to which also the League belongs and with which the leaflet wandered 
from place to place. According to the booklet: CHURCH OF ST. IGNATIUS OF 
LOYOLA, 1856 - 1906 , Baltimore, 1906, the leaflets may have.a pre-history; 
on 41 is said that when "The Apostleship of Prayer or League of the Sacred 
Heart celebrated its Golden Jubilee in 1882 at Woodstock and at Loyola 
College in Baltimore.,.4, 64l "League leaflets" were on this day distri¬ 
buted at St. Ignatius Center, Baltimore. We saw only advertisements of 
it in the MESSENGER, saying "...30 leaflets make a set...,each leaflet 
contains a mystery of our Lord's life..., each set is divided into 3 books, 
10 cents each for a year." The contents will probably have changed since.

In 1886 it was taken over by the Jesuit Fathers 
as a supplement to THE MESSENGER OF THE SACRED HEART, Once in 
1913 it was a quarterly, published by the Woodstock College, 
by Rev. John Scully, S.J.; it was in Philadelphia and New York, 
City, finally in Auriesville (1925 to 1959) as THE PILGRIM, a 
quarterly newsletter for the National Shrine built for the 
American Martyrs. 


THE WOODSTOCK LETTERS ... (Jan 3 I 1 1872-) 

This is a "Catholic :1b" publication, founded and edited by the Jesuits of 
Woodstock College (Seminary), with the objective of carrying "a message of 
divine hope and determination, as well as creating in the minds of all a 
unified impression of the achievements of the corporate body." it was 
restricted "for circulation among ours only." 

Through vol. 72 (19^2) it was published three times a year; with v. 72 
(1943) it became quarterly. Its history is given by Peter V. Masterson, 
S.J., in a golden jubilee number, 51(1922) 7“21. Founders were Aemilius 
de Augustinis, S.J., and Joseph Keller, S.J. It was printed from the 
beginning by the Woodstock College Press, at first under the supervision 
of Bro. James O'Kane, S.J. from 1872“ to 1902 when Bro, Aloysius O'Leary 
succeeded. At the same press the MESSENGER OF THE SACRED HEART was 
printed from 1878 to 1885 when it moved to Philadelphia. 

The 19th century editors were:(Fr. de Augustinis, 1872-1877^ Aloysius X. 
Valente, S.J., Jan 1878 -Sept 1879; Edward I. Devitt, S.J., Sept. 1879“ 
Nov. 18835 John A. Morgan, Nov. l883“Nov 1885; William P. Treacy, S.J., 
Nov. 1885 -Nov 1886 ; (Mr.) Timothy Brosnahan,S.J., Nov 1886-Nov 1887; 
Benedict Guldner, S.J., Nov l887“Feb 1889; Samuel Hanna Frisbie, Feb 
1889“1906. 
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In the beginning it was largely a record of missionary contributions from 
all parts of the world but its value is primarily in its record of 
missionary endeavors in the U.S., e.g., the articles by Rev. Paul M, 
Ponziglione, missioner to the Indians in the mid-West. The famous RELATIO 
of Rev. Andrew White appeared in the opening volume. 

An index of articles, sketches and obituary notes appeared in 1898 covering 
v.1-23 ( 1872 - 1896 ); a second index for v.26”53 (Feb l897“Oct 1924) appeared 
in 1924.

Conclusion: 


Before Baltimore got a Catholic weekly newspaper it had 3 magazines, the 
last year of the third monthly publication had changed already to a weekly, 
leading directly in 1850 to the first weekly newspaper, which covered more 
than the 19th century. But the first of those magazines, in I 83 O, had 
lived only one year; there was a gap of 12 years to the second and third, 
while a fourth ( 1853 ) was already contemporary to the newspaper, the 
CATHOLIC MIRROR. A first German newspaper began in 1846, was in 1852 
continued by another, in i 860 taken up by the third; also these three 
covered the 19th century to 1914. A specialty of Maryland were its early 
Catholic directories from l833"l86l, when these national publications were 
taken over by publishers in Wisconsin and New York City. The first 
juvenile magazine was dared in 1859 , Tor three years only, a second in 
Carrollton, 1883/4 only, but the CHIMES from 1880-1912 had a large 
circulation. Something unique is an ecclesiastical magazine (ROMANA) 
which began without special approval and therefore stopped after some 
months in 1864. There are four periodicals for the Colored missions, 
in 1884, 1888, in the 90 f s a German edition and one in 1894, partly with 
a nationwide circulation. Strange,that the Irish did not come to a paper 
besides one attempt in 1878 .

Current in 1965 , besides these four, is still THE FLIGHT, existing as 
MISSION HELPER today.

The ROMANA is the first attempt of an ecclesiastical magazine in the 
U.S., and it is German.

HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 

Some Catholic families had settled early at the place where Washington 
now is. One of them was the Carrolls in Forest Glen, Rock Creek, where, 
in 1774, Rev. John Carroll lived with his mother, caring for the Catholics 
in the neighborhood, secretly before 1776, then openly with a little church. 

Ten miles away was Georgetown. It was laid out as a civic -bammunity in 
1751, bad developed into a fishing boat center with a port on the Potomac 
and Rock Creek, which had 3,000 inhabitants in 1791, for whom Fr. Carroll 
built a church (Holy Trinity, 1795), Visitation Sisters founded a 
monastery there in 1799o 

In 1784 Rome appointed Fr. Carroll Prefect Apostolic. He established in 
1788/89 a college in Georgetown, opened in 1791; bis friend Rev. L. Neale 
became a professor in the college, pastor of Holy Trinity Church and later 
coadjutor to Bishop Carroll, who, meanwhile, in 1789/90, had become the 
first bishop of Baltimore. About Georgetown College see more with 
COLLEGE JOURNAL and 3 other papers. 

In 1789 the District had been created for the nation's capital; the city 
was laid out from 1791~95 for the seat of government. In 1803 the 
official name WASHINGTON was chosen. For the building of roads, canals, 
buildings, and the capitol, many laborers arrived, including Irish 
Catholics and Germans. To St. Patrick's Church (1794) was added St. 

Peter's (1821) (see CHURCH CALENDAR) and others. The German Catholics, 
only 15"20 families in 1838 , counted 200 members when, in 1845, St. Mary's 
was built for them. By 1874, when the city counted 131,000 inhabitants, 
nine other churches were finished, the last of them for the Colored, St. 
Augustine's (see FAIR GAZETTE). There were fine pastors, leaders also in 
civic affairs, like Rev. Wm. Matthew, encouraging schools and arranging 
fairs for necessary funds (see fair~papers). Astonishing for us was that 
three leaders in Washingtons Rev. C.C.Pise (see in Baltimore as editor of 
the METROPOLITAN of I 83 O, later of periodicals in New York), chaplain to 
the Senate| Rev. Charles I. White, before he came to the District being 
editor and publisher of magazines (1842=49) and founder of the CATH. 

MIRROR in 1850 in Baltimore? and Rev. J. Walter of St. Patrick's (see 
FAIR JOURNAL), did not support any publication, not even a parish paper 
unless they are lost . Also the Washington higher schools did not produce 
any school paper until Catholic University started three. There were 
educated laymen helping in the editing of fair=papers: Hon.D.I.Murphy, 

Edmund Mallet, and M.B.Johnston, prominent in Catholic activities. In 
1865 Carroll Hall was erected for Catholic entertainments and meetings 
of the many societies (the Irish alone had five benevolent societies). 

For many years the Carroll Literary Institute (see CARROLL INSTITUTE GAZETTE) 
arranged cultural gatherings. Catholic bookstores existed: in 1862, J. 
Bellero and a second in 1876 , D.A.Brosnan, and different publishers for 
Catholic literature (see with the different publications). By the end of 
the century Washington had 18 churches. 
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The capital had secular papers (Georgetown some since l 8 l 6 ) since l800j 
the City Directories each year give lists of them (1875*32, in l880i50, 
the highest in 1889 with 6 l), of which only 1 or 2 were Catholic. In 
times when there was no Catholic paper at all (12 years after 1833 ♦ l^ - 
years after 1866) secular papers also noted Catholic events, and from 
1850 onward the Baltimore CATHOLIC MIRROR always announced them in a 
column for Washington, even after the CHURCH NEWS had started. 

Foreigners in Washington did not publish papers, besides one attempt of 
the Irish in 1873 . The Germans had secular papers, even a daily in 1871, 
but those in our list called ’’German*’ are only editions of English 
magazines (see ANNALES...and KREUZFAHRER); the same for the Poles (see 
the KALENDARZ...), though the publisher, L. Philip, of the first Polish 
periodical in the U.S. (ECHO Z POLSKI, New York, 1863 ) advertised in 
Alexandria as printing in Polish and German (Osada, p 17)• 
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THE ACTA (?-Mr 1889°?) 

It was a "Catholic sic” weekly school paper, founded *=* it seems ■* shortly 
prior to Mr 1889 9 when it was reviewed 5 how long it existed we do not 
know* It was published and edited by "the young gentlemen of the # 92 
Georgetown College class", its editor given as B.C.Shipman. We saw the 
review in a non-Catholic paper, THE ACADEMY JOURNAL of an academy in 
Alexandria, Va» which described it as "a small, four page weekly, printed 
on gray paper with blue ink (the college colors), very well edited.» 0 "» 

Details; 4 pages, "small". 

Sources; Letter by the principal of St 0 Mary®s Academy, Alexandria,Va. 
in 19515 from the Alexandria Public Library we saw the ACADEMY JOURNAL, 
v.26 (Mr l889)o Of THE ACTA we found no mention in the many books about 
Georgetown College.

Under these titles it was a "Catholic;lc", monthly (during the school-year 
to 1950) and quarterly (l951+)school paper, which was started in D 1872 
and is still alive in 19653 it was founded by Father Edmund J, Young,S.J., 
published and edited by the students of the Georgetown College, directed 
and supported by their professors, and even printed at first by ^he 
students. 


The school was planned as an academy by some priests# one of 
them being Rev 0 Jahn Carroll, later Archbishop of Baltimore, 
who practically founded it in 1789, when the first house for 
it was built, becoming a "college" in 1798; it was taken over 
by the Jesuit Fathers in 1805 , became a University in 1815 , 
with a medical department in 1851 , a law department in 1895 « 
Since 1831 existed "Debating Societies" under different names, 
e.g. Philodemic Society, busy with literary exercises 0 A 
very early attempt to publish their output is recorded by a 
student of the 1824 class (which may have happened back even 
to 1820), the COLLEGE MINERVA (q.v.) only three handwritten 
issues. For about 50 years no other attempt was made. 

In 1872 Fr. Young came from Santa Clara College, California, where he 
had founded a college-paper, THE OWL (q.v. with California), two years 
earlier. Now as Professor in Georgetown, he suggested a college paper. 
In Fall, 1872 a stock company was founded, the fund created by a concert} 
a printing outfit bought, an editorial committee formed, he being the 
first editor-in-chief. The first number appeared in December 1872, 
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stating in its introduction that it intended to be a "medium of communica- 
tion with those outside and interested in the college," The first 8-page 
quarto issues were noticed by Catholic newspapers in Washington and 
Baltimore, e.g» THE CATHOLIC MIRROR? 

"a handsome monthly paper, its 4th number, reflects great credit 
upon the students, the articles sprightly and interesting. In 
the Mr number, an "old student" gives reminiscenses of the 
college in I 85 I/I when Dr, Ryder was its president," 

In 1877 the paper survived a financial crisis. In 1880 the Philodemic 
Society became its publisher and editor, until in 1882/3 a group of the 
"best writers of the college took over, enlarging it to 10 pages, while 
the Society of Alumni kept it alive financially. The Christmas number 
of 1883 was improved and its best issue; in 1887 each number was in a 
cover. For the year 1888/9 one special number was prepared for the 
Centennial Year; 3,000 copies were printed (3 times more than normal), 
a very tasteful work, as a memorial volume in April 1889, with 40 pages. 
This number of pages was kept up by a staff of bright students, making 
the paper up to 1895» "unique among college publications." During the 
Jubilee-year, around March 1889 , even a second paper came to life; see 
THE ACTA, and around June 1891 another, see MAROON AND WHITE, both short¬ 
lived. A new plan was made for the COLLEGE JOURNAL, of carrying bio¬ 
graphical articles of great writers and artists, illustrating them with 
portraits. In 1897 the number of pages grew to 48“60, only "several" of 
them being reserved for advertisements. Somewhat later a "blue-gray" 

(the college’s colors) paper-cover was added for binding the yearly issues 
to a volume. The very best was done in the years 1903/4 in special 
numbers, the journal had become a leader of its kind, a "treasure-house" 
for historical data. In 1907/8 one tried to give the publication a 
newspaper-like appearance with 4 pages of 20x26 inches, but soon came 
back to 62 pages of 8x10 inches, while raising the price of $1.00 to 
1.50. Until now the contents of the journal had contained, besides 
articles of a literary and historical kind, also more "news" of the 
college with all the activities. In 1920 a college newspaper, THE 
HOYA, was founded, bringing the journal gradually back to be a literary 
magazine which it now is in 1965. 

From its beginning it was favorably reviewed for instance by the CATHOLIC 
WORLD ( 1873 ):"an elegant paper with articles of taste and correctness"; 
by ST. JOHN’S RECORDS ( 1889 ) "of honorable standing"; or by the ABBEY 
STUDENT (1892): "able...scholarly development"; or by the MONTHLY 
BULLETIN OF CURRENT LITERATURE (D 1892): "a most interesting insight into 
the life of that great institution of learning". Acc. to Durkin "the 
JOURNAL stated that the students were not censored in different cases 
when they wrote against the usual opinion...They hailed in 1889 the 
founding of a ’real’ University (The Catholic University of America)." 

Details: as a monthly its issues appeared between 6 and 10 times per year, 
as a quarterly between 2-4 times. Its pages grew from 8 to 16 (1880), 
to 18-24 (1882), to 40 ( 1889 ), to 48-60 (1895), to 62 (1907); its size 
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changed from "•little" or "octavo" to 9 x 13 inches, in 1897 for a short time 
to a 4-page newspaper of 20 x 26 inches, furtheron of 8 x 10 inches; its price 
was in 1907 raised from $1.00 to $1.50. Such details are later not given 
by Ayer; he supplied only the circulation figures? l880;l,500, l889?l,000, 
1908?900, 1934;855, 1940;800, 1950;2,500, 1960:1,200. By 1964 the JOURNAL 
had reached volume 92 .

COLLEGE MINERVA (a few numbers between 1820 and 24) 

It was a "Catholic;lc" school paper, written and copied by longhand, 
given up after a few numbers because the copying for other classes took 
too much time. A student during the years 1820-24 wrote about this 
paper but did not remember the year. It happened after the college had 
begun with graduate work in 1820 under Father Kenny who was putting 
much emphasis on composition. The best results of that kind of work were 
compiled for the paper; the MINERVA was read aloud in class and copies 
circulated.

* LE MESSAGER DU SACK& COEUR w as the international organ of the 
Apostolate of Prayer (founded in Vais, France in 1844), published 
with the approbation of the Holy Father, with contents given also 
to all its daughter publications. There existed or exist 21 
MESSENGERS in 12 different languages, in different countries, 
under a director-general appointed by the Pope. Some are re¬ 
published, others done independently as in U.S. for foreign groups, 
e.g. PER SENDBQTE DES GOTTLICHEN HERZENS JESU with a calendar, 
also in the German language, published by the Franciscan Fathers 
for the Apostleship of Prayers, in Cincinnati (q.v.); for the 
Lithuanians , ZVAIGZDE ; Chicago, the Polish, POSLANIEC SERCA - 
JEZUSA , Chicago; there existed one even for India, mentioned in 
our American MESSENGER of 1873* supposed to be rather old. 

The American MESSENGER OF THE SACRED HEART a "Catholic;lb" monthly religious 
magazine was established at Georgetown,D.C., in Ap 1866, and after some 
changes is still alive in 1965. First it was a translation into English 
from the French original; slowly some original matter was added, then more, 
until besides its remaining connection with headquarters and the international 
aim to support the devotion to the Sacred Heart, the MSH had become an 
American publication. It was always a "Catholic;lb" (published by an Order) 
monthly (1886 ff.; semi-monthly) magazine of purely devotional character; 
it was always in the charge of the Jesuit Fathers, changing places with 
their publishing offices, since 1894 in New York City. 

I. Georgetown (Ap 1866 - 67 ) Of the Jesuit Fathers in charge of Georgetown 
College, it was Rev. Benedict Sestini, Professor of Astronomy and Director 
of the Observatory, who introduced the MESSAGER in 1866, under the 
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direction of Rev, R.F.H.RamiSre in France, to America, in re“publishing 
the translated text with the aim, to "promulgate the Apostleship of Prayer 
(AP) and its League of the Sacred Heart (LSH), to convey to the members 
the recommended prayerso" Its contents consisted for years of the ex¬ 
planation of the need for joining the devotion, to give the means to do it 
and the examples of saints who had received the fruits of it by prayer, in 
the sacraments, with honoring the Cross, for themselves and others; in¬ 
tentions for prayer are always suggested. Some poems and a miscellaneous 
part were added. THE CATHOLIC MIRROR, Baltimore, of N 3 1866, 9 introduced 
the MSH: "it is a special magazine with the most touching appeal to ... 
Catholic devotion." The first printer and publisher was John T. Burch; 
in 1867; McGill and Nolan; its price was $2.00 for 48 monthly pages, in 
size 6x9 inches. 

II. Baltimore (l868“78) The MSH was transferred to Baltimore where 
Jesuits were also active, having their seminary and college at nearby 
Woodstock, Md.; Fr. Sestini lived in the latter place » managed and edited 
the magazine; John Murphy's Publishing Co. (q.v. a short biography with 
RELIGIOUS CABINET, Balt.) printed it in Baltimore. The AP quickly took 
root in North America; in parishes societies were founded, its local 
directors circulated the magazine, which again THE CATH. MIRROR called 
"truly pious" in Ja 1870. Tales and "Current Events" as well as 
"Notices of English Publications" had been added. In Ja 1874 a new 
series was begun with v.l, keeping the same appearance, Murphy';printed 
"for the proprietors (?the Jesuits 1 )"; the approbation was also given by 
the Archbishop of Baltimore; the preface said, though the readers are now 
familiar with the AP and the MSH, the mission has to go on. On the cover 
of the single copies the list of local directors of 12 other American 
cities is printed. In Ja 1878 Fr. Sestini signed the preface with his 
initials stating that the magazine has been successful and will bring 
still a greater variety of subjects especially records of events vital to 
the Catholic Church. It was the last y%ar of Murphy's printing. 

III. Woodstock (l879“Ag 86) Woodstock College acquired a College Press 
which took over the printing in 1879; Fr. Sestini lived there and took 
his magazine to Woodstock. In 1879 a second n.s. had been introduced. 

In 1885 Fr. Sestini; resigned, Rev. R.S.Dewey,S.J.succeeded him toward 
the end of the year and began again in Ja 1886 a new series, the third, 
with the subtitle: "a semi-monthly magazine." This was arranged with its 
own appearing on the first of each month and a mid-month periodical added, 
the PILGRIM OF OUR LADY OF MARTYRS (founded in Auriesville, N.Y. in 1885 
(q.v.); taken over by the Jesuits and made a supplement to the MSH). The 
MSH itself was enlarged to 64 pages per month and got as subtitle also: 

"of Literature of Catholic Devotion" and "Official organ of the Prayer- 
League" and on the cover was marked: "published for the Director of the 
AF,Woodstock." The latter brought in August an< addition: "will be in 
September in Philadelphia". 

IV. Philadelphia (S 1886- Ag 94) The cover now announced: "with the 
Sept, copy of 1886, the office will be at l6ll Girard Ave., Phila., with 
Fr. Dewey editor for both magazines, including the semi-monthly PILGRIM... 
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also successful, to 1896 when it went back to Auriesville where meanwhile 
the Shrine of the American Martyrs had been built and then it became its 
independent organ." The "MSH showed in 1887 the Gesil Church in Philadelphia 
as address; THE PILGRIM was also called "Little Messenger (l887“96); "no 
printer is given. The MONTHLY MAGAZINE OF CURRENT LITERATURE, St. Paul, 
Minn, wrote in D 1892: 

...it deserves as big a circulation as possible...as official 
organ of the League...together with the high order of merit 
displayed in its pages, the exceptional beauty of its numerous 
illustrations...learned articles as well as fiction, poetry, 
editorials, book reviews and literary criticism. 

Dunn, in 1895* also praised it as "ably conducted and. beautifully illus¬ 
trated." The price for the MSH was $2.00, the PILGRIM $0.50, a "very 
creditable little publication." Until 1895 Philadelphia was still given 
as an address though officially the magazines were moved. 

V. New York, City (S 1894-1965+) Only in Ja 1896 a change can be seen 
with the old series v. 31 * enlarged to 88 pages, 7 x 10 (so to 1957 “)* 
published by the AP; no printer was given with Fr. Dewey still there. 

It was the last year of the PILGRIM, its task given over to a new supple¬ 
ment in 1897; APOSTELSHIP OF PRAYER to 1902. In 1897 a fourth new series 
was created, lasting with vols. 1“13 to D 1909. Its address in New York 
was 27“29 W 16th St. It grew to 100 pages per copy and circulated 20,000. 
In N 5 1898 the Washington CHURCH NEWS called it the popular magazine; 

OUR LADY OF GOOD COUNSEL, Phil. (v.8,l) mentioned P.J.Colemaii!s very 
interesting paper on the Archdiocese of Philadelphia. As before the 
magazine's contents was rather varied. No wonder that Fr. Dewey needed 
in 1901 an assistant, Rev. F.X.Brady, who became in 1902 the sole 
editor who made jgreat changes; the main magazine got the title: MESSENGER, 
and the MSH became its supplement until 1909. During 1902 already Rev. 
John J. Wynne became the editor. The MESSENGER, devoted to general 
literature and extended book reviews and has a good index for the annual 
vblume; its circulation went up to 27*000 in 1907* when Fr. H.O'.Rburke, 5.3. 
was editor, who made it a 8-page, 50 cent monthly but Fr. Wynne seems to 
have been there too because in 1909 another change happened when he be¬ 
came the editor of the new weekly AMERICA as the main publication of the 
Jesuits which replaced the MESSENGER, and the old MSH returned to its 
original task as a monthly: to promote the devotion to the Sacred Heart. 

It also returned to its old volume numbering, v.45. It had such success 
that lit cifcculatedo315,;0QQ 1 c6pierfoinv.l9l6£ gjjd/iilJ 1920 even:375 *000. When 
the price was raised from $ 0.50 to $1.00 the figure went down at first but 
soon grew again. Later editors were: since 1917* Fr. John Corbett; since 
1920, Fr. Charles J. Mullaly; then in 1941 Rev. Stephen L.J.O'Beirne, and 
in 1949 Rev. Thomas H, Moore. The magazine, since 19**7 at $2.00, was 
improved, with four color printing introduced; it got a Catholic Press 
Association award in 1951; now ( 1965 ) it is one year away from its 
centennial as a magazine of devotional and inspirational appeal. Its 
current address is 515 E Fordham Rd. New York. In 1963 it again changed 
title around to SACRED HEART MESSENGER - 1965 +. 
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Details: 48 p to 1885; 64 from l886“96; 88, even to 100, in 1897 ff., 
when also the size of 6x9 from the beginning changed to 7x10 inches; in 
1907 only 8 pages and the first price of $2.00 changed to 50 cents, which 
was raised in 1920 to $1.00, in 1947 to $2.00. Since 1886 illustrated. 

No circulation figures of the years prior to 1897? 20,000; with the cheap 
price up to 31 5,000 in 1916; to 375*000 in 1920; dropped in 1950 to 192,853* 
and 1956, 170,347. It celebrates its centenary in 1965.

AMERICAN ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW (1944+) 
see in Philadelphia, Pa. (l8$9“1943) 

It started in Philadelphia in Ja 1889, was listed during 
l896”1902 also for New York, and moved from Philadelphia to 
Washington in Ja 1944, where it is still in 1965 . 

Founded by Rev. H.J.Heuser as a "Catholic:2" ecclesiastical or 
pastoral monthly magazine, it dropped the "American" of its 
title from I 905 -D 1943. With the old title it was edited by 
professors of the Catholic University of America under Msgr. 
Joseph Fenton who resigned in D 1963; be was followed by Rev. 
Patrick Granfield who is the editor in 1965 .

I. ANNALS OF THE CATHOLIC INDIAN MISSIONS OF AMERICA (Ja l877“Jl l88l) 

II. ANNALEN DER KATHOLISCHEN INDIANER-MISSIONEN VON AMERIKA (Ja l877“8l) 
(parallel editions in English and in German) 

The two editions were "Catholic :1c", semi-annual magazines, one English, 
one German, both published and edited somewhat irregularly with 6 issues 
between Ja 1877 and J1 l88l; (ULS lists it only with v.1-2, no 3, to Ja 
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1879), published by the Bureau of Catholic Indian Missions of America (now 
at 2021 H St., N.W.), written by the clergy and missionaries as the official 
organ of the Bureau*. 

*The bishops with missions founded the "Bureau' 1 in Ja 1874 in 
charge of General Charles Ewing, a lawyer in Washington, who was 
to be the Commissioner for the Catholic Indian Missions, their 
representative in contact with the government. We saw his 
first pamphlet in the DLC Rare Bookroom: CIRCULAR OF THE CATHOLIC 
COMMISSIONER...(Ja 2 1874) giving a clear picture of the missions 
and proposals as to what should be done. 

The ANNALS gave the aims in their first number (1,1), that it will circu¬ 
late among the members, or sold for 100 for each issue, will work for the 
interests of the Indian missions and will ask for donations. The magazine 
was to be filled with articles, letters, petitions, protests,results of 
inspections, also statutes of German Missionary Associations, and will 
tell about Indian life, their poverty, their struggle in the States to 
awaken charity in the readers. On the cover one sees a picture of Indians 
in virgin woods, on its last page that ladies have created a bianch of 
the National "Catholic Indian Missionary Association" to support it in all 
parishes. The German edition is said to have been added to satisfy German¬ 
speaking patrons of the Bureau. Father J. -B, A. Brouillet, prominent for 
his zeal and interest for the Indians, contributed much, organized and 
lectured, it seems also that he, against some others, who wished to stop 
the ANNALS, kept it going. In 1878 Cardinal Gibbons had reappointed 
Charles Ewing. In 1879, when v.3, no 1 as a semi-annual publication was 
expected, a v.II, no 3 appeared, but not continued, it seems. Mr. Ewing 
was asked to negotiate more with the government. As a surprise Fr. 
Brouillet had forced to be published a v. II, no.4 after more than two 
years; much of the contents were by him, and new ways proposed with 
Commissioner Ewing but this number of J1 l88l was the last. 

The Bureau then began to publish THE INDIAN SENTINEL, and the German 
edition: DIE INDIANER-WACHT in 1903/4 and kept it to 1909, later: OUR 
NEGRO AND INDIAN MISSIONS, existing in 1964/3. 

Details: the semi-annual had between 28 and 64 pages, of 5 1/2 x 9 
inches; price 10 cents but members got it free.

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THE CARROLL INSTITUTE GAZETTE (Ap l875“N 1888-?) 

It was a ’’Catholic :2" monthly society paper, established (acc. to a copy 
of Ap 14 1884, being v.12, no 1) in April 1875s existing in N 1888 as 
n.s. v.12 no. 11, how long thereafter we do not know. It showed the 
Capitol's picture on its head line and below as publisher and editor: The 
Carroll Institute Hall, 602 F St», Washington, D.C.; the same on its 
masthead; no personal names were given, only the printer: Gray & Clarkson, 
Globe Printing Office, 559 Pennsylvania Ave. 

We know that in 1865 Rev, Jacob A. Walter, pastor of St, Patrick's 
erected a hall for Catholic entertainment at G St, between 9th 
and 10th (up to 1884 also used by him as a church) while a new 
St, Patrick's was being built. The Hall was the headquarter for 
the societies, for meetings and lectures. In 1875 the Carroll 
Institute was founded, an association to promote a healthy 
social life among Catholics, and "innocent amusement as well as 
mental culture," The idea came from Major Edmund Mallet who was 
then president of the Young Catholics' Friend Society; laymen 
had also taken over the Institute, Its activities and care was 
often praised as a "model society"; it rapidly advanced to the 
front rank of Catholic literary societies, devoted to the 
intellectual and moral culture of its 240 members in 1884, It 
offered a good library and reading rooms,and an elegant hall, 
as soon as it had built a home at 602 F St,, N,W, in 1884. 

Of the GAZETTE, with the motto: "Truth and Duty" (we saw only 2 of 1884 and 
11 of 1887 / 88 ) one can say it served its purpose as "society paper" 
through announcing and discussing its own activities and those of other 
societies, especially using the Institute's facilities, classes, night 
school, the library, lectures, fairs, etc.; it also had many advertisements. 

Details: 8 pages, 5» later 2 columns, 9x12 inches, no price given; 

circulation in 1884:1,500.

C.K, of A, JOURNAL (l897“l898 or 99) 

This "Catholic :2", weekly society paper of the Catholic Knights of America, 
existed from l897“l898 or 1899 1 when Ayer listed it for the last time; he 
gave Joseph A. Mudd as publisher and editor. 


Details: published Wednesday, 8 pages, 9x12 inches, 50 cents. 
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Source? Only Ayer ( 1898 , 1899); not in city directory.

THE CATHOLIC (F 11 -0 30 1882, not much later in 1882) 

THE NATIONAL CATHOLIC (N or D 1882-? Ja 1883 ) 

THE WASHINGTON CATHOLIC (early in F l883“Ja or F I 885 ) 

The change of titles can so be reconstructed, because we saw a 
copy THE CATHOLIC of 0 30 1882 though Rowell listed NATIONAL 
CATHOLIC in 1884 and 85; the WASHINGTON CATHOLIC was already 
announced by the "Michigan Catholic" on F 17 1883 * also the 
"Washington City Directory" has it in 1883 to 1885 , which 
shortens the possible time for the second title to some months 
from N l882~early F 1883; we also saw a copy of Je 30 1883 with 
the third title. 

The paper, with the subtitle: "A Weekly Family Paper" was a "Catholic :1c", 
weekly newspaper; it changed its title twice. A^ publisher and editor was 
Henry M. Beadle with an office at 432 9th St,, N.W.. It lasted from F 11 
1882* probably to the end of its v.3i Ja or F 1885 . 

*We found this date in the FAIR GAZETTE of St, Augustine's 
Church in Washington (q.v.) in F 1882, first on F 4, p.4, that 
"Mr. Beadle, well known in Catholic circles, will issue the 
first number of THE CATHOLIC on F 11 and thereafter weekly. It 
will be a Catholic newspaper in every sense of the word"; then 
on F 13 (p.4): "The new paper made its appearance on Saturday 
last and created a favorable impression." 

We saw v.l no 6 (Mr l8 1882). Its contents included: The death of Fr. 
Boyle, "The Catholic Indians", "What Catholics have done for America", 
charity, news from Ireland, a story, a bishop's letter, a Children's 
Corner, local news, and official appointments of the Archbishop of 
Baltimore, news about Washington's churches and the Carroll Institute. 

The clipping we saw of 0 30 1882 showed that it was now published Thurs" 
days, that James F. Addison,and John J. Walsh as his assistant,were in 
charge of subscriptions. An article on the history of St. Patrick's 
church followed. THE MICHIGAN CATHOLIC praised THE WASHINGTON CATHOLIC'S 
v.2 in F 1883 as "fully alive to Catholic interests" and noted its 
"prosperity". A very small clipping of v.2, no. 18 (Je 30 1883 ) showed 
that it was again published Saturdays. 

Details: published Saturdays, Thursdays, Saturdays of 16 pages in 1882/83 
of 9 x 11 1/2 inches, $ 2 . 50 ; in 1883/4/5: 8 pages of 14x21 inches, $ 2 . 00 , 
circulating in 1884: 1,000 copies.

THE CATHOLIC CALENDAR (F l897“1900/190l) 

This "Catholic :1c", monthly magazine was established in F 1897 and ended 
with v.4, I 9 OO/I 9 OI; its subtitle was: "a magazine, devoted to the best 
(interests) of the Catholic Church," its first office at 323 4 1/2 St., 
N.W., later (l899)‘ 612 F St., N.W. Besides "The Catholic Calendar 
Publishing Co." and in 1899? as printer: "Journal of the Knights of 
Labor”, there are no names given for editors. But from the contents 
printed on the cover one sees contributors' names added to their articles: 
priests, laymen and mostly ladies. Thus Miss Sarah Willard How, wrote 
six articles showing her historical knowledge on a Catholic basis; with 
such topics as : Female Catholic schools, Home of the Good Shepherd, 
Providence Hospital, Holy Cross College, Miracle and morality plays, the 
devotion to St. Anthony so that non-Catholics could understand it, the 
story of Fr. Marquette and his statue. She may be the magazine's founder 
and editor. The editorials are not signed. In F 1899 is repeated that 
"the capital of the nation" needs " a great Catholic organ". 

One recognized the special feature of this magazine by a list of the 17 
Washington parishes and their pastors, of whom eight recommend the magazine. 
That is explained on p. 36 of F 1899* "A number of pastors, all who have 
been called upon, have endorsed the initial number and it is the intention 
to secure not only endorsements but, whenever possible, articles from the 
great teachers of the Catholic Faith." Bringing monthly the complete 
Washington church directories and advertising the Catholic schools, the 
publication perhaps intended to be a kind of substitute for non-existent 
parish-papers „ It was the pattern - it seems “ for the second magazine 
taking care of the parishes of a city with v.2 of the CATHOLIC MONTHLY, 
founded in Ja 1898 in Baltimore. The pastors judged it: "does much good", 
"is improved" (F 1899)? "contains not only the routine of church services 
but also a great deal of original and intelligent reading","much valuable 
information...and excellent advertising medium" (it had 6~8 pp. of ads). 

The V.3, no 4 (S 1899) was mainly devoted to the "Georgetown Visitation 
Convent Centennial". The .lady-writer E.L.Dorsey, and other alumnae-ladies, 
also Mrs. A.M.Kelly with "literary taste", listed in v„3, no 3, perhaps 
sponsored the magazine. Hon, D.I.Murphy, (see about him with THE FAIR 
MESSENGER), who wrote also an article about Irish history (v.3, no 5) said 
in v„3, no 2 (p. 115 ) that the magazine does not need "to defend the 
Church as church-papers still do", it gives "well made and clear-cut 
statements"; he calls it (v.2, no 6, p.339) "an admirable periodical." 

The WASHINGTON POST praised it as "well edited, ably printed, (and) is 
proving a popular publication." 
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We believe,though just not "popular" enough to get more subscribers. 

An effort was made in S 1899 to have 12 different advertising agencies 
add the CALENDAR to their lists as was done by Remington and Ayer, but 
the others in Boston, San Francisco, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
Cleveland probably found it not so valuable as to be "national". It died 
before it was to be "placed for sale in all news stands in the II.S. and 
Canada."

THE CATHOLIC CHARITIES REVIEW (Ja 1917-1965+) 

see ST. VINCENT DE PAUL QUARTERLY , New York,City (N l895"19l6) 

It was a "Catholic;2", monthly society paper, which superceded 
the N.Y. publication in Ja 1917, and is alive in 1965 as the 
organ of the National Conference of Catholic Charities and the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul, the publishers; at first it was 
edited by Rev. John A. Ryan, then by Msgr. John O’Grady and now 
by Msgr. Raymond J. Gallagher, 1346 Connecticut Ave. N.W.

THE CATHOLIC JOURNAL (1833, My or Je to Ag.l) 

With the subtitle; "a Weekly, Devoted to Religion, Literature, Science and 
News," it was a somewhat "Irish", "Catholic;lc" weekly newspaper, the first 
in the District of Columbia, founded, published and edited by an Irishman, 
A.F,Cunningham. It was established, according to the PROSPECTUS which 
appeared My 15 , soon after, maybe in My or Je 1833, and, according to 
Baumgartner, who mentioned it with other contemporaries as a "failure, 
because the country was not yet ready for Catholic papers"; its last 
number appeared on Ag. 1 of the same year. Foik, who in 1950 in a note 
states that he has seen only the Prospectus, wrote about Cunningham as if 
he knew that he had lived in another place and "chose" Washington as the 
place for the paper. Did he suppose him to be an older member of the 
Cunningham family in Philadelphia, of whom Peter was 1859 ff. an important 
Catholic publisher? We were not able to find anything about an A.F. 
Cunningham of 1833. The Public Library in Washington has no copy pre¬ 
served; City Directories of that time have no newspaper lists; among the 
residents was no A.F.Cunningham. We know that in 1876 existed in the city 
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a Cunningham and Brashears, printers (q.v. FAIR ROOM AEWOCATE) no first 
names given 0 We saw the Prospectus reprinted in U.S.CATH. MISCELLANY (Je 
8 1833)9 also in the CATHOLIC HERALD, Philadelphia, from there the RACHS? 

29 (1908) copied it; Cunningham had signed it on My 15s all three sources 
give no further comment 0 The ACH RESEARCHES? 4 ( 1887 / 8 ) says in their 
"Historical Notes" only "THE C 0 Jo was issued in 1833 in Washington," and 
in the HERALD we found the JOURNAL mentioned on S 19 1833 that it had 
ceased to exist 0 

From the PROSPECTUS we were able to see that the editor aimed "to give 
the people a cheap medium by which they may attain information" according 
to "principles of strict neutrality with regard to political parties. o. 
but a faithful synopsis", because in the capital "the citizens (are) 
debarred from the privilage of legislating in the councils of the nation." 

It will "cAlmly support the cause of truth giving a clear exposition of 
the doctrines...of the Roman Catholic Churcho The Religious Department will 
be conducted under the advice of the Catholic clergy of the District and 
receive contributions" from them 0 (We found no remark at all about the 
"journal": in the many booklets about priests and parishes of Washington); 
For Literature and Science "friends of the journal" will contribute; News 
and a "faithful history of events, foreign and domestic intelligence, 
mixed with anecdotes and lively incidents" will not be missing. "The 
oppressed situation of Ireland 0 o 0 will receive our decided attention." 

The journal desires "that mild rays of the Catholic religion may diverge <> . „ 
(upon) our country*" "It will be printed upon an imperial sheet, on fine 
paper, with hkhdsome type and be delivered.•.for S3.00." 

Details: 4 pages and what was just mentioned. 

"A FIRST": THE CATHOLIC JOURNAL, of My or Je to Ag 1, 1833 9 was the FIRST 
CATHOLIC NEWSPAPER (weekly) in Washington, D.C. and about the TENTH in the 
U.S.

THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY* BULLETIN (Ja l895“0 1928) 

absorbed THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY CHRONICLE of 1897 in 1898 

*A Catholic University had been 'discussed already in THE CATH. 
MIRROR, V.3 ( 1852 ) and had been planned since the Second Plenary 
Council of Baltimore (1866); a committee was formed in 1885 , after 
the Third Council (1884), Washington was selected as place; the 
bishop of Richmond, Va., John J, Keane, as the first rector. Rome 
sanctioned the plans in Mr 1889 ? the University was opened in 
November 1889 as a School of Sacred Sciences, with 36 students. 
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Many Catholic papers had actively taken part in its development, 
esp. the CHURCH NEWS of Washington, the CATHOLIC MIRROR of 
Baltimore, the CATHOLIC ADVOCATE of Louisville, the N.Y.FREEDMAN'S 
JOURNAL, the CATHOLIC WORLD, the AMERICAN ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW 
and the AMERICAN CATHOLIC QUARTERLY REVIEW, the two existing 
Catholic scholarly magazines. 

There existed earlier Catholic universities, St. Mary’s in 
Baltimore (Ja 1805)/ Georgetown College (Mr l8l5)> St. Louis 
College (1832), the latter two by Jesuit Fathers, and others. 

The publication was a ’’Catholic :1c” quarterly (until 1907)1 or monthly 
(8-9 nos. per year) magazine of scholarly character to 191^; then more of 
a ’’news” publication, 1915 ff. Its necessity already felt in 189^, it 
started in Ja 1895 and lasted to 0 1928; the publication of the same title 
from N 1952 ff. is of a different character. 

Professors of the University, especially Rev. Thomas O’Gorman, Rev. Thomas 
Bouquillon, Rev. Edward A. Pace and Rev. Thomas J. Shahan tried to 
establish it. This group, we know from Ahern (71/2), feared that the 
Jesuits would like to re-establish their magazine which just had failed 
in the summer of 1895 in St. Louis University,(we were not able to find 
its name); therefore they formed a partnership on their own risk and 
issued it, against the advice of Professors Hyvernat, Pbhle and Schroeder 
who at first refused to contribute. From the group Thomas J. Shahan* 
became^the editor-in-chief; how long the original group lasted, and who- 

*He was educated in Massachusetts, Canada, the American College 
in Rome, the University of Berlin, the Sorbonne in Paris and 
from 1891 ff. professor in C.U.; he was also associate editor 
of the CATHOLIC ENCYCLOPEDIA and contributor to this BULLETIN 
and often to other Catholic periodicals in the U.S, 

besides Prof. Wm. C. Robinson - later was the editor, we were not able to 
find out; no names are printed on the magazine itself. Cardinal Gibbons, 
the chancellor, and the rector, John J. Keane, were delighted with the 
founding. The University was the publisher; a printer was not given on 
the BULLETIN, but may have appeared perhaps on the cover of a single no., 
not being bound with them in the books we own. 

There was a PROSPECTUS in v.l, no.l, explaining the aim, methods and spirit 
of the University and the magazine: 

"The BULLETIN is to convey to all who are interested in the C.U. 
of A. a full knowledge of what is being done by its professors 
and students and to act as a hyphen between the academic corps... 
and American thought and action...a means of communication with 
the great Catholic body and the scientific world in general...’’. 
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Its inotto explains its aim, too: 

"Let there be progresse, .in every century and epoch, of individuals 
and the general body...in intelligence, knowledge and wisdom, but 
always within |he natural limits..." (St. Vincent of Lerins). 

The contents, e.g. of the four issues of v.l, were prepared and mainly done 
by the group mentioned: Shahan with six items (The Pope and Modern Science, 
German Schools in the l6th Century, Study of Greek), Bouqmlllon six e.g., 
(Theology in Universities, University of Paris,Ambrosian Library at Milan), 
O'Gorman with three (The Vatican Library, Leo XIII and the University), 

Pace three (McMahon Hall of Philosophy, Philosophy in the University), 

Robinson on Education, the Rector about financing, Cardinal Bibbons; "the 
Church and the Sciences," and 10 other professors’ contributions (for 
English: Maurice Francis Egan) to which were added a "University Chronicle"" 
(about 14 p.), "Book Reviews", "Necrologies", "Analecta" (news about books, 
magazines, English and Foreign; about learned societies and institutions, 
interesting happenings in the different fields taught in the University), 
a "General Index for each volume; some advertisements of books, church goods, 
etc. were added. In 1896 the founding of the Gaelic chair was announced. 

In 1897 the chronicle was taken away from the contents and published for 
one year: 1897, by itself, q.v. THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY CHRONICLE, then 
taken back as a topic of the BULLETIN in 1898 ff. Only in 1903 we saw 
some issues in their covers which bring the contents on their titlepage, 
inside a list of dissertations done, also about 16 pages of ads. Volume 
13 (1907) had grown to 615 pages and an Index of 68 pages was compiled for 
the vols. 1 - 13 . 

In Ja 1908 the magazine was issued 8**9 times per year, each number of about 
118 pages; during the year there were 84 articles, 20 book reviews, four 
miscellaneous notes, two necrologies, eight chronicles and the Index. Vols. 
18-20 (1912-14 show only 86 or 80 pages per issue. In 1915, v» 21, no 1, 
is called a "New Series" and says in a "Salvete" the "new bulletin" aims at 

"reflecting faithfully the huperous activities in the University. 

It has discontinued its original character, has become a ’news 
publication* serving as an organ of information, because in the 
coming April THE CATHOLIC HISTORICAL REVIEW will be published 
by the University as a quarterly AndbisatpchelaiScholarly magazine." 

THE C.U.BULLETIN was stopped in October 1928. The continuation from N 1932 
ff. does not concern our work on the 19th century. 

What was said about the BULLETIN is shown in some of the many reviews: 

Its semi-rival, the AMERICAN ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW (1895): "If 
the intelligent public of America is to be aroused to a continuous 
and active interest.».the BULLETIN has its place...". 

THE CHURCH NEWS, Washington (F 11, 1899): "...keeping up to its 
high standard of scholarship, it is an admirable exponent of the 
earnest intellectual work achieved by the teaching body of the 
university." 
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Ellis: GIBBONS, 11,669: "In the early years...the BULLETIN was 
a scholarly journal which was primarily important...for re¬ 
flecting the intellectual trends and tasts of the faculty over 
which Cardinal Gibbons presided as chancellor." 

Ahern, 4: "It was a magnificant corporate effort of the old 
University faculty to bring out a periodical of internationally 
recognized excellence (prior to 1915)"* 

Details: as a quarterly of about 146 pages, as a monthly (8-9 times per 
year) 118 pp and less to 1914; 1915 ff. 16,12, 8 and only 4 pages; always 
in size of 7x10 inches, $2.00. It began with a circulation of 1,000, up 
to 1900s 1,500; later not listed by Ayer and therefore no figures known; 
it completed almost 34 volumes to 0 1928.

THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY CHRONICLE (Ja-D 1897) 

merged into THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY BULLETIN In 1898 

It was a "Catholic :1c" monthly magazine, but the 12 numbers were double 
issues for a total of only six during one year. In 1895 and 1896 THE 
CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY BULLETIN had also included in its contents the "Chro-. 
nicle". The Catholic University, as publisher and editor, tried this 
separate publication from Ja~D 1897* The first number began with the 
addresses for the new rector, Thomas J. Conaty and about the old one, 

John J. Keane, announced public lectures, news about the observatory, 
the Museum, the Library, the University Club, and so on. In other 
numbers a Necrology was added, and some sermons* with news of the 
faculties. Probably the experience was that these few facts could not 
fill a monthly and so it returned to the BULLETIN.

THE CHARITY BOX (F ? “ F 19 1876 ) 

It was a "Catholic-*lc” daily fair-paper during 12 days from F 7 ”F 19 1876 
aiming to gain money for a new building for an academy for girls, with 
Sisters of Notre Dame in charge; its location was adjacent to St. Aloysius 
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Church and Gopzaga College in North Capitol St. Therefore the President 
of the latter, Fr. Charles K» Jenkins and another Jesuit priest of the 
parish arranged a fair, to be held in the Masonic Temple, not in Gonzaga 
Hall as the fair of 1865, with the paper "Spring Blossom", had been. 

THE CHARITY BOX paper was published by a "Literary Department"; ladies and 
gentlemen edited it. One travel article descriptive of Greece, Turkey and 
the Holy Land, was continued through all numbers, accompanied by fair 
gossip, anecdotes, and little stories; half of the space was filled with 
advertisements; it was not very interesting. Only a short history of the 
Sisters showed how they came from Belgium (1804) and soon created many 
schools, including Washington, with St. Aloysius in i860, now,in 1876 , 
having 10 Sisters, with 365 girls. In the ads the Jesuits' Gonzaga College 
High School and Georgetown College are described as well as the latter's 
school paper in its fourth year, the COLLEGE JOURNAL. Of the young ladies 
of the Visitation Academy in Georgetown is said that they visited the fair, 
making many purchases from the fair tables. For a boys® school in 1901 a 
fair was also held, supported by a paper; "Bazaar" in the same parish. 

Details; 8 pages with 3 columns, 9 1/2 x 12 inches, 10 cents each or 
$1.00 for the set of 12; 1,000 copies daily.

CHURCH CALENDAR OF ST. PETER'S PARISH (S l892“F 1897) 

It was a "Catholic;lc" parish paper, its frequency unknown; it was 
founded in S 1892, lasting to F 1897 • It was published and edited under 
Msgr, James M„ O'Brien as pastor. Volumes 1=6 existed in the archives 
in 1940 when they were used as a source for the history of the parish. 

By 1955 they were lost. 

Since 1794 the people of S.E. Washington hoped for a church; 
only in 1820 St. Peter was built, and a pastor was assigned in 
1821. A new church was needed; a fair was held in 1888 (q.v. 
THE FAIR NEWS), and the church was finished in 1890. 

Details; nothing known; not mentioned in the CENTENARY OF ST. PETER'S 
CHURCH, 1921, either.

Under each title and management the paper was "Catholic sic”, a weekly 
newspaper, which was, from 1901“4, more like a magazine, 

I THE CHURCH NEWS The first editor was Milton E, Smith, remaining to S 
l899» The printer, Wm, H, Lepley, was also the first manager; Rowell 
listed in 1887 as publisher "The Lepley, Finster and Minnich Publishing Co 0 ; 
the Washington CITY DIRECTORY of 1888; Greenwood and Bresnahan, who L» Jeff 
Milbourne also listed in 1888/9 as proprietors, saying of the paper, "the 
only Catholic one in the capital; heartily indorsed by the clergy and laity 
with an increased circulation,"^ Perhaps already in 1891/2, with the 
establishment of The Church News Publishing Company, was organized a 
Board of Directors, to which belonged (at least in 1896 ) one priest, James 
F, Mackin, the pastor of St, Paul's, Milton E, Smith and 10 others, 

Edward J, Hannan being the president, who also replaced Lepley as business 
manager, himself being replaced by Richard Campbell on S 16 1899<> The 
office changed from 32 Eye St, (l 88 ?) to 934 F St, (1888) to 715 15th St, 
(1889) to 1108 G St, (1892) to 517 11th St. (1893 ) 5 all in N,W,, up to 
s 1900, 

We saw v,4 (1889/90) where, below the headline with the title, was added 
the subtitle; "a Catholic family journal; and besides the local address 
also John Murphy & Co, of Baltimore as agent, Two of the pages with 48 
columns were filled with advertisements. Its contents was almost ex“ 
ciusively Catholic, e.g. on p.l a "Roman Letter", on p.2“3« news of 
Gonzaga College, "Religious Notes", some local Catholic news? Lepey 
advertised his book and job printing; on p.4, below the masthead the paper 
called itself; "one of the most 'carefully read papers in the District 
with the largest circulation of any weekly paper published at the National*' 
Capital" (E). The paper was satisfied in its fourth year, being con= 
gratulated on its "enviable place*in the-ranks of Catholic journalism", 
celebrated with a great banquet and speeches (on p.4“6) where editor 
Smith promised to give the readers the necessary material to defend their 
Faith. The editor of THE EVENING STAR praised Lepley as gifted with 
"rare business qualities" and Smith for having the paper under a successful 
control which will guarantee the future of the paper, "though"“he said= 
"Washington is known as a graveyard of newspapers". The volumes of the 
paper show very few "secular" topics; for literature e,g. "Alfred de 
Musset," for art; "Millet", for science a series of articles on "Astronomy" 
by Rev. Searle*, Professor of Catholic University; there are almost no 
secular foreign affairs treated, no politics; even Irish themes are 
handled with measure, moderately the total abstinence problem, occasionally 
book reviews and a corner for youth. The ads include all Catholic higher' 
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schools in and near Washington. Especially interesting is v. 4, no 7 
(N 17 1889) with 10 pages celebrating the "Centennial of the American 
Hierarchy" as well as "The Catholic Congress"* which ends with a meeting 
of Catholic editors (article; "Catholic Journalism")and with a 2-page 
illustrated article about "Catholic University." 

*The Catholic laity had been called for a general congress to 
demonstrate the entire Catholic body in mutual attachment," held 
in Baltimore on N 11-12 1889; chairman Hon. Wm. J. Onahan, presi¬ 
dent Hon. John Lee Carroll and 7 members of a committee (of 
which one was Colored), including John Gilmary Shea, discussing 
the new social order, education, periodical press, labor and 
capital, temperance, etc. 

Of this CENTENNIAL Lepley advertised in Mr 1890 a SOUVENIR VOLUME, 
including "The Inauguration of the Catholic University". Expecially 
treated is also on My 4 1890, p.4, "The Colored Congress of the Catholic 
Colored in the U.S." first held on Ja 1 1889 in Washington with approval 
of Cardinal Gibbons, the next to be prepared for J1 8 1890 in Cincinnati; 
editor Smith organized the members in Washington into a committee. 

In 1893 the AVE MARIA welcomes an exchange with THE CHURCH NEWS which has 
"the vigor and discretion of the best of the older papers.". DCU has v.10 
(1895/6) under Hannan's management when Smith still wanted to avoid all 
"sensational journalism" (S 28 1895 9 below masthead); the activities of 
the Catholic University play a great role, then just opening the Divinity 
courses; also noted was the Eucharistic Congress in Washington; on p.5 
appeared "Official" notices of the Chancellor in Baltimore; a continued 
tale takes a page, the corner for the J/touth more often, the "News of the 
Week" also with some secular notes about the sections, "Under the Library 
Lamp" and "Round Table" in 1894 the ROSARY (p. 189 ) already named as the 
writer Dr. A.J.Faust, this "strong feature of the journal" giving the 
readers "the benefit of Dr. Faust's deep knowledge and wide reading." 

In F 1896 the masthead for the first time brought details about the 
Board of Directors of the paper, which we mentioned already. 

Able to check v„13 (1898/99) we found its contents more varied, a house¬ 
hold and fashion department added, more "Book Notes", and discussions of 
labor problems. In v.l4 (S 1899) Smith is not named anymore as editor; was 
the business manager, Richard Campbell, also the editor? DLC's volume 14 
ended, instead of S 1900, on July 28; were these missing numbers lost or 
the paper in a crisis? We only know according to a letter by Humphrey 
J. Desmond, the owner of THE CATHOLIC CITIZEN in Milwaukee, that "after 
the turn of the century" (no exact date) he bought a chain of papers and 
published them for their place, also the Washington paper. Did he do it 
now, or did he only help with money to change it slowly into an editiontOf 
his Milwaukee chain? We believe the latter procedure more possible.

columns, 16 x 22 inches, $2.00; only for the years 1891/2 we know the 
circulation; 3,200; 1895?

no hint to Milwaukee. News at the lefts "Catholic", at the rights 
"American." On p. 4 is saids "THE NEW CENTURY is read by the most conser¬ 
vative class in Washington" and wants to make friends; all Washington news 
are concentrated, also further on, on p.4, the ads with exception of "Bier" 
from Milwaukee are all of Washingtonian stores. In the first issue a 
series of biographies is begun with one of "Hon. H.J.Desmond" his portrait 
on p.l, also saying that his paper in Milwaukee, THE CATHOLIC CITIZEN, has 
an enormous influence in the West." We suppose that thus the new 
proprietor was introduced. No further changes could be seen to J1 20 1901, 
v.15 no.44. 


lib THE NEW CENTURY; A CATHOLIC NATIONAL JOURNAL The same v.15 is con¬ 
tinued with no 45 (J1 28 1901 ), its appearance completely changed: more 
like a magazine, 20 pages, only 11-14 inches, with Washington as place, 
with the title at left a picture of St. Peter in Rome, at the right the 
Capitol; no masthead, no publisher, no editor, no printer given; it was 
published Saturdays at the same office address, 517 11th St. N.W. Its 
contents were more literary; Maurice Francis Egan is a contributor; also 
Archbishop Keane of Dubuque, and Cardinal Gibbons; Dr. A.J.Faust of 
Washington wrote in almost each number an article. A Women's Department 
was in charge of Catherine Reid. With v,17 (S 20 1902).we learn that The 
New Century Co. is now the publisher, the office still in Washington, but 
"letters have to be sent to D.I.Murphy (q.v. with FAIR MESSENGER), 
president and general manager, the editor is Joseph James Murphy." Dr. 
Faust writes again the "Round Table" as in THE CHURCH NEWS. Volume l8,l“52 
(S 1903 -S 1904) we were not able to see as we did the earlier volumes and 
we do not know if it is of the magazine type or again like a newspaper. 

The publisher and editor remained; D.I.Murphy was not named; the office 
changed to 803 G St., N.W. in Washington,D.C. 


lie The same title With v.19 (1904/5) the first time openly is given 
Humphrey J. Desmond as the publisher in Milwaukee; Jos.J. Murphy is still 
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the local editor; the paper is again a real newspaper of 8 pages and 
somewhat larger? 18x24, so that 7 columns are possible. All Washingtonian 
items are condensed on p.3. In 1905/6 Charles J. Phillips is the local 
editor; in January 1907 (when the paper v.21, no 12, Ja 1907» changed its 
publication year to the Ja~D rhythm) it is C. Sevier, the last name we 
learned about; the offices are now rooms in business buildings: e*g. in 
1904/5:116 Evening Star Annex, in 1905/6:408 of the same Bldg., in 1907: 

210 Maryland Bldg.; in 1910S 502 Munsey Bldg, etc.; the main office was in 
Milwaukee, 2 M St., N.E., and also one in New York. The paper's aims are 
given: "by reason of The New Century's national character, its scope and 
point of view is a representative Catholic journal of national circulation. 
The advertising firms like Ayer list it with cross reference in Milwaukee 
and Washington. On Ap 4 1925, the number 23 of v. 39 was made a special 
"Archdiocesan Review Edition" on which "Washington" is not printed on the 
title page, but the contents include Baltimore, Harrisburg, Washington and 
Virginia with their parishes and the Catholic achievements 5 the picture 
of the future Shrine of the Immaculate Conception shows Washington's 
importance. The paper calls itself: "The most widely read Catholic paper 
in the South”Atlantic States," which explains why the paper's circulation 
had jumped after 1904 from 3*600 to 8,000 in 1907/8. But also the 
circulation figures show that the paper was not able to keep this high 
level,having dropped: 2,500 in 1930 .

The latter's name was changed in 1893 to THE CRUSADER'S ALMANAC 
when it was still published in New York City, as a "Catholic :1b", 
quarterly devotional magazine, with an edition in German: 
KREUZFAHRER KALENDER, which was made into a calendar of the 
Christmas number of the magazine. In 1899 the magazine and 
calendar, were taken by their publishers and editors, Franciscan 
Fathers of the American Commissariat of the Holy Land from New 
York City to Washington, D.C., to the new Monastery, 1400 Quincy 
St. N.E. where they remained an organiaf the Commissarat with the 
task of supporting the sanctuaries in Palestine; it was still a 
quarterly with the Christmas number as a calendar; the German 
edition and a new Polish one, q.v. KALENDARZ KRZYZOWCA JERUSALEM, 
started in 1899 in Washington. 
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THE FAIR GAZETTE (F 2-23 1882) 

It was a "'Catholic :1c" bi-daily: 10 numbers fair paper, published under the 
auspieces of the Carroll Institute, when Rev. Michael J. Walsh, SSJ was the 
rector of St. Augustine's Church, 15th and L St.; it was printed by the 
Globe Printing Office conducted by D.L.Murphy,(q.v. with FAIR MESSENGER) 

M.B.Johnston, Edmond Mallet, all three prominent in apostolic action in 
Washington. Under the mottor "Faith, Hope, Charity", we saw that half of 
the 10 pages were advertisements and that to the first number was in 
addition given a picture of Rev, Felix Barotti who was first pastor of 
the first parish of Negroes in Washington. The chapel was built in 1865 
by Rev. Charles I. White, pastor of St. Matthew's. Continued throughout 
the fair paper were two stories, the one of Fr. Barotti written by M.B, 
Johnston, and of the parish by Edmond Mallet, showing that the chapel 
was too small, St. Augustine's Church was built in 1875/76 and given, 
after Barotti's death in l88l, to the Josephite Fathers, first to Fr. 

Walsh. The GAZETTE brought, besides parish and fair news, other stories 
by other contributors and in the last number an article by the historian 
John Gilmary Shea. Their thanks were given to the Carroll Institute for 
all the care for Catholic social life in the city; it was also noted that 
Cardinal Gibbons had visited the parish before the fair closed, which 
ended successfully; with a $3,000 profit. We found with the ads also two 
of the newspaper THE CATHOLIC, one as being published, and one as having 
been published, as we knew founded on F 11 1882.

I It was in l88l a "Catholic:1c" daily fair paper of 11 numbers in 13 days 
(N 2-14 l88l), to support a fair for St. Patrick's Church, held in the 
Masonic Temple, which needed a new building. According to its masthead its 
editor was D.I.Murphy; M.B.Johnson, also like him an influential Catholic 
layman in Washington, and Wm. A. Lackey were associate editors. It was 
printed at the Globe Printing Office, 339 Pennsylvania Ave., and published 
and managed under the auspices of the Carroll Institute (no.3,p.^)« The 
pastor, Rev. Jacob A. Walter, was eager to have a new church since the old 
one of 1789 had to be closed, with services held in Carroll Hall since 
1865 , only in 1872 the new building was used the first time; The panic of 
1873 hindered completion to 1884. For the paper the editor approved Bishop

Keane of Richmond, Va. for a "Letter'.' which was continued from nos.3"8, 

Rev. Marshall of Seton Hall College for another, Maurice F. Egan, Esq.

bution and Major Edmond Mallet as well as Mr, Johnson (travel description 
on the Nile) besides the fair-news, poems, tales, book reviews, "A Word 
to Parents" and education, and "Chips".

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* Hon.D„I.Murphy, the Commissionar of Pensions in Washington 
a well-known Catholic, also connected with Carroll Institute, 
seems to have helped where he was needed? with this paper and 
THE FAIR JOURNAL (l88l), THE FAIR GAZETTE (1882), between 1897 
and 1900 as contributor to THE CATH.

James M. O'Brien, the pastor, 
to build a new St. Peter's Church (1889/90); there was another fair on 
S 29 I 89 O of which nothing is said about a journal to support it. The 
paper was distributed each evening, giving mainly a detailed account of 
the happenings, and finally its financial success. Only numbers 14-20 
carried an article, continued, about the history of the church, with 
notes and documentation. Half of the pages were covered with ads. See 
also CHURCH CALENDAR OF ST. PETER 1 S CHURCH (S l892~F 1897).

FAIR ROOM ADVOCATE (April 17"My 2 1876 ) 

It was a "Catholic:1c: daily fair paper, 8 numbers from Ap 17"23 and a 
week later one Valedictory Number; My 2 1876 . Its motto: "Fides nostra 
victoria"; the paper supported St. Dominic's Church Fair, aimed to raise 
money to reduce the debt left over from building a new St. Dominic's 
Church, dedicated in June, 1875• That was said in the "Salutatory" of 
no. 1, p.4, which seems to have been written by the pastor, M.B.Fortune, 
Q.P., 609 F St. The old church was begun in 1853 for a dozen Catholic 
families in the south of Washington, the new one, steam-heated, in 1865 , 
which was almost finished by l 870 ,by l8?5 there were 3*760 members of the 
parish. 
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The fair paper’s publishing and editing was done under the auspices of 
ladies and gentlemen of the parish, the printing by Cunningham and 
Brashears, 64l Louisiana Ave. in a nicd small print; the fair was held in 
the "Odd Fellow's Hall". Each evening at 7 p.m. the paper was ready for 
distribution. Besides the news and progress of the fair one can find in 
it the "History of St. Dominic’s Church," poems, serious sketches like 
"Fear of Death", "Uncertainty of Life", "A Sister's Lore", "Christian 
Charity", also wit and humour, etc. In Number 8 , the pastor thinks that 
the fair helped greatly in liquidation of the debt.

THE GOOD WORK OF THE HOLY LAND (q.v. there), l889“92; THE CRUSADER 
had already a German edition since 1898 , DER KREUZFAHRER KALENDER. 
When, in 1898 , both publications were transferred to the new 
Franciscan Monastery, Washington,D.C., a Polish edition was also 
started there. 

This Polish edition was a "Catholic :1b" (published by an Order) annual 
calendar, written in the Polish language, published by the Franciscan 
Fathers in charge of the American Commissariat of the Holy Land with the 
aim of supporting the sanctuaries in Palestine; it was also ddited by 
Fathers from the Monastery, 1400 Quincy,St.,N^E., from 1899 to 1965 and 
still going on. Besides the Calendar, illustrated descriptions of the 
Holy Land, prayers, tales, all of devotional character, were included.

circulation in 1923» 27,00, and still seems to be rather high.

1. THE MISSIONARY This "Catholic :1b", quarterly, then monthly (D 1904 
ff.) magazine was founded under the first title: THE MISSIONARY in Mr 1896 , 
transferred to New York City, in Ja 1942 and ended with that title in S 
1946. As INFORMATION, since 0 1946 it lasted to D 1962, when it took the 
title; THE CATHOLIC LAYMAN. The founder in 1896 was Rev. Walter Elliot, 
C.S.P., a Paulist missionary, who made the magazine the "official organ 
of the Catholic Missionary Union", a society with the purpose of providing 
financial support for Paulist missions to non-Catholics. Every subscriber 
to the magazine became a member of the society. The Union was housed in 
the Apostolic Mission House in the campus of Catholic University, Washington, 
I>.C., or, as it is printed in the magazine; Brookland, D.C., Postal Station, 
Fr. Elliott began this kind of mission work with the help of Rev. Alexander 
P. Doyle, also a Paulist, for the magazine, it seems to 1932; at first he 
was the rector of the Mission House, then editor of THE CATHOLIC WORLD from 
1897-1904, the main publication of the Paulist Fathers, in New York. After 
v.l no editor's name is printed on the magazine. We tried to reconstruct 
a list of the editor Fathers of THE MISSIONARY (all are C.S.P.): 1896 ff. 
Rev. Walter Elliot, and Rev. Alexander P. Doyle (-1932?); no editors given 
to 1918; 1918: Rev. Peter J. O'Callaghan (-1920); 1921: Rev. Lewin J. 

O'Hern (-1931); i n 1922: associate editor: Rev. John C. Smyth; 1932: Rev. 
Thomas A. Daly (-1934); with him, Rev. Thomas Burke; 1935 : Rev. Richard 
Cartwrith (-1941); with him, Burke; in New York in 1942: Rev. John B. 

Harney (-1946), with him Burke; and Austin Malone, C.S.P., as well as Rev. 
John B. Sheerin (with CATH. WORLD in 1958). 
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THE MISSIONARY 8 s subtitle in v. 1 was; "A Record of the Progress of 
Christian Unity,The PROSPECTUS gives the purpose; ",,,to develop and 
intensify the missionary spirit...the organ of a NEW MOVEMENT; to non” 
Catholics.».not to conquer but to win them with a better knowledge of the 
Catholic Church. In v.2 the editor states that the new ideas have results 
and are being discussed in summer schools, orders, and other periodicals; 

The ROSARY (Ag 1896 ) verifies the progress of the earnest work of the Union, 
also AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, Ind. (Ap 25 1896 ) that the movement immediately 
became popular and was strongly supported by the Catholic press. In Ja 1918 
the editors say that the magazine's policy, with agencies in other cities, 
has raised the circulation figures from 60,000 to 90 * 000 ; many copies 
have been distributed free of charge, because the "sworn" figures of the 
directories of newspapers are much lower; the increase of income will help, 
they say, support to maintain the Mission House and the magazine, to which 
more departments could be added, "Conversions to the Faith", a three-page 
"Question Box’*, a "Children's Circle" on twice as many pages. In Ag 1920 
the editor explains that only the cheapest paper and smaller;type makes 
it possible to give for the same price (82.00) the same amount of matter 
in fewer pages; soon however a raise to $5.00 was necessary. The contents 
shows a special interest to approach the students of universities, the 
Newman clubs, etc. 

In Ja 1942, it moved to New York to the new address of the Paulist Fathers 
and their press at 4ll W 59th St.; the calendar year Ja~D was introduced, 
for the now monthly publication and the publisher is now given as the 
Missionary Society of St. Paul the Apostle, or, The Paulist Fathers; the 
content is less varied, concentrated more on mission subjects, with more 
"book reviews"; so to S 1946. 

2. INFORMATION. Without interruption, continuing v. 60 with v.6l in 0 
1946, in New York with the same Fathers, the mahthly magazine's subtitle: 
"The Catholic Church in American Life" shows a wider range, but is still 
the official organ of the non-Catholic apostolate, also called now "the 
Convert Movement". The editor, Rev. Edwis Kron, C.S.P. began a more 
general choice of topics, brings more "book reviews'?. The next editor 
Rev. Albert Murray, C.S.P. listed as advisory editors Archbishop Cushing 
of Boston and Norman O'Connor as assistant, the first manager was Thomas 
A. Clemente, then James F. Kane and A.A.Illig; Rev. K. Lynch had succeeded 
Rev. Murray in 1958. 

3. THE CATHOLIC LAYMAN This new title was introduced for v.77* 1963* 
still published by the Paulist Press, but edited by a lady, Doris M. 

Baldwin, with an office at Glen R&ck, N.J., its copyright is still: The 
Missionary Society of St. Paul the Apostle; price 84.00; circulation 
38,000; contents somewhat different; it still exists in 1965 .

The INFORMATION kept 48 pages of 6 x 8 inches, $2.00 ; in 1950: $3*00, not 
illustrated; circulating in 1948: 10 , 000 , 1950: 22,904, 1952? 40,137, 1957? 
56,642 copies.

THE SPECTATOR (N 4 1865 -Ap l4 1866 ) 

THE VISITOR (Ap 21 l 866 ~at least Je 7 1866?) 

THE SPECTATOR was a "Catholic :1c" (with the subtitle: "A Catholic paper"), 
weekly newspaper. Its establishing date could be determined 1. because 
NEW YORK FREEMAN'S JOURNAL noted on D 2 1865 that the SPECTATOR started 
"recently" (AN's date of Je 9, 18^5 cannot be right, it mixed up two 
different Spectators); 2. we saw the holdings of DGU: v.l, no 4 (N 25 
1865 ), counting back to no 1 makes N 4. DGU owns the paper to V. 1, no 
24 (Ap 14 1866). 

The change to THE VISITOR was perhaps necessary because of two Spectators 
existing; one notes the mixing of them in AN. It continues with the next 
week: Ap 21 1866 , v.l no 25 , with the same characteristics and qualities 

until v.2, no 32 (continued in numbering), Je 7 1866; so far DGU owns the 
paper; it probably did not live much longer; therefore it was not possible 
to take it into the list of periodicals of the Washington CITY DIRECTORY. 
That the AN has a SATURDAY EVENING VISITOR from J1 3 l869“70 certainly 
does not mean our VISITOR. 

From the SPECTATOR'S founders, publishers and editors, we only know from 
the original paper that C.F.Miller was the publisher. If Major Clifford 
Thomson was really its editor, we are not sure, because THE CHRONOLOGIST, 
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Brooklyn, in 1914 says afterwards, when it presented this Civil War 
cavalryman as a distinguished Catholic, that he has remained with the 
SPECTATOR until 1912, when he died. We checked thoroughly up to 1912; 
there was no such paper listed besides a CATHOLIC from 1907“10, but with 
other names as editors. From the life of Martin I.J.Griffin, Philadelphia 
we know that he waj§ correspondent and contributor to the SPECTATOR, long 
before he started his own main magazine in 188?, the AM. HISTORICAL 
RESEARCHES. 

About the paper’s character we know from N.Y.FREEMAN’S JOURNAL®s editor 
McMaster, that it had excellent principles, was very handsome, styled as 
a ’’Catholic paper", because its managers (no names) were Catholics. As 
we saw ourselves, it was made for the "Catholic family circle". It said 
of itself on N 25 1965,P*28, that it was well received because of its 
"good selections", its being "thoroughly Catholic in tone and tendencies" 
and (31) that its first published PROSPECTUS announced it would start 
"under Catholic auspices and upon Cathmlic principles, strictly religious 
in character."

SPRING BLOSSOMS (Ap 17"My 8 1865 ) 

It was a "Catholic :1c" fair-paper, irregularly "daily": 13 numbers in 22 
days, from Ap 17 ”My 8 1865, published and edited for the "St. Aloysius" 
or "Gonzaga" Fair, by Jesuit Fathers, especially Fr. Bernard F. Wiget, 
in charge of the newly built St. Aloysius Church which was, with its schools, 
in debt. Students of Gonzaga College edited the paper; the fair was held 
in Gonzaga Hall, just built for such occasions on F St. between 9th and 10th. 

St. Aloysius’ Church was built in 1859; the "college" goes back 
to a seminary near St. Patrick’s Church (1819), used for a short 
time by the Georgetown Jesuits as a dependancy, but in 1821 as a 
day school; 1848 ff. as a "Washington City School" until the 
Jesuits reorganized it as Gonzaga College. There existed a 
"Literary Society" (l855), called Phocian Society in 1859; 
members of it were certainly able to be editors of the 
SPRING BLOSSOMS. 
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The contents of the paper were very different from other fair papers, not 
"popular" but more for the students and educated people: about Cesar 
Augustus, a model sermon, articles translated from French or German, also 
about college life, a story by Mrs. M.A.Sadlier about a girls' college, 
poems, e.g. ,"The Visitation Nuns". Even the ads, half of the paper, 
contained more about books of all the well known publishers, Sadlier, 
Murphy, etc., and about musical instruments. Finally the editors were 
satisfied at being recognized by newspapers like BALTIMORE MIRROR, 
INTELLIGENCER AND CHRONICLE,/ of Washington, and the New York TABLET. The 
last number closed with a story: "Sacrifice" and announced the financial 
success of the fair.

If this "Catholic :1c", annual publication, (which fits into our categories 
only as a directory^) would not have shown in its beginning addresses, 
long explanation of new fields of studies, etc., we would not have added 
it to our list. It began with the title, "Solemnities of the Dedicating and 
Opening of the Catholic University of America" as an "Official Report" 
with all the speeches and the list of 12 professors and 36 students; it was 
printed in Baltimore by John Murphy on 99 pages. Another attempt in 1890 
was styled as :"Kalendarium Facultatis Theologicae Universitatis Catholicae 
Americae", the text also in Latin; in 1891/2 the same.title, not printed by 
Murphy but by The Church News, with the publisher, Lepley, Washington. Only 
from 1893 onward it took the title of "Yearbook"j it continued to be printed 
by the Church News Pub. Co. No editor is mentioned on the publication. 

It reports about the courses, professors and students, first only about the 
School of Theology, then also of Philosophy and the new departments as well 
as the General Announcements. But it was soon nothing but a general 
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catalogue of the university^therefore * it ended as "Yearbook" with 1937* 
The future CATALOGUES does not belong to our items*

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Conclusion: 

Georgetown has the honor to have the first College-paper in the U.S., and 
Washington the honor to have one of the earliest weekly newspapers in 1833 1 
though both were very shortlived. One may be disappointed of the somewhat 
poor output of Catholic periodicals. Practically there is of some 
importance only the CHURCH NEWS plus the NEW CENTURY as Washington's 
weekly paper for 50 years, and that most of the time an edition of Milwaukee. 
A school-paper of long years: 93 years is the Georgetown COLLEGE JOURNAL, 
current in 1865; Georgetown never had attempted a weekly news paper. The 
Catholic University began only in 1895 to publish, its Bulletin lost its 
scholarly standard. The bulk of fair-papers shows active life in parishes 
and Institutions but are not important at all. The still current devotion¬ 
al almanacs of the Franciscan Fathers are partly born in New York; so came 
THE AM. ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW very late from Philadelphia, Though 
Washington lodges many non-Washingtonians, its own publications show in no 
way an international character; since the capital did not have an arch¬ 
bishop of its own in the 19th century, also its Catholic publications are 
not of an official or leading character.
